This townſhip is adjoining to, and part of St. Maries pariſh in Nottingham, and in 
doomſday book is called Notzntone; and in other ancient records Snotinton, and 
Snodinton, as Nolting ham was Snodengaham, and Snotingehem, and was allo the King's 
land in the Conqueror's time, which anſwered the geld for one car. The land of it 
was two car. There eleven vill. had four car. and twelve acres of meadow, it was 
then valued at gl. | 
a. King yen, in the ſixth year of his reign, granted to H/liam Briwerre the ma- 
nors of Ceſtrefeld in Derebi/yre, with Bruminton, and WW:ttnion, and the Sok, and the 
whole Wipentac of Scarvedale, and many priviledges, and likewiſe his manor of Sno— 
dinton in Notingehamſyre, to be held in fee farm for 81. per annum in number to the 
exchequer, and likewiſe the manor of Aer in Devonſhire, & the fiſhing of Kings- 
were in Somer/et/hire, and the ſervice of Peter de Sandiacre, which he bought for the 
land which he had in exchange for the land of Zor/ſeleg, the fee farm rent of all which 
was 1121, yearly paid into the exchequer. | | 
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5. King Jonn, 27 July, 15 Joh. granted to Wilham Briwer the cuſtody of the 
land, and heir of Baldwin Wake, with the marriage of 7/abell, the daughter of the ſaid 
Milliam, formerly wife of the ſaid Baldwin. c. In the fame year the ſaid king gran- 
ted to Richard, fon of William Briewerre, Ceſtreficld, &c. and Snottnton, &c. and took 
homage of the ſaid Richard for theſe lands, d. which the ſaid Wilizam his father held. 

e. Joan Wake, who was the wife of Hugh Wake, had the cuſtody of the land, and 
heir of Hugh Wake, to wit, Ceſterfield, with the wapentake belonging, except 161. land 
which Wiham de Percy held in the name of one of the heirs of Milliam de Bruer 
and the ſaid Joan with the other heirs of William de Bruer, as welt out of the manor 
of Ceſter field, as out of other lands in very many counties, held by the ſervice of 
three knights fees, as in Cojerr ens Sneynton, Armanſter, King ſwere, in the county of 
Somerſet, and this was of the feoffment of King Joux. 

f. Henry de Purpunt, and Annora his wife, in the former part of the reign of Ep- 
wakD the firſt, were attached to anſwer Henry Fitz- (or ſon of) Robert, William 
de Blackwell, Richard del Hull, William Arnold, Walter le Chapeleyn, William 
de Lyndeby, Ralph and John his brother, Richard le Feuere, and Theobald his bro- 
ther, Roger Bere, Robert Fraunceys, and very many others, the men or tenants of 
the ſaid Henry, and Annora his wife, of the manor of Steynton, which is ancient de- 
meſne of the king's crown, why they, contrary to the king's precept, exacted other 
ſervices and cuſtoms of the laid men, than they were wont to perform when the ſaid 
manor was in the hands of king Jonx, viz. whereas they were wont to hold a bovat 
of land for 4s. per annum, and ſuit of court from three weeks to three weeks, for all 
ſervices the ſaid Henry, and Annora, exatt for the ſaid bovat of land 13s. per annum. 
And whereas, they were wont to plead by a writ of right cloſe, and to have their 
efloines according to the cuſtom of the manor, the ſaid Henry and Annora, would 
not ſuffer them to plead nor have effoines ; and whereas they were wont to be amer- 
ced by their equals (or Peers [ Pares |) and that according to the quantity of the fault, 
they amerced them out of the court according to their own will; and whereas they 
were wont to have a common parc (or pound) in the ſame town, they did not ſuffer 
them to have one. And allo the ſaid Henry, and Annora, taxed the ſaid men or te- 
nants one hundred marks, where they were not wont to be taxed, and for the ſaid 
one hundred marks took their cattel in Szeynton, and drove them out of the liberty 
cf Sreyiton to Holme. The ſaid Henry and Annora, by their atturney pleaded, that 
the ſaid men were not upon the king's ancient demeſne, but were their villains.: 
The Court gave day that the book of doomsday might be ſearched, wherein Notinton 
was found to be the king's land, but in Eaſter term, 15 E. 1. they got a jury to find 
that Sneynton was never called Notinton, but alwaies Sneynton; and that Notinton was a 
part of Notirgham, on that ſide towards Arnehall; which ſurely is the moſt evidently 
falſe of any thing that ever pretended to be called a verdict, as may be ſuthciently 
diſcovered by what 1s here ſet down : but it ſerved to get the tenants amerced, and 
finally to ſubmit to what had been ſome while before it ſeems attempting againſt them, 
for J find that in 4 E, 1. g. John de Sutton Baylift of Henry de Albiniaco, contemn- 
ed (or refuſed) to admit of the kings writs, which the kings ſokemen of Cneynton 
brought to him that year. Henry

dower. This Eva was daughter of Patricius de Cadurcis, vulgo Chaworth. : 

There was an inquiſition taken at Nottinghom the laſt day of March, ſave one, 13 H. 
6. k. before Ralph Crumwell, knt. Thomas Chaworth, knt. Hugh Willoughby, knt 
John Bowes & Richard Bingham, & lohn Cockayn, knt, high ſheriff of Nottfſ. aſſign- 
ed by the king, by his letters patent dated 11 July, 12 H. 6. to enquire of conceal- 
ments, and other things at which time the jury found that Patricius de Chaworth 
was ſeized of the manor of Sreynton, with the appurtenances, and that he demiſed it 
to William biſhop of Sarum for his life, reſerving fol. per annnm rent; and after- 
wards that he levycd a tine of it in Michaelmas term, 36 H. 3. to Henry de Albini- 
aco, to whom, and to Hugh, brother of the ſaid Henry, he granted intereſt in it for 
their lives; but afterwards to deſcend to himſelf and his heirs, by which means they 
would entitle king Hewxry the ſixth to it, as ſon of Henry the fifth, fon of Henry 
the fourth, kings of England, ſon of the lady Blanch, late ducheſs of Lancaſter, daugh- 
ter of Henry, late duke of Lancaſter, ſon of Maud, daughter of Patricius, fon of the 
ſaid Patricius, named in the fine : but they found that Henry Perpount, knight, held 
the manor, and had received the rents, iſſues, and profits, twelve years laſt paſt, and 
that Edmund Perpount, knight, had done fo for thirty years, and that other anceſ- 
tors of the ſaid Henry Perpount had done ſo ſince the death of the ſaid biſhop, and 
Henry de Albiniaco and Hugh. This inquiſition is duplicated and called two inqui- 
fitions, returned intothe chancery the eve of the Aſcenſion, 13 H. 6. Henry Per- 
pount, the ſecond of June following, offered himſelf to traverſe them. 

I ſuppoſe this trouble was created by the Lord Crumbwell, with whom Sir Henry 
Pierpont had great ſuits, as in Gonaldſton may be noted. 

The manor of Sreynton was bought by the firſt Sir Henry Perpont of R de Tibetot, 
and hath ever ſince continued in that noble family, and is now the poſſeſſion of the 
right honourable Henry marquefs of Dorcheſter. 

Warreyn was an ancient and great frecholder here, whoſe lands, by a mar- 
riage of a daughter and heir, came to - Roos. whoſe heir fold the reverſion 
to the earl of King ſton, the ſaid marqueſſes father. 

J. At the aſſizes at Nott. before William Toirninge, and Richard Sydenham, the 
Tueſday after the feaſt of St. Peter in Cathedra, 14 R. 2. William de Aderley was 
caſt concerning fourteen acres of land in Sneynton, which was then found ancient 
demeſtic, &c. | 

At the aſſises at Nott. 10 H. 4. Sir Edmund Pierpount, and John de Burton, caſt. 
Thomas Ingram, concerning one meſſ. and four bovats of land in Sneynton. 

m. In the year 1234, R. the prior of Lenton, and the convent of the ſame ,confirmed 
to Robert ſon of Ingelram of Nottingham, and his heirs, all their land and meadow be- 
longing to it, with toſt and croft, all which belonged to the church of St. Stephen of 
Sieynton, he paying them 13s. yearly. They granted, releaſed, and conſirmed to this

SNEYNTON 


LAND is chiefly in the hands of John Muſters Eſq; of Colwick, and C. M. Peir- 
pont, Eſq; the county repreſentative. The land is in high cultivation. Here is a 
chapel, a member of St. Mary's, Nottingham, dedicated to St. Stephen, where ſer— 
vice is performed once a fortnight. In the chapel yard are ſome tombs and a number 
of grave ſtones: of the former is one to the memory of Edward Williams, a diffent- 
ing miniſter, who was eſteemed for his excellent diſpoſition ; he died poſſeſſed of a 
large fortune, in 1787. By his will he highly favoured a Mr. Cope and a Mr. Den- 
niſon. Of the latter, one covers the remains of Mr William Frud, eminent as a 
dancing maſter and as a violin player; and eſteem'd, in the polite circles of Notting» 
= and Leiceſter, for his amiable diſpoſition. He died in 1787, age not mention» 
ed. a.

K. that William de Novers, or de Nodariis, named 
in Willughby on the Wolds, held the fourth part of a kwght's fee of that honour in 
Eſt- Coluyk. | 
J. The jury, 10 E. 3. found that John de Nowers held one meff. and one caru- 
cat of land, with the appurtenances in Nether-Colwyk, of the Lady Grace de Nowers 
Lady of Stoke Goldingt:n, by the ſervice of a fourth part of a knigit's fee, and that John 
his ſon and heir was then of full age.

n. There was a recovery ſuffered, 4 H. 8. wherein Thomas Urſwick, and Tho- 
mas Broun claimed againſt Robert Slory, the manor of Colwyke, with the appurte- 
nances, and fix meſſ. ten cottages, ſix hundred acres of land, five hundred of medow, 
as many of paſture, four hundred of wood, ſixty of marſh, forty of heath. and 10 
rent in Colwyke Nowers, Over Colwyke, and Nether Coluyke. Slory was a man of great pol- 
ſeſſions, and his daughters and heirs married to Huſſy and Wood, but Mr. Wood's 
anceſtor, to whom this Colwyk was allotted, fold it to the anceſtor of fir John Byron, 
who having the whole, ſold it to fir James Stonehouſe, being of a very great yearly 
value, but never got much above half the money, by realon of the breaking out of 
the war, wherein it was ſtop'd by the rebells, but ſince the return of the king, Ri- 
chard, the preſent Lord Byron, hath accepted of ſome ſmall part, and confirmed the 
title of fir John Muſters, the preſent owner. 

Some part of Nether Colwyk is in Geedling pariſh, which was that of the fee of Alſelin. 

0, Therettory of Colwyke was heretofore 10]. value, and Mr. Byron, patron.——- 
'Tis now 61. 28. 1d. and fir John Muſters, patron. 

In a north window of this church was painted a man in his coat of arms, holding 
his ſhield, whereon alſo was depicted Gules, three or four Fuſils in Feſſe Arg. and 
two Cinquefoyles (or Mullets) in Chief Or. He was of the family of D' Auheni, 
in Brant Broughton church in Lincolneſkure, there are divers of their arms, and Byrons 
too.

LORDSHIP is in the hands of John Muſters, eſq; which was won, it has been 
ſaid, at cards, from the Byron family; but this report, by Thoroton's account of it 
paſſing into the Muſters' family, muſt be erroneous. 

Colwick church is dedicated to St. John Baptiſt, is a neat ſtrufture, but ſmall. It 
ſtands near the Hall. It appears by a monument, on the north fide of the chancel, 
that it was repaired and beautified, and the chancel rebuilt by fir John Multers, knt. 
in 1684. This, Dr. Thoroton could not notice, being done ſublequent to the pub- 
liſhing his hiſtory ; but it is ſomewhat ſtrange that a place ſo near Nottingham ſhould 
not be viſited by him or his friends, which ſeems to be the calc, as he has wholly 
omitted the monuments here for the Byron family, who once poſlefled the manor. 

An old tomb, againſt the ſouth wall in the chancel, retains three figures in marble,

On a monument, above this, “ To the memory of Sir John Byron, late of Linby 
in Nottinghamſhire, Knight, and Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir John Fitzwil- 
liams, ſome-time Lord deputy of Ireland, by whom he had divers ſuns and daugh- 
ters, they both died 7th. of March, 1623.” John, the elder ſon, died in 1625. 

Another monument here, informs us, that * John Byron, Miles obit. 24th Feb- 
ruary, 1603. It retains theſe lines on the ſide : 


« Let fame wyth golden trumppet blaſt, | Sir John, his ſonne, for parents love, 
The worthi prayers eternize, Cauſed to erect this monument, 

Of Sir John Byron, gentle Knight, That virtues of his father dead, 
Whoſe Corps bylco theſe pictures lies, In future time it might preſent.” 


A ſmall plain monument remembers Sir John Muſters, Knight, who was land own- 
er here, in Thoroton's time, and who repaired the church; he died the 28th of Ju-

A neat one in the more ealy modern ſtile, with figures as large as life, is placed to 
the memory of John Muſters, eſq; eldeſt ſon of Sir John, he died in 1683.

THE feat of John Muſters, Eſq; is ſeated on the borders of the Trent, within two 

miles of Nottingham b. |

A ſteep rock, elevated from the left boundaries of Sneynton cow-palture, and co-- 
vered with a hanging wood, is an agreeable contralt to the plain below and the re— 
gularity of fome plantations leading to the feat of Mr. Muſters. Above the rock or

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eminence, is a _ park, wooded and flocked with deer. A portion of this rock, 
facing the Hall, has been cut away and forms a deep and ſudden precipice. Here, 
while the preſent Vir.

s life: riding a reſlive horſe, in the park, the animal ran away with him towards 
this place, at fall ſpeed, into which abyſs he would probably have plunged him, had 
he not poſſefſed courage to throw himſelf oft the horſe on the eve of deſtruttion. 

The pleaſure grounds and plantations about this ſeat are exteilive, which have 
been chiefly made by the preſent owner. The church has its ſhare of that pleaſant 
ſcenery. The Trent, at the foot of this dwelling, adds greatly to the view. 

This ſcat was built in 1776, by Mr. Samuel Stretton, Nottingham, under the di- 
rection of Mr. John Carr of York, Architect. 

This gentleman keeps a pack of howids, the kennel, for which, is a modern 
building of ſome rank. When I ſaw it, it brought to my mind the parſonage houſe 
at E.dwoltoh, /ſee page 123, vol, 1. In this caſe the order of things may properly be 
inverted, thus, The dwell:ng of dogs, and the kennel of a prieſt,

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Birkin, and ſo to Everingham, and ſo to Conſtable, and was ſold by 
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The barony of this Goisfrid de Alſelin or Hanſelin, was very conſiderable in theſe 
counties of Nott. and Derb. and alſo in Lincolyſkive : howbeit it ſeems it was very early 
divided, viz. before the fifth year of King Stephen, as in Shel/ord doth partly appear. 
Ralph Hanſelin had twenty-five knights fees, and Robert de Cauz (or Caltz) fif- 
teen, as the red book in the exchequer manifeſteth. 

Of the poſterity of Cauz notice may be taken in Lerington, which was the head of 
his barony, though they enjoyed a ſhare here alſo, which deſcended from 983 tO

to Gilbert earl of $hroyſbury, and was lately the inheritance of the earl of Amg/ton, 
by the name of Everingham fee, and remains yet to his ſon the marquels of Dorche/- 
ter, as I take it. 

b. Ralph Hanſelia had a ſon of his own name, who had a daughter and heir call- 
ed Roſa, married to Thomas Bardul, who, 18 H. 2. gave account of 251. of the 
ſcutage of the knights of the fee of Ralph Hanſelin; his ſon and heir was Dodo, or 
Doun Bardull. 


Beatrix, the daughter of William de Warrcuna, gave account of three 
thouſand hve hundred marks tor having the lunds and tenements, which were her 
fathers, and which ought to deſend to her by inheritance, and for having her rea- 
ſonable dower which concerned her out of the tenements which were Doun Bardulfs 
her late huſband, and that ſhe ſhould not be diſtrained to marry her lelf, and that 
the debts which her father ought the King, might be raiſed out of the chattels which 
were common to her ſaid father, and Miliſent his wife, the day that he died. 

d. Hubert de Burgo, 2 H. 3. would have it inrolled, that William, the fon of 
Doun Bard. granted him the manor of Porteſlad, with the advowlons of the church- 
es, and other things belonging to the ſaid manor.

was guardian of the heir of the ſaid Doun Bardolf, who it feems was William Bar- 
dolf, who died about 4 E. 1. ſeized of the moyety of Skelford, held of the king by 
halt a barony f.

There are ſome genealogies of this family, which make Thomas, the fon of Hugh, 
to die without iſſue, and his brother William Bardolf, to be father of this Thomas, 
but this agrees well with the time and age of the parties, and J have not ſcen ſuffici- 
ent authority to make the other certain.

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Agnes, the wife of Thomas Bardolf, had this manor in dower, and left it to her 
ſon John, g1 E. 3. l. who about 45 E. 3. m. left it with Wyrmegey, and other great 
manors which made up twenty-nine knights fees belonging to his court of Skelford, to 
his ſon William Bardolf of Wirmegey Chr. who, 9 R. 2. n. did the like to his ſon 
Thomas lord Bardolf, then but ſeventeen years old, or little more ; which Thomas 
was the laſt Lord Bardolf of the male line, and attaint in the time of Henry the 
fourth, in whoſe reign, about g H. 4, he died leaving two daughters, Anae, firſt 
married to Sir William Clifford, and after to fir Reignald Cobham; but his other 
daughter Joane, who married Sir William Phelips, was Lady Bardolf; o and then 
alter her death, William Beaumont, ſon of Elizabeth, her daughter, wife of john 
viicount Beaumont, was found her heir.

Henry Norreys being attaint about 12 May, 28 II. 8. it came again to the crown, 
and was after granted to the Lady Anne Stanhope, great grandmother to the firſt earl 
of Cheſterfeild, whole poſterity enjoys it, with Shelford, to this day. 

Here were many held ſhares of theſe lands, as may be gathered from what 1s alrea- 
dy formerly ſet down: r. Hugh de la Baſage (or Baſtre) held in Carleton, Gedeling, 
and Stoke, half a knights fee of the old feoffment of William Bardolf. And Regi- 
nald Urſell, and Hugh de Tytheby, held in G-deling, Carleton, and Stoke, another 
half knights fee of the old feoffment of Robert de Everingham. 

Ss. Robert, ſon of Hugh de Titheby, gave an acre in Carleton to T hurgarton priory, 
for the health of his ſoul, and Iſolda his wife; to which church Hugh, fon of Alred 
of Carletin, gave allo a toft and croft, which were Auki's, and a bovat of land in 
Carleton, which William and Robert his ſons ſeverally coutirmed.

LAND is in the poſſeſſion of the owners of Carleton, and is encloſed. The vil- 
lage is inferior, in ſize, to that of Carleton ; but it is of conſiderable magnitude.— 
The inhabitants are chiefly in the huſbandry line. 

The church is dedicated to All Saints, has a taper ſpire, 4 bells, a nave and ſide 
aiſles. The parapet wall, of the nave, is embattled, which gives the church, with- 
out, a reſpettable appearance. In this place are two old ſtone coffins, which lie, it 
ſeems, ncur the ſurface of the earth, in which perſons have been buried ſince the ori- 
ginal occupiers. One gentleman, who was ſomewhat too long, was thruſt in, I am 
told, to make him fit this hollowed ſtone, or receptacle of the dead. The coverin 

ſtone, which belonged toone, lies on the north fide of the chancel ; on which is the

h. The fourth Raph, I ſuppoſe, married Mazera, the daughter of Philip- Marmi- 
on, by whom he had a daughter (and heir to her mother) called Joane, married to 
Alexander de Frevile; but it ſeems by another wife, he had Raph de Crumwell, who 
married Margaret one of the co-heirs and parceners of the inheritance of Nichola, 
who had been the wife of Roger de Somery, as in the pipe roll of 16 E. 1. appear- 
eth, i. concerning the account of the manor of Ole, which Iſabell counteſs of Arun- 
dell held in dower. 

This Raph died about 27 E. 1. k. and left Raph his ſon and heir ſeven years old, 
who, 14 E. 3.1. 12 Nov. was called Raph de Crumbwell the elder, and was then 
founding a chantry in the pariſh church of the Holy Trinity at Lamley, to which he 
gave one meſſ. and 1008. yearly rent in Lamley, having one hundred marks land and 
rent in Lomley and Crumbewell remaining over and above. 

Raph the younger, I take to be Raph de Crumbwell, who married Avicia, the 
daughter of Roger Beler, by whom he had Raph Crumwelle, of Totteſhale, in right 
of his wife, who was Matildis, daughter and heir of lohn, ſon of William Bernak, 
and Alice his wife, m. daughter and heir of Joane (wife of Robert) de Dryby, and 
daughter of Robert de Tateſhale, by whom he had Raph, the father of the lord trea- 
ſurer Crumwell, before named, and divers other children, as in the deſcent in Crum- 
well may be perceived. 

Kaph Lord Crumwell, who married Margaret co-heir of the lord Deincourt, had 
no iſſue, fo that his ſiſter Matildis, whom he married to fir Richard Stanhope about 
12 H. 4. became his heir, n. ſhe was his ſecond wife, & by him had a ſon called Hen- 
ry Stanhope, who died without iſſue, 31 H. 6. and two daughters, Joane wife to 
Humfrey Bourghchier, who was therefore ſtyled lord Crumwell, but had no iſſue 
that T have found; and Maud, firſt married to Robert lord Willughby of Ereſby, o. 
ſecondly, to Thomas Nevile ; and thirdly, to fir Gervas Cliſton ; the ſaid Maud their 
mother died 33 II. 6. | 

Gervas Clifton, knt. and Maud his wife, late wiſe of Robert de Willughby, 5 E. 4. 
b granted to Anthony Wydevile, lord of Scales & of Newſe!ls, the manors of Candleſby 
Hal:m, Laniley, Sncudon, Boſton, Bleſety, Gippeſmere, Gourton, Dranſeild, Baſeford, Quyn- 
ton, Kaſyn, Lucton, Belcheford, and Turford,, with the rent of Deyncourt there, in the 
counties of Linc. Mott Derb. & Warw. alſo the manor of 1 umby, except the great

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wood called Tumby woods, or Tumby chaſe in the ſaid county of Linc, which late were 
Raph lord Crumwells, together with the advowſons of the churches, chapels, and 
chantrys thereto belonging. | | 

By an inquiſition taken, 20 January, 19 H: 6: concerning the manor of He- 
therſet in Norfolk it appears, that this lady Willughby Maud died 30 Aug: 13 7 
and that fir William Knyvet at the time of the ſaid inquiſition aged ſixty years, who was 
ſon of John, ſon of Elizabeth, daughter of Conſtantine Clifton, ſon of John and Eli- 
zabeth, daughter of Raph Crumwell, knight, (great grandfather ofthe ſaid lady Wil-

This manor of Lamley fell amongſt the co-heirs of fir Ftancis Willughby of Wollaton, 
whereof Dorothy was married to Henry Haſtings, ſecond ſon of George earl of Hunting- 
ton; and another of them to Montague Wood, whoſe daughter Mary Wilzey Wright 
married and enjoyes part, moſt of it being divided now amongſt ſeveral free-holders: 

v: Two lheaves of the demeſne tythes, ſeemed to belong to the chappelry of Blyth, 
which king John granted to Walter arch-biſhop of Roan ; but the inquiſition token at

THIS lordſhip, which is encloſed, is owned by the earl of Cheſterfield, The vil- 
lage is ſmall.

The tombs noticed, by Thoroton, above, are the chief things to attract. That of 
a Sir Brian Stapiltun Knyght and Barinet“ has his figure cut on the covering ſtone. 
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As Thoroton only noticed the inſcription, I have given the figure in the ſucceding 
plate, fig. 5.

N Bulcote Suenclit had a manor before the Normans became poſſeſſed of it, which 
anſwered the dane-geld as two car. and two bov. and there was ſoc of this manor, 
which anſwered to the geld for fifteen bov. and an half. a. The land being eſteem- 
cd five car. and an half. There, when it was become the fee of Walter de Aincurt, 
was in demeſne one car. eight ſochm. eleven vill. twelve bord. and two ſervants 
with three car. orplows. There was ſeventy ſix acres of meadow, paſture wood by 
places one leu. long, eight qu. broad, in the Confeſſours time, and then the value 
was 4l. 

5. In the former part of the reign of Henry the third, Adam de S. Maria paid two 
marks for a knights fee, which afterward Reginald de Anneſley, Sibyl de S. Maria, 
and Adam. de Ridewale, are certified to have held of Oliver Deincourt in Bulcote. 

c: Adam de S. Maria was ſon of Paganus de S. Maria, and was lord of Roumarſ/h 
in Yorkſhire, and Bulecotes, and Kinyveton, in this county: He gave one acre and three 
rodes of meadow in the meadows of Bulecotes to the abby of Hebe, for the fouls of Alice 
bis wife, and Barth: his ſon, to change their bodies from lay ſepulture, which they 
had been interdicted, to eccleſiaſtical burial , to his latter wife he had Albreda the 
daughter of Jordan de Chevercourt, who before was the wife of Robert de St: Quin- 
tin. and made fine to king lohn, 27 Novemb: d: in the fiſteenth year of his reign, 
of three palfreys, that ſhe might marry this Adam de S: Maria: He had three daugh- 
ters, to whom his inheritance deſcended ; his eldeſt was called Lucia, who was _

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wife of fir de Annefley ; his ſecond Sibylla, of whom was born the wife of 
fir Thomas de Bella aqua; and his third Iſolda, of whom was born the wife of Ni- 
gellus de Redewale. | 

e: In an old copy which I have ſeen, Emma de Bellaphago granted to Lucia, 
Sibylla, and Ruſamund, (inſtead of Yfouda) daughters and heirs of Adam de S: Ma- 
ria, common in the fields of Gunther and Ludham: But Richard, fon of William de 
Birton, granted that Adam de Rydeware, and 'Yſoud his wife, ſhould inclofe the 
wood of Bulcot, which makes me ſappofe Ifolda, mother of Nigellus de Rydeware, 
rather than of his wife, as before is noted out of the book of Welbek.

In the 
Confeſſours time the value was 151. when the great ſurvey was made in the Conque- 
rours 101. Taylle gos. it had ſoc inBertune and Ludham. Roger de Buſli, and Muri- 
el his wife, in the year 1088, 6b. gave to the monaſtery of Blyth, which he founded, 
two parts of the tythes of the hall in Ludeham and Gunnethorp in lands. and in effaris 
and in all ſmall tythes. 

Raph de Bellafago, who in the Red Book of the exchequer is mentioned, 7 H. 2. 
to have had pardon for five marks debt to the king, c. gave to God and the church 
of Lenton, for the ſouls of his parents, and his lord king Henry ( 1. ) two bovats of 
land, and a ſhort wong, and one acre of meadow in the Ker, with Duran his man, 
who then held that tenor in the territory of Gunthorpe : To this deed were witneſſes 
Remigius prior of Shelford, Richard the canon, Thomas de Bellofago, William de 
Bellofago, Robert de Burton, William Bret, Gerv. de Ludham, Hugh, ſon of 
Simon, and many others. He gave likewiſe to Lenton the tythe of his mill of Gun- 
thorp, which mill was ſcituate upon Trent, and 1 in his paſſage of Gunthorp. — 
Raph de Bellatago gave to God and the canons of St. Peter of Thurgarton his bretnren, 
d. with himſel{ wherever he ſhould die, by the conſent of Gilbert his brother, the 
church of Ludham, and mill of Doverbec, with the land lying to it, and all its cuſtoms 
and rights, and all his Jand of Woodburgh, in pure alms for the health of king Stephen 
and for the ſoul of his fon, and for his own ſoul, and the ſouls of all his own parents 
and anceſtors. Raph de Bellafago gave Snellingmilne on Doverbec to Thurgarton priory, e. 
and Emma de Bellafago confirmed the gift of her uncle the ſaid Raph. | 

Gilbert de Norfolck, 2 Joh. gave account of one hundred marks, and one pal- 
frey, for having the land of tne inheritance of his wife, as long as he ſhould live, of 
whom he had ſons which were dead. King John, 3 Oct. 7 Joh. g. confirmed to 
Emine de Bellafago the manor of Ludham, with the appurtenances, and her inheri- 
tance in Norfolk, viz. Flicham, in Crec, and Rudham, and Caſſabile, her dower of the 
freehold, k. which was Gilbert de Norfolchs, late her huſbands : but if Emme de 
Beufo died without iſſue, the fee of Ludkam was in the king. 

G. de Norf. by the intreaty and conſent of Emme de Frivill his wife, gave to the 
canons of Velb:ck, i. quitance of his paſſage over Trent at Gunthorp, as much as be- 
longed to his part, and of his Caelley at Lowdham wholly. | 
Emma de Bellafago gave account of DC. marks, 8 Joh. k. for having her inheri- 
tance, viz. Ludeham, and alſo in Norfolch, and that ſhe ſhould not be diſtrained to 
marry. Notwithſtanding her deed to the king, ſhe acknowledged Hubert de Bur- 
go earl of Kent in the king's court to be her heir, who, 11 H. g. J. claimed againſt 
her, that ſhe ſhould hold covenant with him concerning the manors of Gunetharp, 
Ludham. and Cree.

July 27. the king granted to Simon de Montefort earl of Leiceſter, 
and Alianor counteſs of Leiceſter, the kings filter, the manor of Gunthorp, with the 
Sok, and all appurtenances, for one hundred marks of land, part of 4ool. per an- 
num, which the ſaid king was bound to aſſign out of eſcaets, or other lands, to the 
ſaid earl and counteſs. | 

Henry earl of Lancaſter and Leyceſter, 3 E. g. o. claimed the town and caſtle of Ley- 
ceſter, and all the lands and knights fees held of that honour, which were ſometimes 
Simon de Monteforts earl of Leyceſter, and forfeited to the crown, which king Hen- 
ry the third, Apr. 22. in the fifty-third year of his reign, granted to Edmund his 
own ſon and his heirs, with all the priviledges belonging to that honour ; from which 
Edmund, the right deſcended to Thomas his fon and heir, but he dying without iſſue, 
the ſaid Henry was his brother and heir, and claimed the towns of Goleham and Gun- 
thorp, with the members, to be of that fee of Leyceſter, of which this Sok hath ever 
ſince been eſteemed, though it was formerly of the honour of 7 ih; and king John 
granted the church of Loudeham, with the chapel of Gunthorp to Walter Arch-biſhop 
of Roan, and the canons there, with Bridgeſord, and many other churches, as of the 
chapelry of Blyth, afterwards called part of the free-chapel of 7:khill, though, 8 E. 2. 
p. the arch-biſhop of York claimed to have ordinary juriſdiction and inſtitution in the 
churches & vicarages of Ladham, Eaft- Markham, Mest- Mariam, Wheteley, Harworth, 
Eaſt-Bridgford, & Waleſby, as parochials & not annexed to the kings chapel of Tikhill. 

The tenency of this manor was in fir Peter de Montefort, {lain alſo as earl Simon 
was, at the battel of Eveſham, 49 H. 3. a great man in thoſe dates, as Mr. Dugdale 
in his antiquities of Warwickſhire q. in divers places ſhows. | | 

Peter do Montefort (as it appears, 6 E. 1. r. redeemet his lands in Gunt'orp of 
Edmund the kings brother, according to the decree of Kentliyorth for two hundred 
and twenty marks. This Peter died 15 E. 1. leaving John de Montefort his fon and 
heir, who was dead 24 E. 1. and whole ſon and heir Joha was ſlain in the battel of 
Strivelin 7 E. 2. s. but he had another ſon called Peter, who was firſt in holy orders, 
but after his brothers death became a knight, and married Margaret, daughter of 
the lord Furnivall; and by a fine levied at York, 12 E. 3 v. fſeitled the manor of 
Gunihorp on himſelf the ſaid Peter de Montefort Chr. and Margaret his wife, and the 
heirs of Peter on the body of the ſaid Margaret; remainder on John, fon of ora de 
Ollenhale (his concubine or old miſs) and the heirs of his body; remainder on Ri- 
chard, brother of the ſaid John, and his; remainder on Alice, wife of Fulc de 
Penebrugg, and the heirs of her body; remainder to the right heirs of Peter.

one meſl. and three virgats in Neuton and Shelford joyntly with Alice his wife (who was 
daughter of fir Robert de Kirketon in Holand, knight, and mother of Joane, the 
wife of fir Geoffrey de Staunton, knight,) 2. this land was held of Thomas de Bar- 
dolf for 10s. per annum. This fir John de Loudham likewiſe held his capital meſl. 
in Loudham of the prior of Shelford, by the ſervice of 12d. per annum, and in the ſame 
town one meſſ. and five bovats of land and meadow of fir Peter de Edenſoure by the 
ſervice of the twentieth part of a knights fee, and 3s. per annum, and likewiſe ano- 
ther bovat of him by the ſervice of 12d. per annum, and 21. of cummin. a. He held 
likewiſe joyntly with Alice his wife in Loudham and Cathorp ſeven tofts, and five bo- 
vats of land of fir Peter de Montefort by the ſervice of the twentieth part of a knights 
fee; he held likewiſe one bovat of the prior of Newſtede for 2s. per ann. and one 
and g of the prior of Thurgarton for 2s. 6d. hkewiſe in Ludham, and divers other par- 
cels, belides ſix meſſ. and twelve bovats in BuUdſthorp held of Henry de Beaumonte, 
John de Loudham was then found his ſon and heir,

He had a wife called Margaret, who before had been wife of fir John Zouch, 
knight. Elizabeth and Margaret the wives of William and John Chaworth, 29 II. 6. 
e. were found her couſins and heirs; they were of the family. of Bowytt of Reprog- 
lale, as in Wiverton may be obſerved. 

Iſabell, the ſiſter and co-heir of fir John Loudham, was married to Thomas 
Bekering, and Margaret to Thomas Folejambe. Iſabel] left a daughter called Alice, 
the wife of fir Thomas Rempſton the younger, who had the moyety of this manor, 
and that of Billeſthorpe, called Loudhams manor, and about 37 H. 6. g. left three 
dwghters and heirs, as in Bingham is ſaid : Elizabeth, the wife of John Cheyney, 
eſquire ; Iſabell, of fir Brian Stapleton ; and Margaret of Richard Bingham the young- 

er. This it ſeems was alotted to Cheyney, and deſcended to the lord Vaux, hk. who 
lold it and Billeſthorp too, to Peter Roos, as I ſuppole. Roos fold both to Tho- 
mas Broughton, eſquire, of S!affordſhire. This is now the inheritance and reſidence 
of Peter Broughton, younger brother of fir Brian Broughton, who is now lord of 
Biidſthorp, and ſeveral other manors in this county.

Gules Cruſuly with a Chevron Or, Kyme. 


In the north wall of the Chancell, on an old low ſtone tomb lyeth the effigies of an 
armed knight croſs-leg'd, with his ſhield on his arm, whereon is emboſſed a Bend Cruſuly. 


The Inſcription on the fide is, SIR ION DD LOUDHAM ZIT ICI, &c: 


In an high north window in the body of the church, is, Chequey Arg. and Gules 
a Bend fable, Bekering, impaling Arg. a Chevron ſable with a Mullet pierced in the 
dexter point of the ſame colour, Rempſton; this is tranſpoſed, and ſo is the next which 
ſhould be Rempſton impaling Bekering : but is on the upper part Arg. a Bend Azure 
Cruſuly Or, Lowdkam ; and on the lower half Bekering, impaling Rempſton all the length 
of the ſhield, againſt the other two. 


LOUDHAM, GUNTHORP, & KAYTHORP, 


At GUNTHORP there was formerly a chapel; but it is now converted into a 
blackſmith's ſhop. | 


LOUDHAM fields, which contain 3000 acres, were encloſed about the year 1768. 
The lord of the manor is a Shropſhire cleigyman of the name of Broughton ; other 
freeholders are the bankers Smith & Wright both of Nottingham, & Webb Edge, Eſq. 

Loudham contains about 70 dwellings, and a cotton mill at ſome little diſtance, — 
The hamlets are of inferior note. | 

Loudham church ſtands about two miles from Gunthorp ferry, and one and 
a half from Kathorp; both convenient diſtances for the inhabitants to attend di- 
vine ſervice. This church has a ſpire, five bells, a lofty and broad nave and fide aiſles. 
An old vicar of the name of Bedgmore, D. D. died at the age of 105. A little braſs 
plate, in the chancel, ſays ** Peter Broughton, Eſq; aged 61, 1777." A tomb, on 
the north fide, remembers others of this family, one of which is Charles Broughton, 
youngeſt ſon of Peter Broughton, Eſq; who died in 1688, aged 21. The manſion 
which was formerly occupied by this family is now the abode of a ſhee-meker. The 
croſs legged figure which Thoroton mentions above for ** Sir John de Loudham” is 
ſtill in its place, as he has not given a repreſentation of it, I have copied it, fig. 2 in 
the ſubjoined plate. Another notable old figure, here alſo, he has not mentioned: 
it is upon a floor ſtone, pretty perſe& ; but no inſcription remains. It appeais to have 
been done for an old prieſt. It is copied in the ſame plate fig. 3. On one fide of his 
head is a chalice, and on the other a bible. The font here appears to be the age of the 
church, it is copied in the fame plate fig. 6. |

F Udeburg the book of Doomsday ſhows that St. Mary of Sudwell had Sok to Nortwell, 
ſeven Bov. ad Geldam. The land two Car. 

There was half a car. in demeſne, and two vill. and two bordars had one car. 
this belonged to Sudwell. a. Here one Clark had under the Arch-biſhop (of York) 
whoſe fee it was, one bov. ad Geldam. This concerned the prebend of Woodborough 
in that church, to which it ſtill belongs. Here were alſo ſeveral manors of the land of 
the 'Vayns, one whereof before the conqueſt Ulchel had, which paid to the geld for 
three bov. The land one car. There Aldene (anceſtor of the family of Crumwell 
named in Lamley) after the conqueſt had three villains, having halfa car. 'This kept 
the old value of 5s. 4d. Another manor Ulchel likewiſe had, which paid for three 
bov. to the tax or geld. The land whereof was two car. he held it alſo after the con- 
queſt of the king, and there had one car. and three vill. one bord, with one car. and 
and one mill 208. and one virgat of medow, paſture wood two leu. long, five qu. 
broad: In the Confeſſours time this was 20s. in the Conquerours 30s. Alvric in the 
Confeſſours time had another manor, for which he was rated to the geld at five bov. 
The land two car. which ſeems to be managed when the Conquerours ſurvey was 
made, with three vill. one bord. There was alſo a mill 20s. 

There was in Epreſton and Udeburgh of Roger de Buſlies fee, and a greater ſhare of 
Raph de Limeſies, as in Epreſton will be noted, where the family of Samſon the moſt an- 
cient tenants thereof chiefly reſided. | 

Some of theſe Tayn- lands it ſeems came to be Peverells, of which honour Henry, 
ſon [rather brother] and heir of Raph de Wodeburge, b. and the reſt of his parceners, 
21 E. 1. were certified to hold half a knights fee here, for which one only ſuit was made 
to the court by the ſaid Henry. 

John, the ſon of Robert de Cantelupe, and Maud wife of the ſaid John, granted all 
the lands in Wodeburge c. which ſhould happen to them after the death of fir Raph de 
Wodeburge, father of the ſaid Maud, to Henry de Wodeburge, and the heirs of his 
body; remainder to the right heirs of fir Raph : Witneſſes to this were fir Walter de 
Ludham, fir Raph de Crumwoell, fir John de Heriz, fir Richard Jorz, fir William de 
Arnale, knights, Thomas de Rampſton, Reginald de Aſlacton, &c. 

d. In an ancient deed Emme, who had been wife of Raph de Wodeburch, gave to 
Henry her ſoa of Wcdebuich, her land of new Ham: Witneſs Gulft. Anglicus, Raph 
de Harnale, &c. 

Raph de Wodebnrg, knight, 54 H. 3. e. paſſed 10l. yearly, which he had of the 
gift of William de Huntercumb, to Henry de Wodeburg his brother, to be received of 
the Abby of Stratford, during his life.

Robert, ſon of Walter de Stretley, had lands in Wodeburc, u. which William de 
Midelton ſometimes had to farm; his ſon Sampſon de Strelley was father of this Ri- 
chard: on the ſaid Robert de Stretleys ſeal within a fair circumſcription of his name, 
upon a large ſhield, is, Paly of ſix. On Raph de Wodeburgs, is, Barulelie a Stags 
head caboſſed. And on Henry de Wodeborghs, when he confirmed all his freehold in 
Wolcburgh, o. which was ſometimes fir Raphs, to fir William de Cray, knight, and 
Margery his wife, and the heirs of fir William, 8 E. 2. within a circumſcription of 
his name (but not upon a ſhield) is a bucks or ſtags head caboſſed. On fir Pagan 
de Vilers his ſeals are Six Lioncells Rampant 3 2.

This Richard de Strelley, and Elena had a ſon and heir named William, who di- 
ed before his father, and left a ſon called Robert, who died childleſs, p. and a daugh- 
ter named Elena married to Ivo Jeke of Preſtwold, who by a fine at York, 16 R. 2. 4. 
ſettled this manor on Thomas de Strelley, ſon of Richard and Elena, and the heirs 
males of his body: remainder to Ivo and Elena, and the right heirs of Elena.

But the poſterity of Hugh Sampſon, before named, held the fargreateſt ſhare, for 
Thomas Sampſon in the former part of Henry the third, J. is certified to have paid 
ſeven marks for three knights fees and an half in Eperſton and Woodborough, of the 
fee of Limeſi; and at another time William Sampſon is ſaid to hold in Eperſton and 
Woodborough for one knights fee of the barony of Odingſells of the old feoffment, 
viz. whereof his anceſtor was enfeoffed before the death of king Henry the firſt, in 
whoſe time the firſt Hugh Sampſon lived; the ſecond Hugh (whoſe father I ſuppoſe 
was William) gave account of ten marks, 22 H. 2. m. of the amercements of the foreſt. 

n. William Sampſon gave to God and the church of St. Peter at T hurgarton, and the 
brethren there ſerving God, all his land of Creſſewell wholly, whatſoever was contained 
between his wood and the wood of the canons, by the conſent of Hugh his ſon and 
heir, and his other ſons. This gift he made for the love of God, and St. James the 
Apoſtle (in honour of whom the ſaid canons then founded an altar in their church at 
T hurgarton) for the performance of a vow which he had formerly made, for the ſouls 
of his father and mother, his own and all his: The witneſſes were Hugh his heir, Wal- 
ter de Wodeburgh, Mr. Anſelm the canon, Matthew the clark, Peter the provoſt, 
Stephen the eſquire. 

o. Hugh Sampſon and William his ſon were witneſſes to Robert de Krioll's gift to 
that monaſtery. 

William Sampſon, knight, ſon of fir William Sampſon of Eperſton, gave and 
confirmed to the ſaid canons of Thurgarton, a place of land of his wood of Eperſton 
containing two acres by the perch of twenty foot, lying on the weſt ſide of the croft of 
the ſaid canons, which is called Creſſewell. 

William Sampſon, 24 E. 1. g. had free warren at Epereſton. 

John Sampſon, ſon of fir William Sampſon, knight, 5 E. 2. r. remiſed to Paganus 
de Tybetot, and Agnes his wife, and the heirs and aſſigns of the ſaid Paganus, all his 
right and claim in the manor of Eperſton, &c. except the lands and tenements which 
Simon de Cruce held in Wodeburgh ; the advowſon of the church he alſo remiſed with 
the reſt : The witneſſes were fir Rob. de Clifford, fir Ed. de Eynecurt, fir Bawdewyn 
de Maners, fir William de Bereford, fir Thomas de Monteney, fir William de Eyne- 
curt, fir George de Thorp, in the feaſt of the exaltation of the croſs at London, 5 E. 2. 
s. On his ſeal this John Sampſon hath a Feſſe, and one Mullett of fix points in the 
dexter corner of the Scutcheon, within the circumſcription of his name, f. as William 
Sampſon his father had a Croſse Moline only. Ever ſince this manor hath gone with 
Langar, as it yet doth. 

u. The manor of the other fee Robert Arre it ſeems gave fir Robert de Jorce, 
and Iſoldo his wife, and the heirs of their bodies, whoſe ſon Robert Jorz of Birton (as

LAND is owned by earl How, who has an extenſive wood eſtate here, in what 
is called the park. This lordſhip is encloſed. 


The village conſiſts of about 60 dwellings, one of which was inhabited, ſome time, 
by the earl's grandmother. Many of the houſes here have been lately much bettered, 
in appearance, by the munificence of this great ſea commander. 55 | 


The church is dedicated to Holy Croſs, has a ſpire with three bells, and is tile 
roofed. In the church yard I found an old ſtone figure, grown over with nettles 
and graſs, much mutilated ; what remains is repreſented plate page 30, fig. 4. 


In Mr. Merry's account of a diſcovery of Roman coins found here, he ſays :— 
« The medals found in 1776 at Epperſtone 10 miles from Nottingham, were all 
copper and nearly the ſize of our farthings. There were about a 1000 of them at 
firſt, but ſome were diſperſed before they were brought to me. I have put down 
the year each Emperor began to reign with the number of medals of each that I ſaw.” 
By whoſe account it appears that he faw 784 of ſeveral Emperors who reigned be- 
tween the years of Chriſt 250 and 290, excepting ſome that were not legible.

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N the Conquerours ſurvey in Calverton was there certified to be a Berew of the ma- 
nor of Blidworth of the arch-biſhop of Yorkes fee, and it anſwered the Dane-geld 
for ſix bovats. The land being twelve bovats. There ſeven vill. and two bord. 
had two car. a, There was a church and a prieſt, and two acres of meadow, paſture 
wood eight qu. long, three broad. This made up the ancient value of the manor 
40s. as in Blidworth is noted. | 

Here was alfo a manor which before the conqueſt Ulvric had, which paid the geld 
for three bovats. The land was for one plow (or one car.) This afterwards was the 
fee of Rogerius Pictavenſiis, and here then were two vill. and one virgat of meadow. 
In the Confeſſours time it had been valued to 208. but then was 5s. 4d. In Calver- 
ton of the tayn-land, Alvric had one car. which paid the Dane-geld for three bovats. 
There two ſochm. four vill. had two car. In former time this was valued at 16s. 
then at 10s. and the ſame Alvric continued to hold it. | 

In Salterford a Berew of Granby of the fee of Oſbern Fitz-Richard (if this be not 
miſtaken for ſome parcel of or about Colfton Baſſet) was as much as was rated to the 
tax or Dane-geld at ſix bovats, and in the Conquerours time was waſte, as it is itil], 
there being ſcarce any memorial of it left, but a place called Salterford Damm in the 
foreſt, near the beginning of the river Doverbek, between Calverton and Orton; there 
was paſture wood one leu. long, four qu. broad. 

5. The prior of Laund (which priory was founded by the Baſſetts) was certified 
to hold the town (or village) of Salterford in pure alms, and ſo were the chapter of 
Sutuell and the prioreſs of Brewode c. to hold three parts of the town of Kalverton, of 
the honour of Peverell; it ſeems William Peverel got the tayn-land here, as he did 
that at Woodborough.. 

That of the fee of Roger Pidtavenſis was afterwards accounted of the honour of 
Lancaſter, d. of which honour William le Butiler held in Calverton and Croplul one 
fee. Likewiſe John de Vylers, who held of it one knights fee in Neubolt and Outhorp, 
held the fourth part of one here at Calverton. 

e. The jury found that Paganus de Vilers, who was firſt infeoffed gave to Alan 
his ſon five carucats of land in knights ſervice. The ſame Paganus gave to the hoſ- 
pital of Hieruſalem, one car. in Bekaneſhou in alms. The ſame Pagan gave to William

The ſame Pagan gave to Thomas 
de Vilers the moyety of Uvethorp, and the land of Hole, and the land of Calverton, in 
knights (or military) ſervice, whereof Robert de Vilers held Hole, and the moyety 
of Calverton, except one carucat which William de Vilers held. Ihe ſame Robert de 
Vilers held aifo the land of Calverton by the ſame ſervice, &c. 

Raph de Vilers gave and confirmed to Robert his brother one bovat cf land in 
Calverton, which Bernard held, reſerving only one pound of cummin, or three half- 
pence at Eaſter: this he gave to the priory of St. Cuthbert at Radford (by Wirkeſop) 
William de Vilers confirmed it, and ſo did Robeit, ſon of Robert de Vilers, and John, 
ſon of William de Vilers. 

The fourth part of the knights fee of John de Vilers lord of Outhorpe, was the in- 
heritance of fir Thomas Hutchinſon, knight, the moyety whereof did deſcend to him 
from his anceſtors; the other moyety he bought, which was the inheritance of 
Barton of Holme near Newark, the chief of which family fir Thomas Barton, knight, 
beſides that Holme, had great poſſeſſions in Lancaſhire. 

By a fine, 5 E.2. g. between Sampſon de Stretley, and Philippa his wife, querents, 
and William, ſon of Walter de Ludham, deforc. forty acres of land, forty of wood, 
and 118. rent in Saltreford and Calverton, were ſettled on the ſaid Sampfon and Philip- 
pa, and the heirs which the ſaid Sampſon ſhould beget on the body of the ſaid Philip- 
pa; remainder to the right heirs of Sampſon. 

Godeſrey Folejamb, 45 E. 3. & who proſecuted againſt Sampfon de Strelley chr. 
for taking the heir and lands of William de Strelley of Woodburgh, whom he athrmed to 
hold of him lands and tenements in Calverton, viz. ſix carucais of land, and ten marks 
rent, by homage, fealty, and ſcutage, &c. ſurceaſing his proſecution, was amerced.

k. At Calverton was born William Lee, maſter of arts in Cambridge, and heir to a 
pretty free-hold here ; who ſeeing a woman knit, invented a loom to knit, in which 
he, or his brother, James, performed and exerciſed before queen Elizabeth, and leav- 
ing it to —— Aſton his apprentice, went beyond the ſeas, and was thereby eſteemed 
the author of that ingenious engine, wherewith they now weave ſilk and other ſtock. 
ings, &c. This Aſton added ſomething to his maſter's invention, he was ſome- 
times a miller at Thoroton, nigh which place he was born.

one vill. one bordar having two car. 5. Of this land the king had one bovat, [ viz. ly- 
ing to Arnall,] the reſt laying in Blidworth, In king Edward the Confeſſours time this 
was valued at 40s; when the book of doomsday was made at 20s. 
In Oftune of Roger de Buſlies fee were two manors, which "Thurſtan and Odincale 
had before he came; and anſwered the geld for one car. The land being then accoun- 
ted two car. and an half. There Roger had two car. five villains, fix bordars, having 


two car. There was one mill. 5s. 4d. In the Confeſſours time this part was 40s.

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In this town before the conqueſt was another manor which Tori had, and was ra- 
ted for it to the geld at four bov.

This afterwards became the fee of Walter de Aincurt, and there 
was one fochm. on one third part of a bovat of this land, with one bordar, had half 
a car. and four acres of meadow. This in the time of Edward the Confeſſour was 
valued at 16s in the Conquerours at gs. 4d. 

This town was anciently within the foreſt, c. but at the great perambulation in 
king H. 2. left out: Howbeit the men of the town had common in the foreſt (except 
the hays and demeſne woods of the king) forall manner of cattel both before and af- 
ter the deaforeſting, d. yet upon their claim about 8 E: 3: judgment was reſpited, 
becauſe the court conſidered that the town being put out of the foreſt, it was diſcharg- 
ed from the [ Putura] proviſions of the forreſters, and every other burden of the 
foreſt, neither did the kings deer common within the bounds of the ſaid town, nor 
had the men or tenants of the town any land within the bounds of the foreſt, to intitle 
them to challenge any common there: Whereupon the men defired the common 
to be arrented, and accordingly granted the king 5s. per annum, for licence of com- 
moning at all times within the foreſt with all manner of cattel as they were wont, and 
ſo it was determined. 

The archbiſhops fee the two prebendaries of Orton, who divide the tythes here, and 
in many other places beſides, where they have ſhares, as at Calverton, Blidworth, Wood- 
borough, Crophill, Sc. ſtill continue their intereſt in, and ſtill have as they ever had, 
the uſual priviledges allowed, as in Southwell may be diſcerned. 

e. Roger de Buſlies was held by Robert de Somerville, of the lord Lovetot of 
Wirkſop. Robert de Sumerville and his fon, (who was Robert alſo) 22 H. 2. / 
gave account to the ſheriff of x marks of the amercements of the foreſt. There was 
an agreement between the abbot and covent of Wellebek, and Robert de Sumer ville of 
Orton, and Hugh de Capella, and Walter de Streitley, who had the heirs of the ſaid 
Robert to their wives, that the abbat and covent ſhould have common in the fields of 
Triberhagh, and Holebek ; and further, for ſo many cattel as belonged to the fee of 
Toverſhagh, and that the men of Triberhagh and Holebek ſhould likewiſe have common in 
the fields of Iverſhagh, (an ancient hamlet it ſeems within the territory of Orton,) and 
concerning ſome highways and the like.

Luterell, Robert de Stokes, William de Stokes, Ro- 
bert Liſieu., William Baſſett, Galfr. P de Leke, Richard his brother, 
Henry de Rolleſton, Tho. Sampſon, Tho. de rington, Hugh de Rodmerthwait, 
Mr. Robert: de Sumervill, Godfrey le Aungevin, Richard his brother, Hugh de 
Oſmundthorp, Galfr. de Sumerville, Thomas de Sumerville, the Wapentach of 
Thurgerton being then at Iveriſchagh. ;

Hugo de Capella had four daughters and heirs, as in Carcolſton is noted; Cecilia 
wife of Walter de Cuily, Laderina of William Teſſerand, Elizabeth, and Amicia 
who was married to Sewall le Foun, as in Strelley is ſaid, by whom ſhe had a daughter 
Lucia, the wife of Sampſon de Strelley, ſecond ſon of the late named Robert. 

This Sampſon by his ſecond wife Philippa had Stephen and John, who died with- 
out iſſue, k. and Robert Strelley, whoſe daughters and heirs were Alice wife of Tho- 
mas Baſily of Radeclive on Trent, and Cecily of William Eland of Algerthorp, near 
Baſeford-; by his firſt wife the ſaid Lucia he had Richard de Strelley of Woodborough, 
whoſe grandchild Elena together with her huſband Ivo Ieke, by a fine 3 H 5. l. paſ- 
ſed the fourth part of the manor of Orton; and two meſſ. and twelve bovats of land, 
ſix acres of meadow, and 2s. 6d. rent in Orton, to William Babington and his heirs. 

The principal family of Strelley continued to be lords here, till the diviſion made 
by the co-heirs of John Strelley, eſquire, which is noted in Strelley, when as this 
manor became Thomas Aiſcoughs. 

Sir Nicholas Strelley, knight, 33 H. 8. m. claimed it againſt Francis Aiſcough, 
eſquire.

6s: 8d 
by his deed dated 10 July, 8 Eliz. paſſed to Thomas Sherbroke, o. the moyety of 
one manor, and of one meſſ. &c. in Orton; which Agnes, widow of Robert Rolleſ- 
ton of Orton, held for life, and was ſometime fir Nicholas Strelleys, and of late parcel 
of the inheritance of Thomas Rolleſton, deceaſed, father of the ſaid Lancelot, a- 
mongſt which was a parcel called Culy park. And George Purefrey of Drayton in the 
county of Leiceſter, 14 Eliz. p. fold to Thomas Sherbrooke, the fourth part of the 
manor of Cula, Oc. in Orton and Calverton.

whoſe reputed ſon Thomas Leeke, for 880l. ſold, and by his deed bearing date 30 Ju- 
ly, 9 Jac. z. conveyed his moyety of the three granges, farms, meſſ. &c. viz.

This Robeit Shirbrook of Orton, had to wife Mary, daughter of John Savile of Orton, 
by whom he had Thomas, his only ſon and heir, b. who together with his ſaid father, 
29 Juiy, 12 Car: 1: purchaſed a farm in Orton, for 1671. of John Cam of Cykering, & 
Mat. and James his ſons. This Thomas Shirbrook married Elizabeth, the daughter of 
Thomas Jopſon, of Cudworth in Yorkſhire, eſquire, by whom he had many children, 
and died 1653.

TN Gunnelveſtone and Miletune, before the conqueſt, Ulſi had a manor, which paid 

the tax for two car. and two bov. and two thirds. The land was for three plows (or 
three car.) There afterwards William Peverel, (whoſe fee it was) had in demenſe one 
car. and two ſochm. on three bov. of chis land, ſeven vill. two bordars, two cenſors, 
having three car. two mills, 40s. ten acres of meadow, paſture wood five qu. long, 
three qu broad. 5. In the Confeſſours time this was valued at 41. when the Conque- 
rours ſurvey was made at 60s. 

Of the tayn-land likewiſe ſoc to Vymarſpole, which Aldene, (progenitor of the family 
of Crumwell) held, Eruvin the prieſt, with four ſochm, had five bovats for the geld: 
The land twelve bovats. 

Here was ſoc in Ernebale; there four ſoch. had one car. and five acres of meadow, and 
ſixteen acres of ſmall wood, | | 

Raph de Limeſi (lord of Eperſton) had in Gunnulvuſtune five bov. and one third for

-Aihere a knight of William Peverels, in the time of H. 1: at the foundation of 
Lenton priory, gave to it (as other of William Peverels great men or tenants did,) two 
parts of the tythes of his demenſe here. He was ſhortly after in the time of H. 1. alſo 
ſucceeded by two, who were ſiſters and co-heirs, (I ſuppoſe his daughters,) d. viz, Em-

Normandy, a | 

The eldeſt ſon of this Ivo and Emme appears to be William de Heriz, mentioned 
in Widmerpole, who married Adelina, the daughter and heir of Robert de Whation, 
as already is noted in Matton allo. Againſt this William, Raph de Crumwell, de- 
ſcended of the fore-named Aldene, commenced ſuit before 24 H: 2: g: which con- 
tinued between the families till the time of H 3. as in Widmeypole may be obſerved. 

The ſheriff, 25 H: 2: kh: accounted for 78s. 4d. for the farm of the land of Willi- 
am Heriz that year, (which it ſeems was in the kings hand.) Robert de Heriz 26 
H. 2. i. gave account of 100], for having the land of William his brother; And 
Aelina who had been the wife of William de Heriz, owed an hundred marks, that 
ſhe ſhould not be compelled to marry, but to whom ſhe pleaſed. 

Ivo de Heriz ſon of this Robert, had an aſſize 1 Joh. 4. concerning the laſt pre- 
ſentation to the church of Gunnolveſton, between him and the arch-biſhop, and canons 
of Roan, to whom king John, when he was earl Moreton, had given it, among(t 
many other churches in this county, which they kept not long, for in 7 R. 1. l. and 
Joh. it appears that the ſaid Ivo had ſeſin of the advowlon of this. 

Raph lon of (or Fitz) Simon, and Mabilia his wife, 10 H. 3. . releaſed to John 
de Heriz the third part of the manors of Minegſeud, Tibeſcelf, Gonoldeſton, and Wide- 
marepol, which the ſaid Raph claimed as the reaſonable dower of his ſaid wife Ma. 
billa, out of the freehold which was Ivo de Heriz, her former huſband's. 

n. Ivo de Heriz gave and granted to Philip, fon of Odo, for his homage and ſer- 
vice, two bovats of land in Gonalſton, which Durand held, reſerving 8s. per annum. 
which land the ſaid Philip gave to the priory of Thrurgarto: ; and John de Heriz, ſon 
of Ivo confirmed it. Which John inthe year 1235, made an agreement with that 
prior and covent, that they ſhould have fifty cattle to have common of paſture in the 
woods of Gonalſton, and Thurgarton; and he the ſaid fir John Heriz, knight, & his heirs, 
fourſcore ; and the ſaid priory ſhould have fifty ſwine, or in a fertile year of acrons, 
in Thurg. wood, lixty, without paunage, and fir John and his heirs, as many as they 
pleaſed without paunage, and if the priory ſhould eſſart (that is ſtock up and incloſe) 
their wood, it ſhould be law ful for him to incloſe Gonalſton wood, and the priory ſhould 
want their common. 0.

J. The church of Thurgarton was valued in the year 1328, at twenty marks per an- 
num. There were then alſo nine carucats of land, each worth 408. per annum, with 
the helps of the natives or villains. Two wind-mills with Barail mill, and Snelling five 
marks. The perquiſites of the court 40s. The wood for fuel, and other profits, 
twenty marks per annum. The garden 40s. per annum: the ſum 521. The rents 
of aſſize of the freeholders were 57s. 10d. ob The natives or villains (which were 
ſuch as we now call huſbandmen) paid each a cock and an hen, beſides their rent in 
money, for a toft and one bovat of land, which was the ordinary and common pro- 
portion of their farms, for which they paid 4 or 5s. a piece more or leſs; of theſe 
there were then in Thurgarton about eighteen, and the ſum of their rents was 
41. 11s. 2d. ob. The cottagers were in number about forty-five, and each had a 
toft, and ſome a croft, and two, three, or four ſelions of land. Their rents, be- 
ſides cocks and hens, were uſually 2 or 3s. a piece, more or leſs: the ſum of thele 
rents then was 1198. 3d. ob. Horſepoll, whereof the family of Kirioll were lords, 
and John Kirioll then remained a treeholder in it, and paid an half penny at Chriſt- 
mas, which made up the rents of the reſt of the freeholders and natives there 49s. 
od. ob. The ſum of all the rents of affize of Thurgarton and g ae was then 
15]. 178. 5d. The ſum of cocks and hens in number fix ſcore and four 15s. 64.— 
Theſe were paid the ſecond day in Chriſtmas : and that day every one both cottagers 
and natives, who gave hens and cocks, did eat in the hall, and thoſe who did not 
had a white loaf, a flaggon of ale 175 beer) with one diſh (or meſs) from the kitchin. 
Every native and cottager gave gd. in reaping time, except one Will. Spendelove, 
and Douce Doffaire, which joyned at gd. and worked together in harveſt for one 
toft, whereof each held half: the ſum of all this reaping money was 15s. Every na- 
tive (or huſbandman) gave ob. ſor cleanſing the damm or pool of Bara:! milne at 
Pentecoſt, which made in all gd. The Reve (Greve or Provoſt) for the time be- 
ing paid neither for reaping, nor cleanſing the mill damm, nor cock nor hen. Ed- 
mund Freman, and Reginald his ſon (freeholders) owed to the lord of the manor 
for their whole tenemeſſt three [arruras] plowing-daies, with one plow, which were 
then worth by the year 12d. one in Winter, another in Lent, and the third in Sum- 
mer; likewiſe ſor the ſaid tenements three workings in Autumn for three daies, 
viz. the firſt day with one man, the ſecond with two men, and the third wich five 
workmen, and one of themſelves in perſon; they were every day to have ror re-

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TeQion : theſe works in harveſt were valued at 129, oh. Which made the ſum 28. id. 
ob. All the ſaid natives (or huſbandmen) were to plow with their plows three times 
at the ſeaſons beforelaid, every tative with one plow one Cay in each ſeaſon, or two, 
two daies with one whole plow, if they held only one boyat of land. They were 
likewiſe to harrow as olt as need was, and every plow was to have four loaves called 
boneloves the ſaid three {zaſons ; and the firlt day of plowing in winter, and likewitc 
in lent, they were to have their diet at the coſt of the houſe, but when they harrowed 
they were to have their refettion or diet as before, and every harrower was to have 
a brown loaf biſſum] and two herrings in the day. Likewiſe all the ſaid natives 
and cottagers were to reap from the beginning of harveſt to the end every other day, 
VIZ. every native with two men, and cottager with one, except that in the firſt day 
of Autumn (or harveſt) and the Jaſt, all the natives (or huſbandmen) reaped only 
with one man. And the firſt day in which they reaped, every two were to have one 
brown loaf, and two toilleQs ; the ſecond day two brown loaves, and one toillette ; 
and afterwards every day on which they reaped, every two men to have three brown 
loaves. Likewiſe in (or on) the day of the great Bidripe, which was called the Pri- 
our Bon, every native was to find three workmen, and cottager one: but Richard, 
{on of William de Horſpoll, that day was to find five workmen, and one free ſer— 
vant. And it is to be known, that no man might work or carry on that Gay in the 
territory of Thurgarten but John Kiriell only. Likewiſe every native aforeſaid was 
to carry every other day through the whole harveſt, every native with one cart, viz. 
thoſe daies in (or on) which they did not reap ; and likewiſe hay in hay-time, and 
every day were to have their refettion. Likewiſe every of the ſaid natives were to 
make carriage from the foreign granges thrice in the year, each with one horle, and 
every time they were to have each a imall Miche (or white loaf.) And we mult know 
that the work of every of the ſaid natives was worth 13s. 4d. per annum, and of a 
cottager 20d. the ſum of the works was 1gl. 10s. All the reapers in harveſt, which 
were called Hallewimen, with other workers in. harveſt, were to eat in the hall one 
day in Chriſtmas, or afterwards at the diſcretion of the Celerer. Likewile every ſhe- 
native (or villain) as oft (or whenloever) ſhe took an huſband, or committed for- 
nication, was to give a Marchet for the redemption of her blood 58. 4d. and if ſhe 
was the daughter of a cottager, ſhe gave only half the ſaid Marchet. Likewiſe eve- 
ry native paid for paunage, when it was in the park, for every ſwine gd. The in- 
tire ſum of the whole value of the manor of Thurgarton, with the church and all pro- 
ſits, except Marchetts and paunage when they ſhould happen, was then, viz. 1328, 
fourſcore and five pounds, and nine pence half penny.

Cecilia was daughter and heir of John Toll of London: s. ſhe had three ſons, Tho- 
mas Cooper, eſquire, who married Elianor, one of the daughters of fir Michael

L ORD SH is in the poſſeſſion chiefly, of John Gilbert Cooper, eſq; of South- 
well, (leaſe land from Trinity College, Cambridge.) 

The village conſiſts of about o dwellings. A good houſe ſtands upon what is call- 
ed college-hall-land. But that which I have given a view of, with the tower of the 
old church, (built by Mr. Cooper, who pulled down the old priory) ſtands on the ſite 
of the old priory ; in the cellars of which, only, ſome of this religious ſanctwary re- 
mains. Mr. Raſtall feels much for the demolition of ſome part ol this monaſtery in 
particular, which was a kitchen vaſt and magnificent almoſt beyond parallel or com- 
pariſon; An antiquary, he obſerves, muſt be allowed to lament the falſe taſte which 
dictated the deſtruttion of ſo noble a monument of ancient grandeur, 

The church, which is dedicated to St. Peter, adjoins the dwelling, it conſiſts of 
one dark aiſle, the reſt is totally deſtroyed. One of the grand entrances, which was 
ſpacious, and noble, ſupported by light fluted pillars, is now partly converted into a 
window. Under the ſcats of three wooden ſtalls, are figures; one reſembles the out- 
lines of that plate page 30 fig 8. On the north fide of the chancel is a ſtone on the 
floor which remembers Cicil Cooper, elq; whodied the gth. of Dec. the date cover- 
ed. A neat monument over it ſays © In a vault beneath this ſtone are depoſited 
the remains of Suſanna Gilbert Cooper, wile of John Gilbert Cooper, eſq. and el- 
delt daughter of Nathan Wright, eſq; recorder of Leiceſter, the youngeſt and laſt 
ſurviving ſon of fir Nathan Wright, late keeper of the great ſeals of England, in 
the reigns of William III. and queen Ann, who departed, this life Nov. 10, 1751, 
in the 27th. year of her age.” John, her huſh:nd, is remembered on the other 
portion of the tablet. He died April 12th, 1769, in the 45th. year of his age. a. 

An old ſtone lics in the centre of the chancel which had once twenty-four braſs 
ſhields, now gone, it has no inſcription. A curious niche, over the altar table, wa 
made for a figure, which is now partly deſtroyed. 

This perpetual curacy is in the hands of the Revd. Mr. Skeymour, reſident. Pa- 
tron, Trinity College or their Leſſee, 20l. certified value. 

The Auſtin priory, mentioned above by Thoroton, was valued at 231. per annum. 
It was founded in 1130. Fiſkerton, adjoining, had a priory of black canons from

This ſheet of water 
paſſes juſt under the houſe, and is fed by a ſpring whoſe ſource is under a wood of 
Lord How's, called Brook-wood-hill, 2 miles off. The ſuperfluous ſtream, in paſ-

The jury, 20 E. 2. f. found that Walter de Gouſhull, and Matilda his wife, who 
30 E. 1. i. levyed a fine at York, to Lambert de Trickingham, then held in Hover- 
ingham, Flintham, Kneveton, and Radcliſ on Trent, in this county; and the manor 
aß Barleburgh, with its members, viz. in Creſſewell, Whitewel!, and Columbes, and 
Kinwalmerſt, Barleburgh, Woodhous, and Rouley, &'c. in Darbyſkire; and that Tho- 
mas de Goulhill, fon and heir of the ſaid Walter, was then above thirty years of age. 
The father of this Walter was certainly John de Gouſehull (though in ſome plead- 
ing or other I have ſeen it Walter alſo) for Adam de Gouſehull, 4 E. g. 4. claiming 
free-warren in Haver/eche, in Darby/kire, makes Tho. de Gouſehull, ſon of Walt.

thorp) and others, demanding by what right they exaded common in his land of Ho- 
veringham, ſeeing he had none in theirs, and they did no ſervice to him for it. 

The jury, 15 E.2. m. found that Stainuath was in Hoveringham, and not in Gun- 
thorp ; and that William Baron, and others had forceably paltured the ſeparate graſs 
of Walter de Gouſhull, with their. cattel, to his damage 1008s.

Anthony Wingfeld, eſquire, 5 H.8.r ſuffered a recovery of the manor of Barle- 
burgh, with the appurtenances in Darby/hire : And at the ſame time Humfrey Wyng- 
ſeld, eſquire, Francis Hall, and others claimed againſt him the moyeties of the ma- 
nors of Hoveringham, and Flintham, as in that place is ſaid; s. which Arthur Hall 
is ſuppoſed, long after to ſell to Trinity Colledge in Cambridge, to which it now

There was a fine levied at York, 10 and 11 E. 3. t. between Thomas de Hotot 
(mentioned in Radcliff) quer. and William de Hotot, deforcient, of the manor of 
Hoveringham, with the appurtenances, two meſſ. two tofts, ſix bovats, and one acre 
of land, with the appurtenances in Radcliſf, on Trent, and Kneveton, whereby the 
premiſes were ſettled on Thomas de Hotot for life, remainder on Walter, ſon of the 
ſaid William de Hotot, and on Alianor his wife, and the heirs of their bodies, remain- 
der to the right beirs of William. u.

There was a chapel dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin Mother, founded within the 
court of the canons of Thurgarton, upon Trent, c. at Fiſkerion, to which many per- 
ſons gave lands; as Robert de Birſtall, who gave fix ſelions on the eaſt part of the 
like of Morton in Wra, of his demeſne, and 3 others upon IJrnore, in pure alms, for 
the ſouls of William, his father, and Agnes, his mother, his own and his wives, 
and all his parents departed. 

Walter, ſon of Pagan de Aflacton, remiſed and quit-claimed all the right he had

d. Olbert de Haneworth, calied alſo de Morton, was a benefattor to the ſaid 
chapel, who had a daughter married to Gaufr. de Dereſburgh, ſometimes called Ju- 
lian, and ſometimes Golderon, by whom ſhe the ſaid Julian or Golderon had like- 
wiſe a daughter called Cecilia, married to Robert, ſon of Savain de Kelum. She had 
half a bovat in Morton, in frank-marriage, which in her widow-hood ſhe gave to the 
ſaid priory, excepting the third part of her toft, and ſeven rodes of land and meadony, 
which ſhe gave to Olbert the milner, with Alice her daughter. Hugh ſon of Galfr.

Robert, fon of Raph de Fiſkerton, by the conſent of Robert his ſon, for the health 
of his own foul, and the foul of Agnes his wife, gave to the faid chapel a ſclion, 
which in times palt Blacman, and Wolſi of Mortun, gave to the {aid canons for their 
brotherhood, and exchanged another, for which the canons gave him and his fon 128.

e. Ir the year 1328. the tythes of the demeſne, and natives of Fſerton, were 
valued at 100s. per annum. There were three earucats of land, each valued at 
26s.

The natives (or huſbandmen) and cottages here did more work than 
thoſe of Zhurgarton, and had leſs meat, except at plowing and barrowing, /. and at 
boondays only in harveſt, which were once in a week, during that time, with two men 
for every huſband (or farm) houſe, beſides ſour other working days, in which there 
was no reſection allowed: when they had, viz. at the ſaid boons, every two had three 
boon-loaves with cumpanage. On Saturdays they carried, and did no other work.—

ger 1od. They were to cariy to, or from the forraign granges at the will of the lord. 
and the women paid Marchetts, as in Thurgarton., Ihe value of the works was 61. 19s. 
gd. The rents of aſſize to the priory in Morton, were but gs. 7d. 

g. Roger de Ayncurt is certified to have held a knights in Morton, of Oliver de 
Ayncurt, of the old feoffment, (but 'tis Morton in Darby/hrre.) 

The family of Creſſover, were owners and reſident here. I here was an agreement 
between Henry de la Creſſover, and Richard, the prior of Thurgarion, h. that the

Robert de Burſtall, knight, gave to William, fon of William, of (Car) Coleſton, 
with Ales his daughter, 6s. 6d. rent in the town of Gouerton, a. to be received of 
John, fon of Hugh de Gouerton, and his heirs, the ſum of 4. and of John, ſon of 
Albert, 2s. 6d. which the ſaid William, and Ales after him, gave to the priory of 
Thurgarton, and the ſaid fir Robert de Burſtall confirmed. And alſo gave one bo- 
vat of arable, with meadow in the fields, and meadows of Gouerton, and Bets and 
all his meadow in Smething, and a toft in Ble/eby, and another bovat in the ſaid fields 
and meadows, and confirmed ſeveral lands given to maintain the fabrick of the church 
of Thurgarton : as for example, one wong, with the head-land upon Brerum, lying 
between land of the chaplain of Bleſeby, on the weſt, and the land of Henry, ſon of 
Robert de Gipeſmere, on the eaſt, which Thomas, ſon of Alan de Gouerton, ſold 
to William de Blitheworth, for five marks, who gave it for the ſoul of Robert de Ox- 
on, canon of Southwell, all or moſt of which John, ſon of the ſaid fir Robert de Bur- 
ſtall, alſo confirmed, There were many other parcels in this territory given to the 
ſaid fabrick. Dru, ſon of John, ſon of Richard de Gipeſmere, gave five ſelions,

It has been conjectured that here was 
a religious {oundation, belonging to Thurgarton Monaſtery, and that the eſtabliſhment 
was for ſemales. 

The manſion houſe, in its original ſtate, which ſtood upon the prebendal eſtate, was 
large and gloomy, and ſtood near the chapel. In making ſome alterations in this build- 
ing (for now it is very unlike what it has been) in toking up the kitchen floor, ſome 
time firice, was found a large ſtone about the ſize of a mill ſtone, under which was a 
large key; and which had the appearance of being laid there by deſign.

HIS place, with the hamlets and members of it, which make up that which is now 
called the Sole. before the conqueſt was a diſtinct hundred, lying between the two 
| hundreds of T orgarton and Lyde, with which it is now joined, and was ſometimes 
called Southwell hundred (as out of doomſday book in Farnesfeld, is maniſeſt) and ſome- 
times (as I ſuppoſe) Cherlington Hundred, corrupted at length into Chadlington Hundred, 
for ſo it is called in the patent, 5 E. 6. ö. which gave licence to John earl of Warwick 
to alienate it, and this moſt ancient and noble manor to John Beaumont, then maſter 
of the rolls, and his heirs. | 
The church is ſaid by fir Edward Cooke to be ſounded or built by Paulinus the firſt 
arch-biſhop of York, who baptized king Edwin on Eaſter day, in the year of our Lord 
627, c. which may likely enough be true; but certain it is, that in the vear 945, d. 
king Eadwy granted to his beloved biſhop Oſcytel (who was alſo arch-biſhop ct York) 
part of his land, at Sudwellan twenty farms for an heritage, with all their appurtenances ; 
yet king Edgar, brother and ſucceſsour of Eadwy, in the certificate into the court of 
augmentation, is ſaid to be the ancient founder e. However the Conquerours great 
ſurvey reciting the land of the arch-biſhop of York in Snottinghamſcire in Torgarton Mapen- 
tac ſhows, f. that in Sudwelle, with its Berues, then numbered twelve, were twenty two 
car. and an half, for the tax or geld. The land twenty four car. There arch-bithop

The knights had ſeven car. in demeſne, thirty 
five vill. twenty eight (or twenty three) bordars, having twenty one car. and one 
mill of 8s. (or as Mr. Dugdale's copy 3s.) The clarks had one car, and an half in 
demeſne, ſeven vill. five bord. having three car. The Engliſh-men had four (or 
three) car. in demeſne. twenty vill. fix bord. having fix car. and and half. To 
Sudwelle belonged one hundred and fourſcore and eight acres of meadow, paſture 
wood eight leuc. long, two quarentens and an half broad (the half is wanting in the 
Monaſticon Angl. vol. g part 2 page 10.) Arable land hve leuc. long, three broad. 
In the time of king Edward the Confeſſour it was valued at 40l. and when the book 
of doomſday was made at 4ol. and 15s. | 

St. Mary of Sudwelle had a manor in Creppehille, which had a Berue in Hegelinge, 
which the canons then had; and another manor in Nortwelle ; but how many pre- 
bendaries there were at this time, or whether they held their prebends diétinct, or 
in common, is not eaſie poſitively to determine; yet ſeeing that in Woodborough it is 
recorded that a clark (whom I take for the prebendary of that place) held under the 
arch-biſhop lands which anſwered the Dane-geld for one bovat, H. tis moſt proba- 
ble that every one enjoyed his own apart. Now becauſe in the. white-book of South- 
well (ſtill remaining with the chapter) there is nothing of the foundation of the pre— 
bends of Woodborough, Normanton, the three of Norwell, the two of Orton, that of 
North Muſkam, that of South Muſkam, nor of the Sacriſta, called Sakerſon, and Se— 
giſton, and now Sexton : it may reaſonably be gueſſed, theſe, or the moſt of them, 
were in being then or near that time, viz. the latter end of the reign of king Willi— 
am the fürſt. 

Moſt of the reſt, as by that book appeareth, were not long after; for king Henry 
the hrſt, fon of the ſaid king William, gave to Thurſtan arch-biſhop of York, the 
church of Dunham, that he might make it a prebend in the church of Southwcll, i. 
and likewiſe confirmed the gift which that arch-biſhop made of the churches of his 
mano1s of North- Leverton and Bekingham, to make another prebend in that church. 

k. King Henry the ſecond confirmed to his clark Roger, the brother of Martin 
de Capelle, the prebend which Roger arch-biſhop of York had made of the land of 
Halton, which William the ſteward of the aforeſaid Thurſtan held, in the time of the 
laid king Henry the firſt, and afterwards gave to the church of Southwell. | 

J. Roger arch-biſhop of York certified king Henry the ſecond, that his predeceſ- 
{ours did enfeufte more knights than they ought to the king, not for the neceſſity of 
the ſervice which they did owe, but becauſe they were willing to provide for their 
kinſnen and fervants 

m. Pavia, the daughter of Nigellus de Ramtun, by the conſent of Robert Malo 


vell her lon, not long after gave the church of Ramton, with the appurtenances, to 
make another prebend this church of Southwell.

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a. King Henry the firſt being at Nottingham granted to arch biſhop Thomas, all 
his poſſeſſions and cuſtoms over all his lands in Nottinghamſyre, and eſpecially over 
thoſe which belong to the church of St. Mary of Suell, as he held them better in the 
time of his brother [William Rufus; ] and if any claimed upon the men which 
remained on thoſe lands, they ſhould do ſuch right as the canons of St. Peter [of 
Yorke] and in ſuch place; and if upon this any ſhould do any injury, he ſhould make 
the amends to the King himſelf. | 

5. The priviledges of the church of York in this kings charter of confirmation, 
are more particularly mentioned, which are alſo almoſt word for word rehearſed in an 
inſtrument of the chapter of York, declaring the freedoms and cuſtoms of that church, 
granted by King Athelſtan, carefully obſerved by his ſucceſſours, and confirmed by 
Apoſtolical authority, to be very much infringed by the ſheriff of Yorke/hrre, in the 
year of our Lord 1106, c. upon which biſhop Gerard made complaint to the king, 
who thereupon ſent Robert biſhop of Lincolne, Raph Baſlet, Geffrey Ridel, Ranulf 
le Meſchines, and Peter de Valoniis to Yorke, that they might enquire what were the 
ſaid cuſtoms of the church of St. Peter, who to that end called to them the moſt 
prudent Engliſh-men of that county, whom they cauled to ſwear by the faith they 
ought to the king, to tell the trifth, viz. Vitreth, the ſon of Alwin, Gamel, the ſon 
of Swarterol, Gamel, the ſon of Grim, Norman the prieſt, William, the ſon of Ulf, 
Frenger the prieſt, Vitreth, the ſon of Turkill, Norman the ſon of Baling, Thurltin, 
ſon of Turmot, Gamel, ſon of Ormi, Morcar, ſon of Ligulf, and Ulvet, the ſon of 
Forno, by right of inheritance the Lagaman of the city (which may rather be inter- 
preted lawyer or judge poſſibly, as recorder is now, than lawful man, or free man) 
who then alſo was Prefect, and thus diſcourſed before them, Auſketinus de Bolomer 
the Præpoſitus of the Northriding, being his interpreter, that they all remembered 
and teſtified, that all the land belonging to the prebends of the church of St. Peter, 
was ſo quiet and free, that neither the kings officer, nor any other could have law, 
nor take a diſtreſs there till the canon of that prebend was firſt required: and if he 
refuſed, the dean ſhould ſet a day, and do right at the church door. And if any 
perſon whatſoever ſhall take and detain any man, though guilty and convict of any 
crime or wickedneſs whatever, from within the porch, he ſhall alwaies be judged to 
make amends by ſix hundreths ; if from within the church, by twelve; if from within 
the quire, by eighteen, every hundreth containing fix pounds | the kings charter ſaith 
eight pounds] and for every the ſaid faults, or any, ſhall be injoyned penance as for 
facriledge. But if any ſhould be ſo mad, and inſtigated by the devil, as to preſume 
to take one from the fons-chair by the altar, which the Engliſh call Frithſtol, that 
is, the chair of quiet and peace, for ſo wicked a ſacriledge no judgement nor ſum of 
money can acquit him, but is by the Engliſh called Boteleſſe, 1.e. without emenda- 
tion. Theſe amends, emendations (or americaments) belong not to the arch-biſhop 
but to the canons, &c.. Thus it goes on reciting many other like priviledges, be- 
ſides thoſe of Soc, Sac, Toll, Them, Infangthef, Intol, Utol, &c. as in the ſaid 
kings charter alſo may be ſeen ; moſt (or all) of which the church of Southwell had 
and uſed as occaſion required, and had them in other names (as the uſe of words and 
things changed with the times) allowed and confirmed, and others granted by ſuc- . 
ceeding kings. 
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d. King Stephen, by his precept dated at York, directed to William Peverell of 
Nott. and the ſherift and his miniſters, commanded that the canons of St. Mary of 
Suwell ſhould have the wc ods of their pretends in their own hands and cuſtody, and 
thence take what they ſhould need, as in king Henry's time; and that his foreſters be 
forbidden to take or ſel] any thing there. e. King Henry the ſecond, king Richard, 
king John, king Henry the third, all of them, and indeed thoſe kings who came after 
them, made the ſeveral arch biſhops in their reſpective times, ard this chapter, very 
ſecure of their liberties within the foreſt of Shirwood. | 

The juſtices in Eyr were to hearand determine all pleas touching the chapter, canons, 
their tenauts and ſervants at the ſcuth door of the church, except pleas of the crown, 
which they were to hear and determine at the houſe of any of the canons out of the 
ſanctuary, which was preſen ed by the Wapentac of Thurgarton and Lyth, and claimed 
by tee chapter, among other priviledges allowed in Eyre, before William Herle and 
his fellow juſtices, the third year of king Edward: the third, /. at which time, beſides 
the chapters view of ſrank-pledge of all their tenants in Southwell, Northwell, South Musk- 
ham, North Muskham, Calneton, Orton, Calverton, WWodeborough, Crophill, Blitheworth, Halglton, 
Behingham, Dunham, Halam, Edingley, and Normanton, and their court-leet held twice every 
year at Sort/xvell, for their tenants reſiding in Southwell, Halum, and Newton, and like- 
wiſe that held in like minrer for Edingley. 

Robert Wo dhunſe, piebendary of Nerwel claimed and had the I:ke view of all his 
tenants in Norwell, Voodkouſe, Willcughby, and Midelthorp, kept twice in a year at Norwell, 
ard wayf in the ſaid towns, And Robert de Notingham, prebendary of Orton and 
Crophill, the like of his in Orton, Blitheworth, Calverton, Woodborough, and Crophill, and 
Hickling, and wayf alſo. Lambert de Trikinghem, prebendary ot Halton, the like of 
is there. Henry de Edeneſtow, prebendary of Orton and Crophill, as be ore. Robert 
de Bridelington, pretendary of Woodburgh, the like of his in Woodturgh and Edingley.— 
VWilam de Barneby, prebendary of Bekingham, the like of his in Southwell and Edingley, 
eld twice a year at Southwell, and cf thoſe in Bekingham held twice a year there. WI“ 
ham de Newark, prebendary of North Muskam, the like of his in Nerth Muskham, Calreton, 
South Musham, North Carleton, Normanton by Southkwell, held twice a year at North Musham, 
and wayf as the reſt. 'Thomas de St. Albano, prebendary of Dunham, the like of his 
tenants in Dunham, Derleton, Wymton, Ragenhull, held twice a year at Dunham, John de 
Sandale, prebendaty of Normanton, the like of his in Soutkwell and Normanton, kept like- 
viſe tw.ce a yezr at Southwall., The courts of the prebendaries were all ſubject to that 
of the chapter, and cauſes upon error, or other lawful reaſon, might be removed 
ihither, and there determined. | 

The lands and tenements of this church either belonged to the prebendaries reſident, 
called the commons of the church, or to the ſeveral prebends, or to the fabrick called 
our ladies works, or to the vicars chorall, or to the chantry prieſts. 

The refidentiaries commons, it ſeems, were but ſhort, and therefore for their 
augmentation Walter arch-biſhop of York, about the fifth year of king Henry the third, 
conferr'd the church of Rolleſton upon them, which he obtained of the prior and covent 
of Thurgarton, who had it of Henry, the ſon of Thomas de Rolleſton, knight, and of 
Jollanus de Novavilla, which ſaid Henry confirmed it alſo to the chapter ; and Dons 
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dict. the ſon of Thomas de Rolleſton, knight, for the ſum of twenty marks ſteiling. 
Aid likewiſe confirm what his predeceſſour fir Henry had done. But the proviſion of 
the reſidentizries was very ſlender ſtill, and therefore John arch-b.ſhop of York in the 
year 1291, did by the good will and ſabmiffion of Mr. John Clareil, fir William de 
Rotherfeud, and fir Richard de Bamſeud, canons of Southwell, decree znd ordain, 
that the por:ioas of corn and hay in the pariſh of Upton by Southwell, which theretoſcre 
belonged to their prebends, ſhould for the future be ſor the commons, or common uſes 
of the che p er and cancns reſident, the chapters cf York and Southwell conſenting, and 
king Edward the firft confirming the ſame, 

h. The fabrick had divers parcels of land in Southwell and Normanton, and Henry de 
Southwell gave a rent of ſorty ſhillings a year due to him from Robert Wulrington, 
for lands which he held of him in Stretton in the Clay. Sir Walter Mallett of Weloby, 
knight, gave ſeven atres on the welt fide of his wood Thirneclive, ſour and twenty ſoot 
to the perch. Robert, the ſon of Beatrix de Bella aqua, gave three bovats of land in 
Normanton, Thomas de Radclive, red&or of Flin/ham, gave one oxgang in Flintham ; 
and ſeveral leſs parcels weite given in other places by many other pto::s perſons, too 
many in number, and too ſmall in quantity, to be here recited. 

The vicars chorall had likewiſe lands of good value in Southwell, Edingley, Tarnes. 
feild, Muskam, and other places near by, many oſwhich were conveyed to the chapter 
the 16 R. 2. i. by Richard de Cheſterfeild, and William Gunthorp, cler. beſides 
Rawmer/h in Yorkſhire, and the priory Alien of Weſt Ravendale in Lincolneſhire, which 
was given to this church by king Henry the ſixth, in the ſeventeenth year of his reign, 
for the ſum of three hundred marks, which he received of John arch-biſhop of York, 
and to relieve the poverty of this church, which was at that time fo great, that of about 
ſixty perſons, canons, - vicars, chaplains, chantry.prieſts, deacons, ſub-deacons, 
choriſters, and other miniſters which belonged to it, there was ſcarce ſubſiſtence for 
forty. This pr.ory the id king did uphold to be of the value of fourteen pounds per 
annum above all repriſals, and if it ſhould be recovered from this church, cr be defect- 
ive in that ſum, he promiſed lands of that value ſome where el'e ; and likewiſe granted 
the ſaid arch-biſhop or chapter, or their ſucceſſouts, licence to purchaſe twenty pounds 
a year more, notwithſtanding the ſtatute of mortmain. 'Theſe vicars had likewiſe in 
county the rectory of Knefale, to which that of Boughton was united, and the union 
confirmed by the chapter of York in the year 1403, beſides the ſums of 4]. per annum 
from the reſpective prebendaries, and the colledge for their habitation at the eaſt ſide 
of the church yard, upon part wherecf, about the year'1379, at the charge of 
Richard de Cheſterſeild, canon of this church, it was builded; k. the remaining part 
of the ſaid church yard being large enough ſor proceſſions, and burials, and other things 
there to be done ; and the houſe anciently built for their dwelling teing old and ruin- 
ous, and ſcituate far from the church, and the way between dirty and deep, that they 
could not ſo commodiouſly attend divine ſervice, but dwelt ſcattered abroad in the town 
before the ſaid building of it. John, arch-biſhop of Yorke appropriated the reQory of 
Barneby near Newark, for the more plentiful ſuſtentation of the choriſters. Tbe church. 
of St. Elen of Wheatley was given by Geoffrey arch-biſhop of York to find lights, and 
confirmed by Walter Thaney arch deacon of Nott. and alſo by Pope Innocent. 

In this church were many chanties founded, and thoſe prieſts had alſo ſome lands in 
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common, and an houſe at the north welt {ide of the church yard for their refidence, 
which 1s now in leaſe to Mr. Robert Butler, and his dwelling-houſe. 

J. Three of theſe were founded by Mr. Robert Lexington, canon of this church, 
the two firſt at the altar of St. Thomas the martyr, for the health of his own ſoul and 
his anceſtors, and for the ſouls of king John, of Brian de Inſula, of his father, mo- 
ther, brothers, ſiſters, parents, friends, pariſhioners, all his benefattors, and for all 
the faithful departed, and alfo for all the living for whom he wasany way obliged to 
pray, or of whom he had ever received any thing either wiltingly or againſt their 
wills, for the performance whereof he gave the church, and ſome lands in Barneburgh 
near Doncaſter, which he had of Henry de Novomercato, and were confirmed to him 
by Adam de Novomercato, brother of the faid Henry, to the chapter of Southwell 
for the augmenting the divine worſhip in that church, and the ſuſtenance of two 
prieſts, two deacons, and two ſub-deacons, to miniſter in therr order, and to follow 
the quire, as vicars according to the order of Walter Grey arch-biſhop of York, 
dated at Orton in the twenty fixth year of his pontificate : and likewiſe to pay half a 
mark yearly towards lights, ornaments, and other neceſſaries for the ſaid altar; and 
to twenty ſeven pounds of wax to make one light for the great altar, and thirteen 
pounds to make two for the ſaid altar of St. Thomas the martyr, to burn on the 
day of his paſſion and tranſlation ; the remainder to be for the uſe of that altar as oc- 
cation {hold require: which advowſon and lands were likewiſe releaſed to the chap- 
ter by Thomas, the fon of fir Thomas de Bella aqua. And the fucceeding rettors 
of Barneburgh did accordingly by the decree of the aforeſaid arch-biſhop pay quarier- 
ly to the ſaid prieſts forty fhillings, to the ſaid deacons twenty, and to the faid ſub- 
deacons ſixteen and eight pence, beſides the wax and half mark before mentioned. — 
The third chantry was likewiſe at the altar of St. Thomas the martyr in the new work, 
for the ſoul of the ſaid Robert de Lexington the founder, and for the ſouls of his 
father, mother, brothers, ſiſters, parents, anceſtors, ſucceſfours, pariſhioners, be- 
netattors, and of all the faithful, for which he gave ta the chapter of Southaell ſixty 
and four ſhillings of yearly rent iſſuing out of eleven oxgangs of land held of him by 
ſeveral perlons in Newton, and one oxgang in Sarendale, together with homages, fer- 
vices, reliefs, wards, &c. and ſixteen ſhillings of like rent in Larton Morehouſe.— 
The prieſt who did the ſervice, and might ſometimes read, ſometimes ſing, which 
{tirr'd up moſt devotion, was to have all the ſaid rents, and half the reliefs, and other 
profits happening out of the aforeſaid tenements, and the other balf was to be for the 
commons of the canons reſident. | | : 

Another chantry was founded at the altar of St. Peter in the ſame church by Ri- 
chard de Sutton, canon there, and alſo of Lincolne, about the year of our Lord 1260, 
at which time the vicars of this church of Southwell, granted to him by their inſtru- 
ment ſealed with their common ſeal, together with that of the chapter, for themlelves 
and their ſucceſſours, that ſo oft as maſs for the dead brethren and benefattors of that 
church ſhould be there celebrated, there ſhould a ſpecial prayer be ſaid for the ſaid 
Richard Sutton ; and another for the ſouls of Robert de Sutton his father, and Alice 
his mother. Aud that they would find a wax light to burn for his ſoul at the maſs 
of our Lady daily there celebrated for ever. Oliver de Sutton, Mey Fo 
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afterwards biſhop of Lincolne, and Ernald de Calneton were his executors, and pur- 
chaſed of Philip, the ſon of Baldwin de Paunton, rents and lands in Holme, which 
they ſettled upon Henry de Newark, arch-deacon of Richmund, prebendary of North 
Muſt ham, m. and upon his ſucceſſours prebendaries of North Muſkham, to pay ſix 
marks yearly, viz. twenty ſhillings every quarter to the prieſt performing the office. 
And leſt the rent ſhould be ill paid by his ſucceffours the ſaid Henry de Newark, by 
his writing bearing date at Muſcam, Novemb. 1288, granted to the chapter of South- 
well, power to ſequeſter the prebend in caſe of failer. John, the brother of Richard 
de Sutton, canon of Suthwell, was rector of Lerington, anno 1259. n. 

Sir William de Wydington, knight, founded a chantry at his chapel of St. Nicho- 
las, in Et Thorp, during his own life, but after that, at the altar of St. Nicolas, in 
the church of Suthwell, to which he gave rents thereabouts, to the ſum of ſix pounds. 
and eight ſhillings yearly ; which were confirmed to the chapter of Southwell, by Sy- 
mon de Gryngethorp, and Clementia his wife. : 

Andrew, the bayliff of Southwell, in the time of Walter, arch-biſhop of York, 
founded a chantry at the altar of St. Stephen there, and gave many parcels of land to 
it, in ſeveral townſhips thereabouts. h 

In the year 1275, or ſhortly after, Henry le Vavaſor, prebendary of Norwell Pa- 
I:shall, founded another chantry in this church of Southwell, at the altar of St. John 
Baptiſt ; though in the white book, p. 327, where his deed is regiſtered, it is written 
St. John the Evangeliſt. 

After the death of fir Henry de Notingham, about 29 H. 3, anno domini 1245, 
Robert Lexington founded a chantry at the altar of St. John the Evangeliſt, where 
the bones of the ſaid fir Henry Nott. do reſt, to pray for his foul. And procured 
lands in Helpringham, and other places in Lincolneſſire, for the monaſtery of Siæill, 
who were therefore obliged to pay ten marks yearly, to the chapter of Southwell, for 
that purpoſe ; as did alſo. William. Roſell, and his heirs, twenty ſhillings for a tene- 
ment, which he held of the ſaid Robert Lexington, in Warkſop, and Raph, the chap- 
lain, ſon of Goſcelinus de Willoughby, the ſum of half a mark yearly, for one in 
Carleton. | | | 

In the year 1295, William de Gunthorp, prebendary of Sou!hwell, prevailed with 
the chapter to give four marks of the Szx:// rent, towards the maintenance of a chap- 
lain to celebrate the mals of our Lady every day by note, in the chapel of St Mary, 
on the north fide of the church, and there to pray for the ſouls of fir Henry de Not- 
ingham, Edward, late Eing of England, Philip his queen, their children, Thomas, 
late biſhop of Norwich, John de Rolleſton, Haman de Barſham, and for his own 
when he thould dye, and all the faithful departed: for the performance whereof, and 
to pay the chaplain of the chantry of St. John Baptiſt, 13s. 4d. yearly, to pray day- 
ly for the ſoul of the ſaid fir Henry Nott. (to which he would have the ſaid chaplain 
{worn at his entrance) he gave 3 mefluages, fourſcore acres of land, fifteen acres 
and an half of meadow, twenty acres of paſture, a fiſhing in Trent, and four ſhillings 

rent, with the appurtenances, in North Carleton, and Sutton upon Trent. 

There was another chantry at the altar of St. Mary Magdalen, founded by Mr. 
Robert de Oxton, which had hve pounds per annum from the monaſtery of He. 
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Another about king Henry the fourths time, by Thomas Haxey, one of the pre. 
bendaries, which had lands in Bekingham, Bole, Batheley, Normanton, aud in the 
burgage of Southwell. 

And another by Laurence Booth, arch-biſhop of York, at St. Cuthberts, for two 
prieſts, which had twenty marks per annum out of Batterſay, paid by the arch-biſhop of 
York for the time being. 

The predial tythes of the whole pariſh of Southwell, are divided amongſt the 3 anci- 
ent prebends, viz. Normanton, and the two of Norwell, viz. Overhall and Palacehall in this 
manner. 

The town and fields of Southwell, with the hamlets of Eft Thorpe, Weſt Thorpe, and 
Normanton, are one part. Halam, Farnesfield, Greaveſlane, Edingley, and Oſmundthorp, ano= 
ther part. And Gourton, Gibbeſmere, Bleſeby, Moreton, Fiskerton, and Notowne, the third 
part. And to avoid all cavill for inequality, the prebends change from one to another 
every three years, ſo that it is now called the current tythe. | 

The ſcite of the town of Southroell is divided into the Burgage, now contræcted into 
Burridge, which takes that part of the town from the market-place, to the river Greet, 
and the prebendage and church, 

o. After the diſſolution of monaſteries, the collegiate church of Southwell was repu- 
ted and taken for the head mother church of the town and county of Nottingham ; where- 
in is ſedes Archiepiſcopalis, and was ſo allowed by king Henry the eighth, by an act of 

arliament about 34 H. 3- But about 2 E. 6. amongſt the colledges this chapter was 
diſſolved, and the manor and prebends granted to John, the then earl of Warwick, af- 
ter duke of Northumberland, and by him fold to John Beaumont, maſter of the rolls, and 
father to Francis Beaumont, who was judge of the common pleas, 5 E. 6, and from 
John Beaumont, they were brought again to the crown by conveyance, or ctherwiſe, 
and ſo to the faid duke of Northumberland, whoſe they were at his attainder, and by queen 
Mary reſtored to the arch-biſhop and chapter again. But queen Elizabeth in her ſta- 
tutes for this church, bearing date 2 Apr. 27 Eliz. faith it was founded by her father 
king Henry the eighth. p. | 

The king, 35 H. 6, q. Febr. 21, granted to Will. Bothe, arch-biſhop of York, and 
his ſucceſſors, return of writs, within and upon all and ſingular their demeſnes, lands, 
tenements, and fees, &c. to which chaiter Laurence Bothe, (His brother) then keeper 
of the privy ſeal, amongſt others was a witneſs. 5 

The arch-biſhop of York, beſides a great Leet over many townlhips, have a ſeſſions 
of peace (kept by turns at Southwell, and Scrooby) by juſtices of the peace, of their own 
nomination, though under the kings commiſſion, 

They had a very fair palace here at Southwell, which ſtood on the ſouth ſide of the 
church-yard, within a park of excellent ground, called the little park, or the new park, 
which was demoliſhed in the late rebellion ; ſome think it was built by Cardinal Wol- 
ſey, and if it were not, I ſhould gueſs at the arch-biſhops Bothes, for they, or one of 
them, builded, or cauſed to be builded a chapel joyningto tle ſouth-wall of the church, 
at the weſt end, called Bothes chapel, which by negligence in the late wars, and ſince, 
is now utterly ruined, as is alſo a very fair marble tomb in it, whereunder 'tis like one 
of them lies buried. 

King 
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King Edward the ſixth, the ſixth of January, 3 E. 6. 7. granted to John, earl of 
Warwick be ſore- named, the manor of Southwell, and all hereditaments, known by the 
name of Chadlington Hundred, and the ſarm of land and hereditament called Hokerwood, or 
Hokerwood Park, containing 120 acres, and all paſture woods, and paſtures lying in 
Southwell in the tenure of Galfr. Lee, and all thoſe hereditaments called Chequer Sil- 
ver, Water Silver, Hidage, and other hereditaments, known by the name ol Chadling- 
ton Hundred, and five acres, and three roods of meadow, in one piece called Derſinge, in 
Southwell, and the park of Hexgrave, and the park of Norwood. then in the tenure of fir 
John Markham ; and the New Park, in the tenure of Galfr. Lee, and two corn mills, 
ſcituate on the river Greet, under one roof, and the water mill at Upton, and a fulling- 
mill in Southwell, and the fiſhing and paſſage of the water at Heſiford, in the tenure of 
Richard North, &c. but they ſtill remain to the arch-biſhop and church. 

Hexgrave Park, tis likely was made by Walter, arch-biſhop of York, in thr time of H. 
3, becauſe then it was called the wood of Hekesgrave, concerning which Thomas de Bel- 
la aqua, and likewiſe Robert de Bella aqua quit-claimed all their right to the ſaid arch- 
biſhop in the faid wood, s. and releaſed all the ditch, with the wood upon it, between 
the ſaid wood, and the field of Kertlington, t. The like did Hugh Picot, for ten marks, 
and a nag of three marks price, received by him of the ſame arch-biſhop. Sir Hugh 
Cartwright had this park in leaſe, I ſuppoſe, wherein his ſon Hugh dwelt till he died, 
but ſince, I think it is demiſed to Sterne, younger ſon of the moſt reverend Ri- 
chard, the preſent lord arch-biſhop of Yorke, and to Frances his wife, one of the 
daughters of William Cartwright, of Normanton, deceaſed, and of Chriſtian his wife, 
daughter of the ſaid fir Hugh, or to ſome body for their uſe. 

' Norwood Park was purchaſed in the late unhappy times, by Mr. Edward Clud, who

This town of Suelle or Southwell, gave name to a very conſiderable family, a branch 
whereof continued their reſidenee here, till the time of King H. 6. as by comparing 
ſeveral places of this book, where there is occaſional mention of ſome of them, may 
be gathered ; beſides whom I find about the latter end of the reign of H. 3. v. fir Si- 
mon de Suelle, knight, the prime witneſs to a deed of feoftment, whereby John, ſon 
of Benedid de Hokerton, conveyed ſome ſmall parcels of land, to John, the rector of 
the church of Hokerton, and his heirs.

Roſe de Suthwell, and Robert de Suthwell, took and carried away Roſe and Marga- 
ret, daughters and heirs of John de Suthwell, then under age, and found at War. 
dlefworth, whoſe marriage belonged to the ſaid Margery. 

John de Suthwell, 20 E. 2. g. then being in Gaſcoigne had power to confederate 
or to make league with any who deſired the kings friendſhip. 

This name of Southwell chiefly flouriſhed in the ſouthern counties, viz. No. 
Suff. Sufſ. Surrey, Eſſex, &c. h. whereof John Southwell ſerved in parliament for 
Lewis in Suſſex, 28 and 29 H. 6. whoſe grandſon Richard Southwell married Amy, 
daughter and co-heir of fir Edmund Wichingham, by whom he had the manor of 
Mood-Riſing in Norfolk, where his poſterity had a noble houſe and feat. This Ri- 
chard was father of ſir Robert Southwell, who married Urſula, daughter and co-heir 
of John Bohun of Midhurſt in Suſſex, but had no iſſue : ſo that his brother Francis 
Southwell, ſecond ſon of the ſaid Richard, was his heir; which Francis was father of 
fir Robert the maſter of the rolls in the time of H. 8. and alſo of fir Richard South- 
well, privy counſellor, and one of the executors of that king. Sir Richard had a fon 
of his own name ſeated at Hor/ham St. Faiths in Norfolk, who allo had a ſon of the 
ſame name and place, who was father of fir Thomas Southwell of Polylong in the 
county of Cork, knight, one of the privy council of Munſter, ſent over into Ireland by 
king James, and accompanied thither by his brother Anthony Southwell, who was 
father of Robert Southwell of X:n/ale in the ſaid county of Cork, vice admiral of 
Munſter, who is father of fir Robert Southwell, now one of the clarks of his majeſties 
privy council, not unfit to be ſtiled Domini Regis Clericus like his predeceſſour 
John de Southwell. There is alſo in the county of Lymerick, fir Thomas Southwell, 
baronet, deſcended from thoſe of Barum- Hall in Suffolk. 

here is in Southwell a chief inn now, and long ſince called the Saracens-Head,

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„e SOUTHWEL town is meatily well builded, but there is no market publick. The 
Miniſter of our Lady is large but of no pleaſant building, but rather ſtrong. There 
lyeth in the quier of an arch, an arch-biſhop of York. The biſhop of York hath here 
a pretty palace, and the miniſters of the church be well lodged, eſpecially the preben- 
darys. The Archbithop has three parks, the little park alias New parks, Norwood 
Parkes ; but Hexgre is the chieſeſt of them.” «a. 

The termination of the ancient name of this place in Bede, Tiovul Finaceſter, ſeems 
to imply a Roman ſettlement fomewhere in the neighbourhood of Southwell which is 
an ancient place, but on the wrong fide of the river. Poſſibly there may have been a 
ſtation on the ſouth ſide of Trent, or on the lingula formed by this river, or a ſmaller 
one, which in Camden is called Ste, and perhaps has been a bridge over the Trent, 
which has occaſioned the name Ad-Pontem, Mr. Horſley from a view of the ground, 
did not think the ſituation or appearance unpromiſing, and accordingly he fixes Ad- 
Pontem in this neighbourhood”. 5. 

Mr. Raſtall, who has contended, alſo, to prove that Southwell was the Ad-Pontem of 
the Romans, in his hiſtory of this place, has lately informed me that the foundation of 
the Roman Bridge (which has ſo long been the defideratum of Antiquaries for the pur- 
poſe of fixing the ſtation, Ad-Pontem) has been lately diſcovered, in the Trent, near 
to Winthorp, a little way from Newark, from which this ingenious gentleman ſuppo— 
ſes he has traced the direction of the Roman Road to Southwell, and almoſt, (to uſe 
his own words) irrefragably confirmed his former ſuppcſition, that here was the fa- 
mous ſtation Ad- Pontem. c. | 

Of the origin and poſſeſſions of the church Thoroton has been pretty copions. He 
has, alſo, deſcribed the town in its diviſions, noticed its markets, &c. &c. Hence we 
will proceed with our own and Mr. Raſtall's obſervations, ſufficient for our purpoſe. 

It appears that the archiepiſcopal eſtates, here during the uſurpation were ſold for 
508381, 158. od.4 Before by a ſurvey taken in 1646 by George Hawley ſurveyor, that 
the then rents and profits were 2621.

Charles the firſt, during the troubles, was ſeveral times at Southwell, once with his 
queen. It experienced, like many other places at this time, the ravages of war.— 
The garriſon of Newark, at one time, in a fally, cut to pieces here almoſt a whole re- 
giment of ſoldiers, on the fide of parliament. When the unfortunate Charles, was 
approaching towards the laſt awful period of his life, when diſſenſions had ariſen among 
his commanders, when his ſtrong holds had nearly all been wreſted from him, and 
when he knew not whither to flee for protection, he, with a few faithful followers, ho- 
noured Southwell with his preſence. The day after his arrival he walked about the 
town, not known, and entered the ſhop of a ſhoe-maker, whoſe name was Lee, who 
it ſeems, was a fanatic of the day. His Majeſty after ſome converſation with this man, 
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bid him take meaſure for a pair of ſhoes, Lee, in taking tlie king's foot in his hand, and 
looking at him attentively, refuſed to proceed. The king aſtoniſhed at the man's be- 
haviour, deſired him to do what he had requeſted ; but the ſhoe- maker actually refuſed, 

giving a reaſon that the king was the cuſtomer he had teen warned of in a dream, the 
night before, in which he (the King) was doomed to deſtruction, and thoſe who work- 
ed for him would never thrive. The forlorn Monarch whoſe misfortunes had open- 
*« ed his mind to the inpreſiions of ſuperſtition, uttered an ejaculation expreflive of 
++ his reſignation to the will of Providence, and returned to the palace, which was the 
ee place of his abode”. a. 

May the 6th. 1646, the unhappy Charles came privately to Southwell & ſurrender- 
ed himſelf to the Scotch commiſſioners. The ſubſequent baſeneſs of the Scotch is too 
generally known to need a relation here. The Inn, where the king dined, that day, 
is till handing. A little before the king's death, this inn, and the very apartment, 
were uſed by Cromwell when he was {ent to oppoſe the northern army. The Falace 
had been rendered unfit for his reception by the ſoldiers who attended the commiſſi- 
oners, for they, it appears, had ſtripped the roof of its lead, and fold it before they 
left the town. His foldiers, during their ſtay, were diſperſed about, ſome in the 
town and ſome in the villages. The church, this tyrant converted into a ſtable for 
his horles, and his ſoldiers were ſuffered to break down the monuments therein, and 
ranfack the graves of the dead for lead and other valuables. Some of the iron rings 
{till remain, in diflerent parts of the church, which were then driven into the wall 
to faſten his horfes to. The Biſhop's palace, at the fame time, was completely gut- 
ted of every thing that remained in it, that was valuable, or uſeful ſor their purpoſes. 

Of this palace, which is now a ruin, in conſequence of theſe plunderers, under the 
command of Cromwell, I have to obſerve, that its ſcite is ncar the church, the great 
hall is ſtill flanding entire, and is occupied now by the Revd. Mr. Barrow, a gen- 
tleman whom I found, obligingly, ready to anſwer my enquiries. The annexed 
view of the ruin, taken on my ſecond viſit to this place, will give a faint idea of what 
it has been. Several coats of arms re main, one of which is projected from a wall, an 
angel bearing the arms of Cardinal Kempe, arch-biſhop of York, in the reign of 
He nry the lixth, who was rather a great contributor than the reputed founder of this 
building. He bare three corn ſheaves, in alluſion to his being the ſon of a huſband- 
man, in Suflex. Thus bis munificence to this place is recorded in a monkiſh di- 
uch: 

In Suthwell manerium fecit pretiofum 
Multis artificibus valde ſumptuolum. 


Other great contributors to this palace were ſeveral of the arch-biſhops of Vork. 


The CHURCH of Southwell, ſays Raſtall, has perhaps ſuffered a greater fluc— 
tuation of fortune, than any religious foundation in the Kingdom. From its firft in— 
ſlitution, inthe year 627, to the reign of Henry the VIII. we find it encouraged 


and endowed by the liberality of Kings and Princes; and molt bountifully protected 
by the foſtering hands of Popes and Prelates.”

farther diſcovery of his head, only that the ſkull was ſmall and very thin, even tranſ- 
parent.

The old tombs here are not very numerous, of which Thoroton has taken but lit— 
tle notice, indeed he has not given any engravings, attached to Southwell, but two 
views of the church; therefore it will be neceſlary for me to add ſomething, in this 
way, towards his collections, and in illuſtration of my own. 

In the anti-choir is a tomb, probably for a founder of this part of the church, it 
reſts under an arch in the north wall. It is ſaſhioned ſomewhat like a modern cof- 
fin, e. | 

One on the floor has part of an inſcription legible, viz. Willelmas Both, ob. 
1464. Another of this name and family, Laurence Both, has an altar tomb, he di- 
ed in 1480, both prelates. | | 

On the north ſide near the altar ſtands a monument for arch-biſhop Sandys, on 
which is a figure of the biſhop; and on the ſide figures of his children. At one end 
arc the family arms, and at the other a very long latin inſcription. Enough of it for 
our purpole is as follows:

On a floor ſtone in the choir, was the figure of Thomas de Carbridge in braſs, 
another arch-b ſhop of York who died in 1303. 

A grand altar tomb, for another biſhop, on which was a whole length figure, but 
now without its head, ſtands on the north fide the choir, No inſcription. d. 

Another altar tomb, plain, had originally two braſs figures, apparently for a male 
and female ; but fer whom no body can tell. This however we know, that Crom- 
well's ſoldiers let few of theſe things, in braſs, eſczpe them, wherever they went. They 
were eaſy plunder, and as eaſily converted into caſh. This thieving, no doubt, their 
hypocrite of a maſter, would tel] them was for the ſervice of God.

Here is an organ built by Maſter Smith. 
Formerly there were five chapels within the pariſh. 

The chauntry prieſts here had a college at the corner of the church yard. The build- 
ing is ſtill ſtanding. There are no remains of an hoſpital dedicated to St. Mary Mag- 
dalene mentioned by Tanner. Part of the old gate-ways are ſtill remaining which lead 
into the church yard, one is nearly entire. 

Mr. Raſtall bas noticed the ages of five perſons who died, within a few years of his 
publiſhing his hiſtory of this place; A. D. 1787. viz, Mrs. Twells go. Richard 
Whittington 92. John Cade 93. Higgins 99, and Eliz. Turvey 100.

The vicarage, or college, what remained of it, was taken down in 1780, which had 
ſome curious carving on the beam ends, rich devices and emblematic figufes. 

Here were ſome wells of note, from one of which, it is ſaid, the town takes its mo- 
dern name This is ſituate without the town ſouth-eaſt about + a mile. It is now call- 
ed Lord's well Another was called Holy well, ſituate on the right of the cloyſter. Ano- 
ther, Lady's well, ſituate within the conſecrated ground of the church. In the year 
1764, a Mr. Fowler, a clergyman, fell into this on a dark night, and was drowned. 
It is now filled up. St. Catherine's well is at the extremity of Weſthorp, and has been 
celebrated for its cures, particularly in the rheumatiſm. 

About the year 1779 or 1780, a gold ring, very broad, was found in the church yard 
in digging a grave. Within, this inſcription, F MIEV T MOVRI T QUE x 
CHANGE + MA FOY. t | 

Some few Roman coins have been found in this place, and ſome ſilver ones of mo— 
dern times. 

In the year 1717, Nov. 11th. a violent ſtorm attended with lightning paſſed over 
the town; the lightening ſet fire to the ſouth ſpire of the church, which communica- 
ted to the weſt end of the building, and to the roof of the middle tower, which in the 
end melted the bells and deſtroyed the organ. The damage was 4000l. 

In 1740, in clearing one of the vaults of the palace was found the entire ſkeleton of 
a man, landing upright, with boots and ſpurs on, and ſome pait cf his arms, as a fol- 
dier lying at his feet. Near to this was a ſkull with the head of an axe in the cleft, 
with which, it may be ſuppoſed, the perſon was killed. The p:ople of Southwell had 
heretofore given credit to a traditional report that a deſerter, or a ſpy, had been taken 
up, in Southwell, when Charles the Firſt was there, and ſome of the ſoldiers had thuiſt 
him into a vault or well, where he loſt his life. This diſcovery has therefore given 
credit to the relation. | | 

May 1772 a gentleman of this place, gave an entertainment to 24 perſons of the 
town and neighbourhood, whoſe ages, together, amounted to 1981 years, 'The 
youngeſt gueſt at dinner was in his 80th, year. | 

A gentleman of Southwell gives the following account of a ginger red cock, late in 
his poſſeſſion. When two years old, he fought in three regular mains, at Burton, in

Some time ſince at Weſthorp, a ſmall village near Southwell, died Mrs. Doro 
Clark, aged 112 years. She enjoyed gocd health till within a few days of her death. 
At the age of 102 the reaped wheat, a whole day, againſt a man, and performed her 
work with great eaſe to herſelf. 


HEXGRAVE PARK 


Mentioned by Thoroton, in his account of Southwell, belongs to the arch- 
biſhop of York, 1. e. it is held under him by leaſe, which leaſe was lately purchaſed 
by Mr. Ingar, Mr. Vealey and Mr. Reynold. It has been ſold for almoſt double 
the value within theſe thirty years, | 

Here, on this farm, which it now is, ſtands a good houſe, with extenſive and 
pleaſant views. On its ſcite formerly ſtood a ſeat of the arch-biſhop, 


NORWOOD, 


Mentioned in the above account, lies on the road to Southwell from Nottingham, 
and is ſituate within two miles of the ſormer. Here is the ſeat of fir Richard Sutton, 
bart. The building is modern, of brick and ſtone, ſmall ; but rather pleaſantly ſitu- 
ated, on a riſing ground ; at the foot of which is a ſmall pond of water. The approach 
to this dwelling, from the road, is prettily diverſified with firs, larches, &c. approach- 
ing towards maturity. Here and there, in the grounds about this ſeat, are ſome 
vencrable oak trees, with decaying branches, long ſince paſt the meridian of life, 
that ſeem unwillingly expiring. 

Norwood park was purchaſed after the civil wars by a Mr. Chud, a Nottingham- 
ſhire gentleman on the fide of parliament.

Another {mall manor here which fir John Dunham bought in, was allotted to Ka- 
therine, another of the four daughters of fir John Dunham, firſt married to Raph 
Okeover, of Okeover, eſquire, and after to Henry Leigh, of Ru/hall, eſquire, and 
was by Edward her ſon and heir {afterwards fir Edward Leigh) fold to fir Edward 
Stanhope, knight, the ſurveyor, who alſo purchaſed the park of X:r/l:ngton, called 
Belleu Parke, ſo that this ſmall manor, together with the park, was ſold by fir Ed- 
ward Stanhope, of Gr:mſton, his ſon, to the right honourable the earl of Kingſton, 
who ſold the manor to the ſaid doctor More, but left the park to his fon and heir, the 
right honourable the marqueſs of Dorcheſter, and now all Kirtlington, (except the ſaid 
park) is the inheritance of John More, ſon and.heir of John More, brother of fir 
Edward More, a Scotch baronet, nephew and heir to the Doctor: which fir Ed- 
ward having only daughters 4, I think the ſaid John, his brother, ſucceeded by the 
ſettlement of his uncle the {aid Dodor, and hath made a very fair park, into which 
he hath taken part of Hockerion lordſhip, whereof he was allo proprictor, which he 
left well ſtored with deer, to his ſaid fon John, who had married — Conſtable, 
ſiſter to the earl of Dunbarr, 

Raph, ſon of Simon, by the aſſent of Agnes his wife, quit claimed from him 
and his heirs, Paulin, ſon of Roger, ſon of Cuthing, of Kirtlington, with all his ſect, 
to St. Peter of Thurgarton, and the canons there ſerving God, tor which the ſaid ca- 
nons gave him fifteen ſhiilings of ſilver. | 

There was a manor in this town, held by the family of Pigot. Sir Hugh Pigot had 
a daughter and heir, it ſeems, called Iſabell, r. married to the firſt fir Robert Sutton, 
of Averham, with whole poſterity it continued long: but he had a wife named Alice, 
as in that placemay be noted. 

There was two fines, levied 22 H. 6. s. one between Thomas Chaworth, knight, 
quer. and Thomas Curſon, eſquire, and Margaret his wife, deforcients ; and the 
other between the ſaid fir Thomas Chaworth, knight, querent. and Richard Sutton, 
eſquire, and Katherin his wife, deforcients; of the rent of a pound of pepper in

William Sallowe died ſeized of lands here, about 12 H. 4. f. which ſeem to have 
been the inheritance of ſome younger branch of the family of Bella aqua. 

Thomas Flaxley, 11 H. 4. u. had ſome concern in the conveying of theſe lands, 
as appears by an inquiſition, ad quod damnum. George Sallowe ſucceeded in them, 
who is called of Staunton, by Sandiacre, and had one Thomaſia to wife, he died 5 H. 
5. v. leaving his daughter and heir, Agnes, the manor of Alleſworth, and this in 
Kirtelington, Halom, Oſmundthorpe, Normanton, Eddingly, and Hockerton. 

Agnes Marmion, about 3 E. 4. v. left this manor and Alleſworth, and the manor 
of Lamcote, by Radcliff, to Agnes, the wife of Thomas Pilkington, then above twen- 
ty- ſix years of age. | 

*. In Kirtlington, about the year 1612, the owners were Maryon Haſſelwood, 
eſquire, fir Edward Staphope, knight, Richard Eyre, Widow Longman, Laurence 
Leak, of Oſmund!horpe, William Leek, of Normanton, gentleman, George Cart- 
wright, of the fame, gentleman, &c.

In the Nottingham journal for 1772, I ſaw an account of a little man, nick named 
ROBIN Hoop, who it ſaid hung himſelf on a tree in conſequence of a quarrel with 
his loving wife; but was found and cut down before he was dead, which fo irritated 
his wife, that ſhe rebuked the humane people, who performed the good office, for 
their over officiouſneſs. 

The church is dedicated to St. Swithin, and conſiſts of a nave and large chancel. — 
In the latter is a little monument for lady Catherine More, wife of John More kat. 


She died in 1702. Below is a floor ſtone for her huſband. Here are ſeveral ſtones:

The ſeat of Mrs. Whetham, is ſeated near the village. At this dwelling the fight is 
bounded by fine eminences, which ſucceed each other in pleaſing order, bearded by 
woods of magnitude. In the lawn, before the houſe, is an excellent ſheet of creſcent 
formed water, well ſtored with filh ; a little iſland and a pleaſure boat, are embelliſh- 
ments thereon. At the diſtant view, facing this reſidence, is a ſummer houſe, whence 
you have extenſive proſpects. Pretty however as the whole appears, from this habita- 
tion you have no very extenſive views. Another ſheet of water, beyond that menti- 
oned above, was intended, I am informed, to have been ſeen from the lower win- 
dows of the houſe, but it is not viſible. | 

The family bury at Ockerton, a place alſo in the poſſeſſion of the owner of this man- 
ſion. She has no iſſue by her late huſband, John Whetham, eſq. This lady was a 
daugliter of Colonel Chedwick, and is ſiſter to Lady Middleton. 

There is an ancient encampment near this village, in Hexgrave Park, but whether 
Norman or Saxon 1s not known.

A benefactor willed land here, in perpetuity, in this bender, manner, which 
now lets for 181. a year, and is worth ſome pounds more. The annual income was to 
repair the church if neceſſary, if not wanted, next to poor ſoldiers travelling through 
the village, (this is now diſpenſed with) next at the diſcretion of certain of the inha= 
bitants. But what is left from the repairs of the church, which is but an annual trifle, 
is ſet apart to find militia-men and eaſe the poor's rates. 


1 book of doomſday ſhows that 3 in the beginning of the Norman government, 
Rolleſton contained three manors, each belonging to a ſeveral lord. One was then

Peter, at Thurgarton, and the canons there ſerving God, ſeveral lands in + 7p cop * 
in the tenures of ſeveral perſons, ſo free, that neither he nor his heirs ſhould for the 
future claim or challenge any aid of the ſaid tenements, or the natives, or villains 
who held them, or their ſequells or cattel, to make their eldeſt ſons knights, or mar- 
ry their eldeſt daughters. f. Dionyſia his lady alſo releaſed her dower in thoſe lands, 
which her ſaid huſband gave. Benedict, ſon of Thomas, held of Oliver de Eyne- 
court, in Rouleſton and Kelum, a knights ſee and an half, of the old feoffment. g. 

The jury found that the lady Amfliſia de Roldeſton, who had been wife of =—_ 
nus de Nevill, (a juſtice itinerant-18 H. 3.) hk. held her land in the wapentag of Tur- 
garton, of the honour of Richmond, (whither it ſeems the lands of the biſhop of Bay- 
ons fee in this place were transferred,) and that the value was ten marks per annum ; 
but they did not know whether ſhe was of the kings gift, or the earl of Cheſters. Jo- 
lanus de Novilla gave to the priory of Thurgarton, the whole tythe of his mill of Rol- 
. deſtun, i. by the conſent of his heir John, and of his wife Amfeliſa, to whoſe dower 
that mill belonged, in pure alms for the ſouls of his father, and mother, and brother 
R. ſaving to himſelf the multure of his houſe of Roldeſtun. This gift he made when 
he took his journey from Roldęſton to Hieruſalem. 

John de Nevill held one knights fee, of the honour of Richmond, in Roleston, k 
with the appurtenances, of the old feoffment, viz. whereof his anceſtor was infeofl'd 
in the time of king H. 1.

ed the Priour Carre, and to make a mill damm, and build a water mill, 5 R. 2. pay- 
ing him and his heirs 6s. 8d. per annum. g. This fir William Nevill was a witneſs, 
15 R. 2. and 16 R. 2. to the writings, whereby Mr. Richard de Wynwick, & Wil- 
liam de Gunthorp, clarks, paſſed to that monaltery, by the kings licence, ſeveral 
lands in Rolleston, Southwell, Edingley, Farnegſeld, Bleſeby, Gourton, Gypeſmere, Mor- 
ton, and Halum. 

r. This mans grand- child, fir Thomas Nevill, of Roldeston, married Elizabeth, 
the daughter of fir William Babington, the judge, by whom he had many daughters 
married to the principal gentry of that time; beſides his ſons, one whereof William 
Nevill married the daughter and heir of Thomas Palmer, eſquire, of Holt in 
Leicesterſhire, which occaſioned the remove of this family to that place. 

s. Anſelm Blount, and John Smalley, claimed againſt John Kellam, gentleman, 
and William Wilſon the manor of Rolstun, with the appurtenances, &c. 6 Eliz. and 
20l. rent, with the appurtenances in Rolston, Farneton, Newark, Codington, and 
Barneby, and another recovery was ſuffered 12 Eliz. t. in both which fir Thomas 
Nevill, knight, was called to warrant.

ſervice, for the ſafety of Henry, ſon of the Empreſs, and for his own fafety, his 
wifes, and all his. /. Henry Hoſe for the ſafety (or health) of the ſouls of his fa- 
ther, mother, and anceſtors, his own, and his wifes, confirmed to the ſaid monaſte- 
ry the ſaid bovat, which the ſaid Leuric Hog held, as the charters of Henry Hole 
his father, and thoſe of his anceſtors did witneſs. 

William Tiſun gave to God and the brethren of Ruford, all his lands in Hect- 
hus of Aghrum ; Adam Tiſun his father confirmed it: ſo did Henry Hole, fon of 
Henry Hoſe, who, 13 Joh. hk. levied a fine at Weſtminster to Waltar the abbot of 
Rufford of ſixty acres in Egrum, whereof there had been contention between them in 
the ſaid court, whether they lay within the bounds mentioned in the charter of Wil- 
liam Tyſun, uncle of the ſaid Henry, which the abbat produced. 

1. Hugh Hoſe brought to Matthew abbat of Ryfford the teſtament (or device) of 
Henry Hoſe his brother, who with tears & grief of heart at his death repented that he 
bad diſquieted the monaſtery, & with tears (alſo) begg'd their pardon, and earneſtly 
beſought his heirs, that they ſhould permit the monks to hold their lands in peace, 
whereof diſcord had been between them: of this the ſaid Hugh was a moſt faithful 
witneſs, having the ſaid deviſe of his brother ſealed with the ſeal of Jocelin the 
queens brother, who by the kings command brought the body of the ſaid Henry into 
this land, and the ſaid Jocelin had the devile ſealed.

J. claimed againſt Robert le 
Sauvage the manor of Egrom, except 100 acres of land in Scarethorpe, as their right 
and inheritance, &c. He called to warrant * de Gateſden, who came and war- 
ranted, and ſaid, that Maud while ſhe was ſole and in lawful power, gave the ſaid 
manor to him and his heirs for ever, for the ſervice of two knights fees, whereof 
there was a fine between them in the kings court, before the jultices at Hermonde/ey. 
Maud and her huſband pleaded, that ſhe never was ſeiſed of that manor, ſo that ſhe.

m. Robert le Sauvage acknowledged that he granted to Robert de Lexington the

&c. and for this the ſaid Robert de Lexington acquitted the ſaid Robert le Sauvage 
of a great ſum of money, wherein he was bound to. Aaron the Jew of Yorke. n. 'Fhe

u. Sir Robert de Lexington was an eccleſiaſtical perſon, and one of the kings juſti- 
ces, and died without heir of himſelf, and had three brothers, and two ſiſters as ſol- 
loweth: John, elder brother of the ſaid Robert, and lord after him, who alſo died with- 
out heir of himſelf, Peter de Laxton, parſon of Gedlinge, likewiſe died without heir 
of himſelf; and fo did Henry de Laxton, dean, and after biſhop of Lincolne.

w. Robert de Sutton, ſon of William de Sutton, granted, confirmed, and quit- 
claimed, to the ſaid Robert, ſon of Roland de Sutton, the ſaid manor of Egrum, with 
the advowſon of the church, and knights fees, &c. as fir John de Leſſington held it, 
and alſo the whole land of Kelum, with the appurtenances, to be held of him and his 
heirs, for the ſervice of two knights fees, &c. 

x. Richard de Sutton, canon of Southwell, mentioned in that place, was ſon of Ro- 
bert de Sutton, and Alice his wife, who alſo hid a ſon called John, parſon of Lexington,

2. between James de Sutton, and Agnes his wife, 
quer. and Hugh Barry, parſon of the church of Rotyngton, deforc. the manor of Egrum 
was ſettled on the ſaid James, and Agnes for life ; remainder to Richard their ſon, 
and the heirs of his body; remainder to Robert, brother of Richard, and the heirs of 
his ; remainder to the right heirs of James : on the back of which fine many perſons 
put to their ſeveral claims, Adam de Keleſholt, his, Jobn de Bray, and Cecily his wiſe, 
Thomas de Longevylers, and Joan, Margery, and Elizabeth, daughters of Agnes de 
S. Crace, theirs, Hugh' Huſe his, William, ſon of Richard, ſon of Robert de Kelum, 
his, William, ſon of Adam de Kelum, his, Thomas de Roldeſton, Thomas de Chai- 
walton, Robert, ſon of John la Clerk, of Kelum, theirs. 

Richard de Sutton, ſon of Agnes, who had been wife of James de Sutton, knight, 
was, 19 E. 2. a. found her heir, and above thirty years old. King Edward the third 
at Clipſton, 20 Apr. 9 E. 3. b. granted to Richard de Sutton of Averham, that he during 
his whole life, ſhould not be compelled to take up arms againſt his will. 

c. John de Averham, 21 E. 3. was found to hold lands in Auerham only, whom the 
collectors charged with the payment of 6l. for three knights fees of John de Moubray, 
viz. in Averkam, Kellum, and Crumbwell one, in Sterthorpe, Winkeburne and Deynthorp one, 
and in Alkeley and Finningley one, and therefore was only to pay his proportion tor the 
land he held. 

The jury, 50 E. 3. d. found that John de Sutton of Averham died 44 E. g. and left 
his ſon and heir Rouland de Sutton twenty one yeaas of age, by ſome other wife (I 
gueſs) than the heir of Muſters, as in the after-named ſcheme, which makes this Rou- 
land marry Katherine, daughter of fir Henry Hiſty, knight, and by her 1397, leave 
a ſon and heir called Henry Sutton, who married Margaret, danghter of fr Hugh Huſ- 
ſey of Flintham, and died 1416, having Richard Sutton his ſon and heir, who lived 
long, and married Katherine, daughter of Fitz-Williams of Aldewark, by whom 
1468, he left Robert Sutton his ſon to ſucceed him, who married Elizabeth, daugliter 
of Thomas Stanley of Pype, by whom he had a ſon Henry Sutton, who died before 
him the ſaid Robert, who lived till 1500. | 

Sir Thomas Burgh, knight of the garter, gave a legacy, 18 Febr. 1495, to IIabell 
Burgh, wife of Robert Sutton of Averham, | | 
This Henry Sutton, by Alice his wife, daughter of fir Nicolas Byron of Comnvick, leſt 
a ſon who was fir Thomas Sutton, who died 1526, and by Katherine his lady, daugh- 
ter of fir Thomas Baſſet of Fledborough was father of fir Henry Sutton. 

e. I find Thomas Sutton of Averham, eſquire, 12 R. 2. and that Henry Sutton of 
Averham, eſquire, 14 H. 4. was the ſon of John. 

John, ſon of Robert de Willughby, late lord of Eresby, and Katherine his wife, 4 H, 
5. J. granted to Henry de Sutton, and others, all his lands, &c. in Averham, tgoe- 
ther with the manors of XKyrtelimgton, Clifton, Herdeby, and Kelum.

fir William Sutton of Averham, knight, and three ſons more, Nicolas, Edmund, 
John, and three daughters, Jane, Elizabeth, Olive. 

Sir William married Suſan, daughter of Thomas Cony of Baſingthior pe in Lincolne- 
ſhire, on whom he begot Robert Sutton, eſquire, and three ſons and four daugh- 
ters more, Richard, Henry, Gervas ; Alice, Suſan, Elizabeth, Mary. 

Robert to his firſt wife had Elizabeth, daughter of fir George Manners of Haddon 
in Darbyſhire, ſiſter to John now earl of Rutland; his ſecond was Anne, daughter' of 
fir Guy Palmes, and widow of fir Thomas Browne of Walcott in Northamptonſhire, 
baronet, by whom ſhe had two daughters, Elizabeth, and Anne, widow of 
lord Pawlett, ſince married to Stroud ; his third was Mary, daughter of ſir An- 
thony S. Leger, warden of the kings mint, by whom only he left iſſue, Robert, Brid- 
gett, and Anne born after his death, which was Oct. 13, 1668, his lady died at Paris 
Sept. — 1669, from whence ſhe was brought and laid by him at Averham, Sept. 25. 
1669. He very much increaled his patrimony, ever kept a plentiful ſober houle, 
and was much out of purſe for king Charles the firſt, who created him lord Lexing- 
ton of Averham 21 C. 1.

| PARK which was heretofore an ornament to the neighbourhood, and a ſplendid ap- 
1 pendage to the manſon, here, now occupied by a farmer, is divided into three farms; 
| on it remains the keeper's houſe and a few of the park fence. This lord{hip is owned 
chiefly by George Sutton, eſq; ſon ofthe late lord George Sutton. It is encloſed, and 
contains about 2000 acres. | 

Here are abont 20 dwellings. The parſonage houſe, which joins the church yard, 
ſtand on a fine fituation. The garden was in its glory when I viſited this place. The 
I rent from this place ſliows a fine fore ſhortened boſom ; beyond which, Hawton beau- 
tiful tower, on the other ſide the Trent, has a rich appearance. 

The church is dedicated to St. Michael, and conſiſts of a nave and a ſouth cemetry. 
On the church porch is a curious repreſentation. (See fig. 1.) The laſt rector here, 
was the Revd. Charles Sutton, now biihop of Norwich. | 

In the chancel, the tomb of fir William Sutton remains, mentioned by Thoroton. 
Him an! his l:dy are figured thereon. He is in armour, The figures are pretty well 
preferved ; but I judge not model.'d in any ſuperior ſtile. 

i Oppoſite to it is an ordinary monument, with two little diſconſolate cherubs, one 
, on either fide, to the memory of the righ! honourable Robert lord Lexington, deſcen- 
ded irom the Suttons. He had three wives of honourable deſcent. He died Oct. 12, 
1668, in the 74th. year of his age. 

The inſcription is profuſe in his praiſe. ** He was a loyal fubject, and lover of his

lord Lexington.)

The village con- 
tains 5o dwellings. Here is a broad wooden bridge over the Trent, of fingular con- 
ſtruction, apparently the moſt complex, man ever formed. 

The church is dedicated to St. Winfrid, has a nave and fide aiſles, and a handſome 
tower, with three bells, Within the rails of the altar is a tablet placed to the me- 
mory of Mrs Grace Fanſhawe, relitt of Thomas Fanſhawe, eſq; who died in 1763, 
aged 59. It has this quaint or rather uſeſul admonition:

A little tablet ſays, that Charlotte Lockwood was born at Florence in 1790, and 
died at Averham in 1792. 

In the ſouth cemetery, the burial place of the Suttons, is a fine monument, in mar- 
ble, to the memory of Robert Sutton, lord Lexington, who was employed in offices 
of ſtate under king William, and queen Ann. He died Sept. 19th. 1723. His la- 
dy, who was Margaret daughter and heir to fir Giles Hungerford of Colſton, in the 
county of Wilts, died April 17th, 1703, 

Lord Lexington and his lady are figured in marble, reclining on a ſort of matraſs. 
They are fine pieces of ſculpture ; but they are not, I think, in the happieſt poſition ; 
a reſting poſture is not the beſt conceived for one of an active life, like that of lord 
Lexington's. Nor do I think their being placed back to back is agreeable with a 
life of mutual affettion. He has one hand on a coronet, and in the other, he holds 
a book, open, the arm of which lies over a human ſcull. Sxx bears in her hand the 
ring of eternity. At the foot of the tomb is the following: _ 

% The familly of Sorro has flouriſhed-in this county from time immemorial.— 
In the year 1251, Rowland Sutton, married Alice, one of the ſiſters of, and co- 
heirs of Robert, lord Lexington; from this marriage iſſued in the 1 4th. degree, in

the houſe of Sutton, which had given earls to Warwick and Leiceſter, and lord to 
the barony of Dudley, and on the maternal ſide from one of the co-heirs of Robert 
lord Lexington. In conſideration of his ſteady loyalty to his Prince, was created 
lord Lexington, of Averham, in the 21ſt. of Charles the Firſt, Upon his death, 
which happened Oct. 13th. 1668, he was ſucceeded in honours and eſtate by his 
only ſon Robert, lord Lexington, here interred, who dying without iſſue male, leſt 
his eſtate to his only daughter, Bridget dutcheſs of Rutland, for life, afterwards to

This manor continued in the Burnell family till the death of D'Arcy Burnell, eſq; 
in 1772, who left it by-will to his heir at law, on condition of aſſuming his name and 
arms. A verdict of a jury, gave it to Peter Pegge, eſq; of Bouchief Abbey, in Der- 
byſhire, and Richard Briſtow, eſq; ſon of William Briſtow, eſq; mentioned in Beeſ- 
thorp, deſcended from two ſiſters, branches of that family. This Richard Briſtowe 
Burnell died in 1789, leaving his moiety of the lordſhip to Mary his widow, the pre- 
{ent poſſeſſor. 'This lordſhip is large and contains a great quantity of wood land. 
The hall houſe here is occupied by Mr. Pegge Burnell, who bought, a little before 
the death of Mr. Briſtowe, his ſhare of the houſe and park. _ f 
Winkburne chapel is ſituate near the Hall. It has a bold tower, and one aifle. ' In 
the chancel are two mural monuments, one for William Burnell, mentioned by Tho- 
roton above as having the grant from Edu ard the ſixth. He is figured in armour.— 
The other is a handſome marble one for D'Arcy Burnell, eſquire, who died in 1772. 
Here are alſo divers graveſtones for this family, many of which are illegible. This is

"FE great ſurvey made in the time of king William the firſt, ſhowes that part of 


Maplebeck was of the ſoc of Maunsfeld the kings own land, viz. as much as paid the 
tax for two bov. the land four bov. a: There three ſochm had one car. But 
the greater part of Mapleberge was ſoc to Cheneſale and Cheverſale (now Kneeſall' and Rerſall) 
which anſwered the geld for fourteen bov. The land being four car. I here had Giſle- 
bert de Gand (whoſe fee it was then become) one car. and nine ſochm. on ten bov. 4 


of this land, and five bordars, having four car. and thirty acres of meadow, paſture: 


wood one len. long, and three qu. broad. 
5. This was held anciently by the Burdons. John Burdon was a witneſs to the 


charter of Anneiſsa, the daughter of William the conſtable of Cheſter, wife of Euſtace 


Fitz-John, and ereat grandmother of Roger the conſtable of Cheſter.

ture for one hundred ſheep, five cows, and one bull, and eight oxen, and ten ſwine, 
and one horſe, and one maſage, ſcituate on the weſt part of the town for building the 


houfes, in which are contained fourteen ſelions, and ſeveral other farts, one having 


ſixteen ſelions, another ſix, beſides ſhrubs belonging to it: when he gave it, the monks, 
received him, his heir John, and hisown wife, into their fraternity, and to ſepulture,, 


and his body to be buried under their roof. For the better ſecurity of this alms he 


was to procure the confirmation of the conſtable of Cheſter, and did put to the ſeal of 


the chapter of Southwell, together with his own ſeal to this chartel.

John Burdon {ſon of this John the BenefaQtor to Rufford as I gueſs) married 
Alice, daughter of William de Bufton, who gave lands in that town to Blyth monaſ- 
tery, and brought a good augmentation to his family (as in that place will be noted) 
and by her had a fon named alſo John Burdon, who in the year 1224, confirmed his 
mothers gift to that monaſtery ; and likewiſe his ſiſter Baſilia's, and her daughter 
Amabilia's, the wife of Hingram Bluet, as did allo [ohn Burdon his ſon ; g. he allo 
made agreement with the abbat of Rufford, concerning his fathers and grandfathers 
gifts to Rufford, and augmented them, and at the intreaty of William the abbat his 
kinſman he gave him and the covent, Robert, ſon of Gaufr. the carpenter, with all 
his chattels, for which the ſaid abbat gave him half a mark of filver, and a quarter 
of wheat: The witneſſes to this were Robert de Muſcam, Hugh and Robert his 
ſons, &c.

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Here were very many ſeveral parcels in Beſthorp, Caunton, and Erlemagh given to the 
monaſtery of Rufford, h. by ſundry perſons in the former part of the reign of H. 3. as 
Hugh, ſon of Richard, ſon of Kyre de Calnathon, three acres of his fathers gift, and 
two of his own. Thomas de Muſchamp, ſon of Thomas de Muſchamp, releaſed 6s. 
of yearly rent, which the monks were wont to pay for the land, which they had of the 
gift of William, ſon of William de Beſthorp, in Beſthorpe, of his fee. The ſame Iho- 
mas confirmed a wong in the territory of Herleſhawe, lying between the land of Nic. Lu- 
pus, and Will.

CAUNTON contains as members, the manor and villages, or hamlets, of Beeſ- 
thorpe, Knapthorp and Earlſhaw, with Dean-hall, an odd farm houſe, which land to- 
gether amounts to 2839A. 2R. 16P. moſtly a red marley clay, with a common and 
large fields, in general good plow land. Beeſthorpe was ſometime after the conqueſt, 
the eſtate of the Beeſthorps, where that family had a feat. It is in ſize next to Caun- 
ton.—Earlſhaw lord{hip, adjoining to Beeſthorpe, was ſold in 1717 by the heirs of 
Thos. Mather, gent. whoſe anceſtors had it ſeveral generations, to 'I bos. Briſtowe, eſq; 
of Beeſthorpe, and William bis ſon, and is the entire property of Sam. Briſtowe, elq; 
with Beeſthorpe, excepting a few acres. The owners of Caunton are lord Middleton, 
who is the largeſt, lord Cheſterfield, Samuel Briſtowe, eſq; and ſeveral] others. 


The laſt lord of Caunton, in Thoroton, was one of the Willoughby family, who, 
(or his ſucceſſour) is ſaid to have fold the manor and farm now 6ol. per annum, to 
Taylor, a farmer. In the year 1735, William Taylor, alias Elvidge, (born il- 
legitimate) of Caunton, ſold the ſame to Mr. John Poynton, of Ulley, in Vorkſhire, 
who left it to his nephew, Mr. John Poynton, the preſent lord thereof, 
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D:ax-Hart, noticed above, 36 of Eliz. Richard Mansfield, gent. exchanged 
with Frances Harwar for Weſt Leke, (by Thoroton ſcems then to he Anthony Rooks- 
by's, gent.) lince fir Brian Broughton's, bart. Lady Broughton, his widow, had it in 
1731, and was ſold ſoon after by the family, to ſir George Savile, bart. who deviſed 
it, with other cſlates, to the preſent owner, the Hon. Mr. Savile. 

Warren's ancient capital meſſuage, noticed by Thoroton, in his account abov e, 
went by marriage to Thomas Briſtow, of Beelthorpe, above named, and continued 
with his poſterity till 1714, when John Briſtowe, gent. from a younger ſon of the 
Beeſthorpe family, fold it to Ald. Herring of Newark, whole fon, an attorney, lelt 
it, after his widow's deceaſe, to Mr. John Welby of Mulkam, and captain 'I'wenty- 
man, who about eight years ſince fold it to Mr. John Robinſon, ot Lincolnſhire. 

Earlſhaw Hall was an old noted houle ; ; but now only part of it remains, which 1s 
converted into a farm houſe. 

In Knapthorp in the liberty of Caunton, are about four or hive houſes. Since the 
Thorney's, the owners, mentioned by Thoroton, it has been fold twice, at leaſt.— 
The Rutland family bought it laſt, of the late Mr. Becher, of Southwell. The pre- 


ſent duke of Rutland is the owner. 


The church of Caunton is pretty large, and is dedicated to St. Andrew. It has a 


nave and lide iſles, with a tower and four bells. Here has been ſeveral old grave 


ſtones, but now they are moſtly worn away, or have been removed. In the chancel 


are two ſlones, for two vicars, viz. George and Thomas Leach, both died wuhin 


this century. 

The chapel, formerly a chantery, and the burial place of the Briſtowe's, was, 
{ome time ſince adorned with painted glaſs ; but now is deſtroyed or gone. Here is. 
an arch, in a wall, which ſometime contained a human figure, which is alſo gone.

THE ſeat of Samuel Briſtow, eſq; is a ſpacious manſion, it faces the turnpike 
road betwixt Newark and Workfop. A rivulet at the bottom of the pleaſure 
grounds, runs by Caunton church, thro' Willoughby, into the Trent. Contigious 
to the manor houſe, was an ancient chapel, which having been ſome time in dil- 
ule, and verging to ruin, the late William Briſtow, eſq; the beginning of this centu- 
1y, deſtroyed to enlarge a bowling green; near which were diſcovered human bones, 
and ſome blyer coins of king Henry and Edw. III. The charity ſchool alſo that 
was formerly here, is alſo no more. 

Ot this ancient family of Briſtow it may be obſerved, that in Thoroton, pages 123, 
199, and in ſeveral lublequent pages, the name ſhould have been de Burſtowe in- 
itead of de Burſtall, as 'tis certain from authentic records, that the family of Briſ- 
towe, in this county and eliewhere, deduce their origin from Fitzhamon, tempore 
king Stephen, of Norman deſcent, whoſe ſon Stephen Fitzhammon, living in the 
reigus of Henry IId. and Richard the Firſt, according to the cuſtoms of hos Ours, 
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aſſumed the name of his ſeat and manor, Burſtowe near Reygate, in Surry, where 
the elder branch of his poſterity reſided, had a park and were allo lords of Byſh and 
Lee near thereto, and lands in the counties of York & Nottingham. a. Sir John de 
Buritowe, knight, gave lands in the beginning of Edward the Firſt's reign, in Burl- 
towe, to lohn his ſon; allo fir John de Burſtowe, the 28th. of Edward the Firſt, 
gave lands. and tenements in Lee, &c, alorcſaid, to John de Burſtowe his ſon.— 
John Briſtowe, eſq; formerly written Burſtowe, 5. was cup-bearer to king Henry the 
Fourth, and lineal deſcendant from the ſaid far ſobhn, as were Nicholas and John 
Briſlowe, proprietors there, Tempore lenry VIII. with others more lately, as 
Thomas, Robert. John, members of the houſe of commons. John Briſtowe pofſei- 
ſed the manor of Beeſthorpe, was alſo an owner in Maplebeck and other places in 
the county of Nottingham, and one of the regarders of Sherwood Foreſt, in that 
countv, the 35th. year of king Henry the 8th, He left by Joan his wiſe, three 
ſons, John, Elis, William, and three daughters. In the year 1540, Anne Briſtowe 

gave to the faithful ſerv' ing God, &c. at the altar at Maplebeck by Beeſthorpe, ſun- 
dry ornaments and utenſils for their uſe at the ſaid altar. Thomas Briſtowe of Beel- 
thorpe, ſon of the laſt faid John, in the 38 of queen Elizabeth, had lands in Caun- 
ton, from Edward Fitzrandolphe of Hucknall in this county, and Raph Wadding- 
ton of Palterton in Derbyſhire, gent, In 1505, William Briſtowe, gent. brother 
to Thomas, bad poſſeſſion of Wadd: ington's lands, for Edward Cooke, which be- 
came Briſtow's. This Thomas lived to a great age, died in 1624, and had by his 
wife Katherin, daughter and heir of William Warren, of Caunton, gent. fix ſons 
and ſeven daughters; ſeveral of the ſons had property in this county, and elſewhere. 
John Briſtowe of Beeſthorpe, the eldeſt fon, married Ann, daughter and ſole heir 
of John Elſton, of Elſton, by whom he had that manor ; died in 1640, and left by 
her four ſons and one daughter. William, the eldeſt, married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Richard Hurſt, of Barrowby, com. Lincoln gent. and died in 1644 he had five 
ſons and fix daughters. Thomas, the youngelt, was rector of Screnby in that county, 
whoſe ſon, Thomas, paſſed his intereſt at Caunton, to Thomas Briſtowe, eſq; of 
Beeſthorpe, fon of the ſaid William, who married Jane, daughter to Norris Cave, 
eſq; of Grantham, com. Lincoln, ambaſſador in T urkey, by whom he had one ſon 
and fix daughters, viz. Thomas Briſtowe, of Beeſthorpe, eq; who married Bridget 
daughter of Matthias Brown. gent. of Billingbrough, in Lincolnſhire, died in 1719, 


leaving four ſons and two daughters; Richard, the eldeſt, a barriſter at law, died 


unmarried, in 1722, was ſucceeded by his next brother, William Briſtowe of Bec ſs 
thorpe, eſquire, a juſtice of peace for the county. John Briſtowe, eſq; of Edwin- 
ſtowe, in this county, third fon, was maſter of the Lyons, had by his wife two ſons 
and a daughter, Thomas, a major in the army, Edward, rector of Edwinſtowe, 
who left iſſue, but deceaſed, except the daughter. Thomas, fourth fon, atior- 
ney at law, married one of the daughters and coheirs of Mr. Bookey, of Woodford 
in Eſſex, by whom he had two ſons and two daughters, deceaſed, the plreent Mr. 
Thomas Briſtowe of Workſop, only excepted, who has an only daughter. 'This 
William Briſtowe had by his wife, daughter of Mr. Bookey aforeſaid, two ſons and 
two daughters, Richard, mentioned in Winkburn, decealed ; William, an attorney 
in London, alſo deceaſed. The eldeſt daughter was married to Mr. Matthew Fret-

T* Muſcham and Carletun, a manor belonging to St. Mary of Sudwell, before the con- 
queſt, anſwered the publick geld or tax, as four carucats and five bovats. The land 

was then returned ſuthc.ent for nine plows and an half, or nine car, 4. There arch- 
biſhop Thomas, whoſe fee it was, had two car. in demeſne, twenty fochni. ſeven vill, 
ſixteen bord. having ſix car. theie was a mill 2s. and ſixty fix acres of meadow, and 
fourſcore acres of ſmall wood. In the Confeſſours time it was valued at 15s. a. In 
the Conquerours, when the ſurvey was taken, at 10s, Here was another manor of 
the land of the Taynes which Sortebrand had before the Normans came, and for it 
paid the geld as fix bov, The land being one car. 4 Sericus held it of king William, 
and had there one ſochm. two bord. with two oxen in plow, and twelve acres of mea- 
dow, paſture wood one qu, long, and one broad. In king Edward the Confeſſours 
time this was alſo rated at 16s. but in king hyp at gs. 

There is a deſcent in the Monaſticon vol. 1. p. 963, which is alſo in the regiſter of 
Beauvale (the latter part whereof is erroneous) 115 Robert de Muſkam, ſeneſcal of Gifle- 
bert de Gaunt, was father of Hugh de Muſkam, who was A benefactor to Rufford, b. 
whoſe gifts king Stephen confirmed. 

This Hugh in the preſence, and by the conſent of his 5 Henry (Murdac) arch- 
biſhop of Yorke, who lived in that kings time, gave to that monaſtery all that part of 
the land of his fee of Muſcam, waich on the welt ſide of his park was {hut in with the 
bounds of three villages, viz. Kelum, Winkeburne, and Thorpe (now Middlethorp) and the 
ſeat of a grange in his park (which with what was noted in Kelum, made the hamlet or 
grange called Parkelathes) and the land on the ſouth fide of his park, where the houſe of 
Fulc ſtood, and a wong of his demeſne, near his park on the eaſt fide called Gentwode ; 
which laſt gift ke m-de, when he rendered himſelf to the fellowſhip of the monks, 
and by the hand of Mat. the abbat ; all which and ſundry others, Rob. de Muſchamp 
his ſon and heir confirmed. as he did alſo what his father gave in Shipley in Darbyſhire, 
adding to the new work of the church of Rufford, d. and after the finiſhing thereof to 
Lhe light of that church, for the ſouls of his father and mother, his own and his wives,

To this deed of 
Robert, ſon of Hugh de Muſcamp, were witneſſes, Roger the prior of Rufford, John 
the celerer, Roger de Novavilla, Erniſius the monk, Joſlenus de Novavilla, and others. 

Robert de Sipley, and William, his fon and heir, ſwore upon the holy goſpels in the 
preſence of their lord Robert de Muſcam, that they and their heirs would yearly at 
Pentecoſt owe half a mark of filver to the monks of Rufford, for what the ſaid monks had 
in Sipley, The witneſſes were Robert de Muſcam, Hugh his brother, Hugh and Ro- 
bert, ſons of the ſaid Robert, Walter de Scekebi, Adam the clark of Muſcam, William 
de Derby, G. Parvo, (ſmall or little) the cellerer of Ryfford. | 

Likewiſe Gilbert, ſon of Fulco de Kelum, in the preſence of his lord Robert de 
Muſcham, and in his court quit-claimed to the monks of Rufford, e. the ;toft of Fulc 
his father called Brunecroft, in the territory of Muſcam, in pure alms free and quiet, as 
the chartels of Hugh de Muſcham, and Robert his ſon teſtified ; and over and above 
gave them two acres and an half of arable land, lying on the ſouth part of the way 
which leads from the corner of the park of Muſcham towards Carleton, which Richard his 
brother gave them, and all that wong in the territory of Karleton, which Robert de Muſ- 
cham gave to the ſaid monks, with Robert his ſon buried at Ruford. The ſaid Gilbert 
gave alſo eleven acres and an half in the territory of Kelum, &c. [he witneſſes were 
William de Muſcam arch-deacon of Derbi, William Botiler of Hokerton, Walter Fitz- 
Pagan of Newerc, and Gaufr. his brother, Yvo le Walur, William, ſon of Warin de 
Newerc, Peter Beauwaleth, and Alan his brother, Henry, ſon of Willam de Kelum, 
Henry Ormal, Richard, ſon of Robert de Kelum, Peter de Kelum, Hugh the claik of 
Calnadton, Raph, ſon of Thomas de Hokerton. 

It appears that the ſons of Robert de Muſchamp died without iſſue. Hugh, el- 
deſt ſon of Robert de Muſchamp, by Idonea his wife had no heirs, neither had his 
brother Robert by Agnes, the ſiſter of Almeric de Gaſſi, knight, nor their brother 
Andrew, becauſe Raph de Greſeley 15 Joh. g. (as in Greſeley is ſhown) made fine to 
the king of five hundred marks for having the land which was Robert de Muſcbamp's, 
father of Iſabella, wife of the ſaid Raph, and that he miglt marry Agnes his daughter, 
to Robert Lupus (Love :) which marriage either came not to perfection, or Rob. Lu- 
pus died without iſſue ; for Hugh Fitz-Raph, and Agnes his wife, daughter and heir 
of Raph de Greſeley, in 12 f. 3. l. gave account of 151. for their relief of three knights 
ſees, which the ſaid Raph de Greſele, held of the honour of Peverell, Nott. viz. two 
in Claindon, and one in Greſele, with the appurtenances. 

i. Hugh Fitz-Raph for the ſafety (or health) of his own ſoul, and the ſouls of his 
two wives, and of Raph and Hugh his ſons, and all his anceſiors and ſucceſſours, gave 
to the monks of Ruford, a certain part of his wood of Muſchamp, near the grange, with 
the land in which the wood ſtood, and certain aratle land, viz, that part of wood and 
land which lay on the ſouth and weſt part of the new ditch, which the monks made

He was a great judge in the reigns of Edward 
the ſecond, and Edward the third; s. he died about 14 E. g. f. ſeiſed of this ma- 
nor, and left Henry le Scrop his ſon and heir, who was lord Scrop of Maſham, who 
had a filter Ivetta married to John, ſon of John Hotham of Bondeby, fon of Peter, 
brother of the great John Hotham, biſhop of Ely, and two ſiſters more, Conſtance, 
wife of Galfr. and Beatrix, wife of Andrew Lutte rell, and a brother Galfr.

It 
came after to the poſſeſſion of Raph Marſhall, a merchant of the ſtaple at Lincolne, 
in whole family it continued till Raph Marſhall in our times fold it (and all other 
the lands that belonged to the family, being a fair inheritance) to John Rotheram, 
a fix clark of the chancery ; and it was lately the inheritance of fir William Wil- 
loughby, baronet, deſcended from John Rotherams ſiſter, as in Normanton on Sore, 
or Selſton, may partly be ſeen; which ſir William having no legitimate iſſue, for 
names ſake, gave the lands he inherited here to Mr. Francis Willoughbies fon of 
Woollaton, and his they now are. 

South Carleton, heretofore the ſeat of the Marſhalls, he bought of Willoughby Pond, 
and as I think gave it, with other purchaſed lands, to his natural iſſue, which were 
Richard Revell alias Willoughby, and Hugh Willoughby (who died 1675.) 

Gernon or Garnon had a good freehold here (where the family hath continued 
above four hundred years) not very great or eminent, and fo hath that of Scrimſhire. 

Richard Skrymſher, Thomas Skrymſher, Henry Sutton, eſquire, William Skrym— 
ſher, clark, and Robert Hewes, 17 H. 8. b. claimed againſt Reginald Fawcett, two 
meſſ. four tofts, one hundred acres of land, twenty of meadow, and twenty of pal- 
ture, with the appurtenances in South Muſkam, and Carleton. William Skrymſher, 
eſq; died the 20 lan. 3 & 4 Ph. and Mar. c. Maud the wife of Henry Marſhall 
(named before) was his daughter and heir; he had lands in South Muſkam, North 
Muſkam, and Carleton. 

The reQory is appropriated to the church of Southwell, and makes a prebend call- 
ed South Muſkam prebend, which Henry de Sewell, clark, augmented (in the time of 
Henry the third) d. by the donation or gift of three tofts in the town of Suell, to Mr 
William de Marcham, canon of that church, and to his ſucceſlours canons of the 
prebend of Suth Muſchamp, &c. The witneſſes to the chapters certificate of his deed 
were, Mr. William de Marcham, fir Robert de Lexington, Richard de Sutton, ca- 
non of Suell, Mr. Peter de Lexington, fir Henry de More, William the ſacriſt. 
Thomas de Barra, chaplains, John de Augir, Robeit de Barra, John de Suwell, 
clark, and others,

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; e. The owners or freeholders of South Muſkham, and South Carleton in 1612, are 
ſaid to be William Willoughby, knight, Raph Barton, eſquire, Thomas Powdrell, 
eſquire, the heirs of Thomas Greaves, Henry Garnon, Henty Saxton, Francis Wort- 
ley, three meſſ. three cottages, three pounds, and ſeventy ſeven acres of land. 

Mr. William (fon of William) Wolhouſe, ſold his lands at North Muskham very late- 
T5 Mr. William Welby, and hath ſince purchaſed Firbeck (com. Ebor) of fir Francis 
ane. 
The vicarage of South Muskham was eight marks, but now is 41. value in the kings 
books, the prebendary continueth patron.

Mr. John Welby, and Mrs. Higgins, occupiers here, are people of 
note, the former as being a deſcendant of a reſpectable ancient family, and the latter 
for her exemplary induſtry and hoſpitality, This, with North Muſkam, form a large 
village, 

The church is dedicated to St. Wilfrid, it is a good tower with three bells.

Peter de Burgo had a ſhare here, which paid for ten bovats. Ihe land four car. 
There was then in demeſne one car. and two ſochm. on two bov. and and half of land, 
five vill. and three bord. having one car. and an half, and two mills 208. and one waſte, 
[waſtum] and half a piſcary, and thirty acres of meadow : In the Confeſſours time the 
value was 60s. then 40s. but the principal and greateſt thare was of the fee of Goisfrid 
de Alſelin, a. whereof before the Normans came one Ulvric had for his manor thiee 
bov. to the geid. The land four car. There in demeſne was one car. and four vill. 
ſeven bord. having one car. and an half; there was a mill 10s. and twelie acres of 
meadow : In the Confeſſours time 40s. then 303. There was another part rated to 
the geld at two car. 4. The land four car. In demeſne were three car. fix ſochm. five 
vill. two bord. with two car. There were two mills 20s. forty acres of meadow, forty 
acres of wood, in former time 1008s. value, then 4l. Tochi held it for a manor. 
There was ſoc four tov. ad Geldam. The land one car. It was then (viz. when the 
Conqueronr took the ſurvey) waſte, there were twelve acres of meadow. There was 
ſoc in Carleton one bov. of land for the tax, there were two ſochm. having nothing. — 
Here was another manor of the land of the Layns which Stuvard had before the con- 
queſt, and paid to the geld for three bovats. The land being certified then to be ſuf— 
ficient for three plows, or three carucats. There Siuvard afterwards had two bordars, 
and one mill 10s and twelve acres of meadow : In the Confeſsours time this was but 
48. in the Conquerours 16s. value. | 
b, Baldwin de Paunton held a knights fee in North Muſcham of the abbat of Peterlumgt, 
and Thomas de Muſchamp held another of the fee of Robert de Everingham, wroſe 
anceſtor Raph de Alſelin founded Shelford, to which monaſtery this church belonged, 
and was appropriate, and with it, 29 H. 8. granted to fir Michael Stanhope, knight, 
or at leaſt within a year or two after, as in Shelford may be obſerved,

34 E. 1. betweeen 
Richard, fon of John de Haryngton, and Amicia his wife, quer. and John de Ha- 
rington, deforc. of the manor of Muſkham, with the appurtenances, and of 20]. rent 
in Harington and 4ſwardeby in Lincolneſhire, The jury, 18 E. 2. found that Richard 
de Harington held the manor of North Muſtham of ohn de Haryngton by the lervice 
of 2s. per annum ; and that John de Haryngton, {on and heir of Richard, was then 
above ſeventcen years old, John de Haryngton chr. who held Grendon in Northamp- 
tonſhire as the right of Elizabeth his firſt wife, by whom he had two daughters Anne, 
wife of John Carnell, and Iſabell of Hugh Fairefax, had alſo a daughter Alice by 
his ſecond wife, who it ſeems about 51 E. g. g. was a co heir of his eſtate at Paunton 
in Lincolneſhire, and Wiſſenden in Rutland, and here at Nc» th Muskham. 

Philip de Paunton, knight, had a ſon and heir called Thomas, who had three ſons, 
Baldwin, and two Johns ; Baldwin the eldeſt by Joane his wife, had a ſon named 
John de Paunton, who left Alice his wife a widow, and had no iſſue ; ſhe was alter 
married to Thomas Tachewell of Wi/fenden, againſt whom William de Exton, and 
Margery his wiſe, couſin and heir of the ſaid John de Paunton, late huſband of the 
laid Alice, were plaintiffs at the aſſizes at Okeham, 2 R. 2. K. for lands in Menden, 
which Margery was daughter of John, ſon of the elder John, ſon of Thomas de

William Fayrfax, and Elena his wife by a fine, 32 H. 6. 1. wherein William 
Marſchall, Robert Doyle, elquire, Stephen Marlchall, and Francis Furnivale, 
clerk, were complainants, conveyed the manor of North Muskham, called Haryng- 
tons manor, with the appurtenances in North Muskham, Batheley, aud Holme, to the 
ſaid William Mareſchall and his heirs. | 

William Skypwith, and Thomas Bingham, 37 H.6. k claimed it in a recovery 
againſt William Fayrfax, eſquire, Robert Doyle, eſquire, and the reſt, In another, 
6 H. 7. J. William Lamiſter, chaplain, and John Maxhey, chaplain, claimed againlt 
Richard Curteys, eſquire, the manor of Vor Muskham, with the appurtenances, 
and fix meſſ. two hundred acres of land, twelve of meadow, fourteen of paſture, and 
16s. rent, with the appurtenances in North Muskham and Newerk. 

Mm Robert, ſon of Thomas, ſon of Alexander de Muſklam, gave to God and 
the church of Stanley Park, and the canons there (of the order of the Præmonſtra— 
tenſes) ſerving God, in pure alms, the moyety of the mill of Batkker, with the ſite

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and ſequel, water, and the fiſhing of the whole water, and work of the men of the 
land of fir Thomas his father, and of their heirs, with three ſelions of land extending 
from the ſaid mill to the kings ſtreet, ſaving the multure of the houſe of his father, 
which Thomas his brother, who was a knight, confirmed, as he did the gifts of Wil- 
liam, ſon of Raph de Batheley, of all his lands in Muskham, Holme, and Batheley, 
and the ſervices and homages of Henry de Batheley his brother, and of Hugh de 
Holme, and Adam the clark of Mustham and their heirs, and the gifts which Roger 

de Batheley his brother had made likewiſe. This {ir Thomas gave to thoſe monks 
all his claim in a place called Go/ewong, where their grange ſtood, and liberty to in- 
clole it. He had a daughter named Emma, the wiſe of Godetr. Mareſcall (poſſibly 
the anceſtor of the family of that name here ſeated) and a fon called Thomas, who 
confirmed and added to the ſaid monaſtery of Dale, as did his ſon Thomas de North 
Muſkham. n.

In Batheley there yet remains a branch of the family of Scrimſhire, which have been 
reſident and owneis of land in theſe hamlets and towns of Muskams, above four hundred 
years. 2. The firſt I have taken notice of was Hugh le Skirmeſſour, and Chriſtian his 
wife, about king Johns time ; moſt of them have been named William.

ol Staffordſhire, Edwin Schrimſhire of Aqullate, deſcended from theſe in this county, as 
his patent for his creſt dated about 26 Eliz. which he ſhowed me afhrms, attempting the 
ſame ſor himſelf : but being groen acquainted with this young man, and having no 
children himſelf, he appeared willing to aſſiſt the ſaid Mr. Wright, on this newly dif- 
covered kinſmans behalf, but after ſome expence of time and money, the buſineſs fell 
to nothing. |

of Nort Muskham in the church of St. Mary of Southwell, recovered his ſeiſin of 25s.

d. John de Beauver paſſed to Adam de Everingham, his heirs or aſſigns two ox- 
gangs (or bovats) lying next the ſun of his five tov. in Holme, and amongſt the reſt 
two acres extending towards the park of Robert Conſtable, &c. The witneſſes were 
Gerard Salvayn, Robert Conſtable, Robert Torny, Raph Foliot, &c. 

The hamlet of Holme ſeems to be on the other ſide of the Trent, but is not fo, for 
that betwixt North Muſkam and Holme, is but a new ſtream, and the old current was be- 
yond the utmoſt part of Holme, and that ditch now dryed up, is ſtill the limits between 
the wapentaks of T hurgarton a Lee, and Newarke. Holme did belong to fir Thomas Bar- 
ton, a man of great poſſeſſions in Lancaſkire, whoſe anceſtor, a merchant of the ſtaple, 
built a fair ſtone houſe, and a fair chapel like a pariſh church at this place. In the 
windows of his houſe was this poſie, 

I thanke God, and ever ſhall. 

It is the Sheepe hath payed for all. 
A thankful and humble acknowledgement of tle ineans whereby he got his eſtate- 
which now remains to the lord Bellaſis, ſometime governour of Newark, as I t{ke it.— 
The lands belonging to Rufford (being a grange) were granted at the diſſolution, 29 
H. 8. to the earl of Skrowsbury. 

John Gelſton had lands here, which Edmund Claxton of Balderton got, and left to 
his three daughters mentioned in T horoton, ſome whereof came to Scrimſhire.

LORDSHIP. Joſeph Pocklington, eſq; late of Carleton, and Pocklington's 
Iſland, on Keſwick lake, in Cumberland, is Leſſee, and poſſeſes the principal eſtate 
in the pariſh, and is now building, at the extremity of it, one of the moſt ſpacious 


and 


f: MAT. J. M. g. Ib, 
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and commodious houſes poſſeſſed by any private gentleman in the county, (a.) the 
other proprietors are Mr. Richard Welby, (a deſcendant of one of that name men- 
tioned by Thoroton in South Muſkam,) his grace the duke of Newcaſtle, Mr. To- 
ott of Nottingham, and the Corporation of Newark. 

This village is upwards of a mile in length; but conſiſts only of one ſtreet. Im it 
is the houle of William Dickinſon Raſtall, eſq; called Muſkam Grange. / 6. } 

The church is dedicated to St. Wilfrid, and ſtands nearly in the centre. It is 
large, but not apparently older than the reign of Edward III. It has a ſquare tow- 
er with three bells, a nave and fide aiſles. In the chancel are two monuments, one 
1s a plain altar tomb with this epitaph : 


Here lieth the corpſe of Thomas Smith, 
Meat for worms to feed therewith, 

Whole foul is gone to God on hie, 

Through Chriſt's merits and God's mercie, 
Whole body I hope (hall rile again,

This Thomas Smith left an eſtate to the poor of North Muſkam, and another to 
thoſe of Sutton in this county, and a ſmall fee to the officiating miniſters of theſe two 
pariſhes, for ſome occaſional ſermons which ſtill continue to be preached,

Ca.) The family of Pocklington, we are told by Raſtal, take their name from the town of Pock- 
lington in the Eaſt Riding of Yorkſhire, whence they originally came. Of this family was Dr. Pock- 
Ungton, whole writings were condemned by Parliamevt, in the reign of Charles the Firſt. Another 
of this family was friendly to that Monarch, William Pocklington of Collingham, who was one of 
the Grand Jury at Nottingham, who ſent inſtructions to the Knights of the Shire, during the violent 
debates in the year 1642, (SEE Vor. II. Pact 52.) 

6. This houſe has lately claimed ſeveral owners, It conſiſts of an old and new part. The former

IN Nortwell, St. Mary of Sudwell had twelve bov. ad Geldam for a manor. The land 
was for fix plows, or fix carucats. a. There were two car. in demeſne, and twenty 
two vill. three bordars, having ſeven car. There was a church and a prieſt, and

belonging to it, into the poſſeſſion of Mr. Guſtavus Broughton, After his deceaſe it was purchaſed 
by a Mr. Cooper, and of his Executors, by the late Bryan Cooke, eſq: of Doncaſter, He ſold it to 
Joſeph Pocklington, eſq; who, after adding conſiderably to it, fold it to Mr. Jn Battle, of whom 
the preſent owner bought it in 1789. This gentleman has made an addition of two wings to it, with 
convenient offices, He has allo planted a pretty extenſive pleaſure ground, andin other reſpetts has 
much improved it. William Dickinſon, the now proprietor, is the only ſon of the late William Ral-

Here is an old recumbent figure not noticed by 'Thoro- 
ton, in armour. This is ſuppoſed to be for a Whalley. In the chancel windows 
are the arms mentioned by Thoroton, and allo painted glaſs repreſenting portions of 
ſcripture hiſtory.

Mr. Raſtall has preſerved a curious memorandum or two, in the reign of Henry 
the 4th. as follows: 

Memorandum —That all the tenants of the Lord, in bondage, as well free as 
natives, in Norwell, Woodhouſe, and Willoughby, whereof three only are natives, 
being charged to declare the truth, concerning the cuſtoms and ſervices of their te- 
nements, ſay, that every one holding a bovate of land, or any meſſuage in the place 
of a bovate, ought to plough one day in ſowing time in the winter, receiving from 
the Lord, for that work, wheaten bread and peaſe to the value of three pence, and 
to harrow with one horſe, receiving, for the ſame, bread to the value of two pence ; 
likewiſe he is bound to do the ſame ſervices, at Lent ſowing, at the ſame price: al- 
ſo to weed with an hoe, for which he is to receive bread to the value of an halfpenny ; 
he ought allo, together with his companions, to. mow the Lord's meadow in Northyng, 
containing thirteen acres, for which he and the reſt of the mowers of the ſame mea- 
dow, whole number is twenty-four, ſhall eat in the Prebendal-houſe as follows :— 
firſt, they ſhall have bread and beer, potage, beef, pork, and lamb, for the ſirſt 
courſe ; and for the ſecond, broth, pigs, ducks, veal or lamb roaſted; and, aſter 
dinner, they are to fit and drink, and then go in and out of the hall three times, 
drinking each time they return, which being done, they ſhall have a bucket of beer, 
containing eight Haggons and an half, which bucket ought to be carried on the ſhoul- 
ders of two men through the midſt of the town, from the Prebendal-houſe unto the 
aforeſaid meadow, where they are to divert themſelves with plays the remainder of 
the day, at which plays the Lord ſhall give two pair of white gloves. On the day 
following, the mowing ſhall be made into. heaps, for which work they ſhall have 
from the Lord four pence only, to drink; and when the hay ſhall have become dry, 
all the twenty-four tenants ſhall carry the ſame unto the manſe of the Prebend, and 
and there houſe it, for which they ſhall have, in bread, to the value of a penny per

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cart load, and each perſon aſſiſting thereat (called Treaders) ſhall have, for his uork, 
bread, in value an halfpenny ; and the aforeſaid twenty-four tenants ſhall mow thiee 
acres of the Lord's meadow in the Moor, and they, with the Toſſers, carrying the hay 
from the ſame meadow, {hall toſs it once, and every one working thereat ſhall have, 
from the Lord, bread, to the value of an halfpenny ; and the Lord ſhall diſpoſe of the 
reſt ; and every tenant holding an entire bovate of land, ſhall, with his companions, 
reap, &c, the Lord's corn, from the beginning to the end of Autumn, with two men, 
receiving from the Lord, each day, for every one at work, bread to the value of one 
penny and three herrings : likewiſe every tenant ſhall carry two cart loads of corn from 
the fields of Norwell to the manſe of the Prebend, and {hall not therefore receive ſrom 
the Lord, any thing; and, at the end of Autumn, the Lord ſhall give, to all his te- 
nants ſo mowing, four pence, to drink, and one pair of white pigeons.”

There were two car. with one vill. fix bord. and four 
acres of meadow, when the Conquerours ſurvey was made, being then valued at 10s, 
but in former times had been 20s. value. Ihis if it belong not to Willughby, by Wales.

Willughby on the Wolds in Ruſkcl:ff Hundred, were Erwin was certainly an owner, and 
Roger Pictavenſis alſo, as in that place may be ſeen.

From the White Book, Mr. Raſtall has given the following: 

In the White Book is an agreement between the Prebendary of Norwell and the 
Rector of Crombwell, a contigious pariſh, reſpetting ſome diſputed tithes. The 
agreement is dated 1371, and determines, © that the Rector of Crombwell, for the 
time being, and his ſucceſſors, ſhall receive al} titheable thraves, which amount, in 
number, to fifty-two, and a from perſons inhabiting fifteen tenements in the ſaid 
town of Crombwell, and alſo all other real and and perſonal tithes ariſing from thoſe 
tenements, &c. And in recompence for the ſaid thraves, &c. the two Prebenda- 
ries of Norwell ſhall receive an annual penſion of one pound fix ſhillings and e'ght- 
pence.” This agreement received the confirmation of John, Archbiſhop of York, 
in 1371, as I ſuppoſe, though in the White Book written 1351, which is twenty 
years before the agreement, and when William Zouch was Archbiſhop. 

This village is ſmall, but it has one of the beſt parſonage houſes in the midland 
parts of the kingdom, much improved by the laſt incumbent the Rev. Dr. Raſtall, 
whoſe truly chriſtian and friendly hoſpitality therein, will long be remembeard. I

Here reſteth the bodies of William Cartwright, eſquire, late ford of this manor of 
Offinzton, patron of this church; and of Grace his wife, young ſt daughter and co-heir 
of Thomas Dabridgcourt of Langdon Hall, in the county of Warwick, eſquire; by whom 
he had iſſue Mary, married to Thomas Rockly, Fulk, Dorothy married to Thomas 
Broome; George deceaſed z; Thomas, Chriſtian, William, and Elizabeth deceaſed ; 
William, John, Elizabeth, and Hugh: and deceaſed the laſt of December, in the year 
of our Lord, 1602. He was ſon and heire of George Cartwright, and of Dorothy 
fole heir of William Molineux. The aforeſaid Grace departed this life the 20th. day of 
March, in che year of our Lord 1633. 


OSSING TO N. 


THE lordſhip here is owned by John Deniſon eſq. it is almoſt throughout beautiful - 
ly adorned with woody grounds, ſome of which are extenſive, but in an infant ſtate. 
The whole in time, will be a ſplendid embelliſnment to the ſeat of that gentleman, 


OSSINGTON HALL, 


Which is a dwelling of more magnitude than ſplendor, has a fine park and pleaſure 


grounds in an improving ſtate, in which the hand of induſtry, and a mind fraught with 
taſte, are viſible, 


Ihe view preceding, is from that given by Thoroton, which having an hiſtorical no- 
tice, could not be withheld, by the proprietor of this work, from the public. It 
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appears from hiſtorical document that it was materially damaged during the civil war 
of the laſt century. Thoroton's words, on this ſubjed, are engraven upon the plate 
of the view of the houſe thus * A proſpe& of Oſſington Houſe from the ſield on the 
welt fide, as it now is, ſome part of it having been ruined in the late rebellious war.“ 
(a.) This houſe, which was owned by the Cartwrights about that time, as 'Thoro- 
ton obſerves and who married into the family of Cranmer, continued in the poſſeſſion 
of that family till it became extinct; the laſt of that line being females, four in 
number, jointly ſold it to William Denniſon, a great merchant, in the woollen line, 
at Leeds in Yorkſhire. This gentleman died at Bath, in 1782. It has been {aid of 
him, I know not with what truth, that he died poſſeſſed of 500,000]. moſtly acquired 
by buſineſs. He ſerved the office of high ſheriff of the county in 1779. A magnih- 
cent Mauſoleum has been erected here lately, to ſhelter his remains. 

The church or chapel here is dedicated to Holy Rood, is newly built, as is alſo the 
Hall. It has a kind of doom like tower, with five bells. The tombs, arms, &c. in 
the preceding plate, are taken from 'Thoroton; Patron, William Cartwright, ciq; 
Propr. Knights Templars. Incumbent, Revd. John Charleſworth.

Inthe 
Confeſſours time it was 81. when the ſurvey was made in the Conquerours but zl. va- 
lue. It had ſoc in Normentune, and in Eſtoches, and in doomſday book is accounted 
in Bernde/law wapentak.

I remember when I paſſed over the foreſt, from Nottingham, towards this place, 
near the rabbit warren of Mrs. Shirebrock, of Oxon, I was ſhewn a ſtone, in a field, 
on the right, which is vulgarly called Robin Hood's p-ſs-pot. This ſtone appears no— 
thing more than the baſe of a pillar, or croſs, which might ſerve, originally, for a di- 
reQion ſtone over this part of the foreſt. The circumſtance of there being an old houſe 
near this ſpot where it 1s ſaid, before time, was a dwelling much reſorted to by bold 
Robin and his font men, might give riſe to the vulgar tradition. ; 

On the left of this ſtands a farm houſe, of a pleaſing appearance, belonging to fir Ro-

bert Sutton, of Norwood near Southwell. The foreſt all the way hither, is lately laid 
out in large farms, which are much improving. Arnald lordſhip takes in a vaſt ſweep. 

Bildeſthorp lordſhip is owned by the hon. Lumley Savile, whoſe ſeat is at Rufford 
about three miles diſtant ; it is encloſed, and contains about 1300 acres, partly clay, 
and partly ſandy ſoil. This was ſometime the eſtate of fir Brian Broughton. 

The village lies diſtant from Newark 12 miles, 5 from Southwell, 8 from Manſ- 
field, and 15 from Nottingham. Dwellings about 40, the inhabitants of which, I 
cannot help obſerving, appear to live comfortably and happy. In an hall houſe near 
the church, it is ſaid king Charles the firſt was ſecreted ſometime. | 

The church is a neat little place of worſhip, dedicated to St. Margaret. The date, 
on the tower, 1663, towards the building of which, I find, ſome land was given, in 
in the field of Ekering, in 1662. Bells 2. In addition to what Thoroton ſays. a- 
bove, of Biſhop Chappel being buried here, the following I copied from the regiſ- 
ter of this pariſh, ſhewn me, at my requeſt, by the very ubliging incumbent of Bil- 
diſthorp. 

” iGo William Chappel Lord Biſhop of Cork and Roſs in Ireland, buried the 
ſixteenth of May at Billtrop, - but deceaſed at Darby the fourteenth of May being 
Whitlunday and ſo entered into the eternal reſt, Gave gl. ſor the Poor.“

Robert de Gant certified that earl Gilbert his brother in his own court [diſrationa- 
vit] cleared his demeſne of Eikring of purpreſture, and in the fame court gave it all to 
the abbv of Rufford.

f. Wulſi, fon of WIf de Eycring gave three acres to the monks of Rufford, which he 
held of them, which were of the demeſne of Walter de Gaunt, and earl Gilbert de 
Gaunt his ſon, belonging to that part of the demeſne of Rufford which the monks held, 
who for the love of God, and brotherly charity were to keep Godwin, ſon of the ſaid 
Wulfi, till he ſhould be of age, in their houſe, and there if he would Le made a con- 
vert, he ſhould be received in the order of converts, but if he would not they ſhould

Gaufr. de Eycring for the health of his ſoul, and his wifes, and ſor the health (or 
ſafety) and honour of Walter his brother, whom the monks of Rufford took into their 
congregation, gave them a certain parcel of land between the bounds of Eycring and of 
Cratele, called Elfe lands of Eicring : to his deed (whereto he affixed the ſeal of his lord 
Gilbert de Gaunt earl of Lincolne) his own fon Henry de Eycring was a witnels, 

Roger de Meinill, by the conſent of Agnes his wife, who was the daughter of 
Hoſbert de Capella, gave one acre, and one rode of land, 

Robert de Bella aqua, and Dionyſia his wife, gave two toſts, and Ranulf, ſon of 
Ranulf Heleweis, who held them, with his chattels and whole ſequel], ſaving to them 
and their heirs, their other ſervants. William de Bella aqua, fon of \Villiam de Belia 
aqua, releaſed 25. yearly, which he was wont to receive of the ſaid mouks for two toſts 
in Eycring : and ſo did Thomas, ſon of William de Bella aqua. . :

to her deed were witneſſes Thomas de Bella aqua, Robert le Vavaſor, William le Bo- 
tilher, &c. | 

1. Robert Scarlett, and Beatrix his wife, in the preſence of their lord Roger de Hay- 
ra, and of their lady Mitildis de Hereford his wife, and in their hands, before the Ali- 
mot of Aicring by wood and wand [lignum & baculum] rendred and quit-claimed to 
the monks of Rufford thoſe two bovats of land in Aicring, which fometime had been Ou- 
grims, the foreſter of Walter de Gant, for which the monks gave him a ſhe-goat, and 
his wife a cow, and granted them the toft for 4d. per annum, during both their lives: 
to their deed. they alſo put to the ſeal of their ſaid lord Roger de Hayra, Cog de Karla- 
ton was a witneſs.

Ra ph de Hereford in the preſence of the court of earl Simon, recogniſed and render- 
ed to the ſaid monks the alms of earl Gilbert, in the hand of abbat Elias, whereof con- 
troverſie had been between them. Robert, ſon of Raph de Hereford, was to hold ſome 
of thoſe lands, during his life, by another agreement between him and the abbat. 

J. William, ſon of Richard Foliot, demiſed to Walter de Winkeburnc 10l. land in 
Ekeringe, or term of his life, which Walter aſterwards thereof infecfted Hugh de Birne 
& his heirs, & afterwards the ſaid William enfeoffed thereof Walter de Stirkeley, and 
Alice his wife, and their heirs, who, 10 E. 1, recovered their ſeſin accordingly, the 
Jury Anding, as before is ſaid, that Walter de Winkeburne had but eſtate for life.

9. The jury, 16 E. 2, found that John de Somery held the manors of War/op and 
Ekering, (except the advowſon of the churches of the ſaid towns) for term of life, of 
John de Sutton, (ſon of Richard) and that Margaret, then aged thirty years, wife of 
the ſaid John de Sutton, and Joane aged twenty nine, the wile of Thomas Bottetourt 
were ſiſters and heirs of the laid John de Somery (lord Dudley) who had lands in 
the ſeveral counties of Warwick, Stafford, Berks, Surry, Southampton, Worceſter,

This manor deſcended with Orton, Warſop, and Sutton upon Trent, to Roger earl 
of Rutland, who ſold it, and ſo it was the poſſeſſion of Robert earl of King ſton, and 
continues the inheritance of the right honourable th: marqueſs of Dorchefter his ſon. 

That which the monaſtery had came with Rufford from the earl of Shrowſbury, by 
deſcent, tothe preſent lord Hallifax.

e. William de Amundevill alfo releaſed to the abby of Rufford his right and claim 
in Cratela, as earl Gilbert had given it, for which he was received into the ſraternity of 
the houſe ; and when he ſhould die, the monks were to do for him as for one of them- 
felves, and he had thirty marks of hlver and ten cows, but he received only ten marks, 
and the ten cows, till he ſhould procue the ſaid Hugh, ſon of Raph, to come into the- 
court of earl Simon to perſe& the fore-mentioned exchange, which he did, as before 
is noted, elſe he {ſhould have given back both his money and kine. 

The abbat of Rucford, ꝙ Joh. accounted for ten maiks for licence to make hou- 
ſes, and ſet down hedges on his land near Welkag, upon the great way to defend his 
wood, which the men of Welhag were wont to ſteal, yet ſo as he thould not ſtop the kings 
high-wav. 


The towaſhip of Welhah, 11 Joh. gave account of twenty marks for throwing 
down the houſes of the monks of Rucford. 

Wellhagh 'tis likely was in the great ſurvey of king William, involved in Cratela, tho® 
it hath uſually gone with Grymeſton, of which I find part was Soc to Maunsfeld, the kings 
great mznor, viz. two car. which paid the geld for half a car. and four bov. hk. It 
was a Beru, and the king had in Grymęſton two car. eight vill one bord. having 
The king had alſo a manor in Grymeſton rated to the geld. at four bov. of land. The 
land two car. (It was, or hid) a Beru in Maunsfeld There three ſochm. three bord. 
had two car. two acres of meadow, paſture wood half a leu. long, four qu. broad. Soc 
of this manor in Grin ſton one bov: I. to the geld, the land two bov: There two ſochm: 
hid half a car. "There was Soc alſo in Schidrintune, in Milgebi, and Waleſby, in Beſthorpe, 

and Carleton, and in Francsfeild. 
2. 'Theie was an allize in the time of king John, between the abbat of Rufford, and 
William, fon of Robert, and others, concerning common of paſture in Grymston and 
Wellehagh, &c. "The abbat pleaded that they could not claim nor have any common 
of paſture in the paſture of the ſaid abbat, nor he in theirs, becauſe the ſaid paſtures. 
were of divers baronies (or lordſhips) viz. of the barony of Robert de Cundy, and the 
barony of Gilbert de Gaunt, and that bounds were made between them, that neither

wood; and further the abbat ſaid that it was otherwiſe pleaded between them before

commons; and that they then fell into the kings hands, and then were adjudged to 
pay the abbat damage, &c. and the ſaid men pleaded, that it never was before the 
faid juſtices, and thereupon put themſelves upon the jury. 

. Henry de Sav, 1 II. 3. bad the manor of Grimſlon, which was Robert Bar- 
dolfs as long, Kc. Howbeit I take the family of Foliot to have had it long before. 

J. Simon de St. Liz, the carl, conſirmed to the monaſtery of Rifford two bov. 4 
in Holme, which Elias Foliot gave, which Hugh and Swane held 

qm. ordan Foliot, 13 H. 3. gave account ol five marks becauſe he was not pro- 
tected. Richard Foliot, 36 II. 3. u. had free-warren in Gr:im/ton, and 48 H. 3. o. 
had power to embattel the dwelling houle of his manor of Grimeston ; in 82 H. 3. 5. 
he had market and fair at Wellehagh. 

9. In the year 1290, Richard Foliot, knight, remitted to the abbat of Rd all 
complaints and exattions, which he had againlt the monks, ſo that nobody ſhould 
trouble them in his name; and he promiſed them on his military faith, that he would 
procure fir Jordan his ſon, to confirm the confirmation he made of tenements in Wel- 
hat, if poſſibly he could.

and after to his ſecond wife had Brigit, the only heir of Robert Roos of Ingmanthorp, by 
whom he had Gilbert and Peter. This woman after her huſbands death, married one 
Richard Clark, and as the inhabitants ſay, by her own misfortunes and the wicked un- 
thriftineſs of her ſon the ſaid Gilbert Roos, the laſt lord of Laxton of this noble race, was

The church is one of thoſe, in this part of the county, it ſhould ſeem, that was 

neither viſited by Dr, Thoroton nor his draughtsmen.

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but it was rich in church antiquity ; but now, alas! we can only contemplate on the 
Preſent and the paſt ; and by compariſon feel for impious neglect. 

This church is dedicated to St. Michael, has a fine ſpacious nave and fide ailes; a 
large chancel, and a fine tower with 5 bells. The north cemetery, which was doubtleſs 
choſen as a reſting place for the pious founders of, and benefactors to this place, is the 
fouleſt man ever ſaw. I will attempt a deſcription of it without the ſmalleſt exaggera- 
tion. The floor and old ſtones are completely covered with coals, coal-ſlack, cinders, 
fire-wood, ſtraw, lime, broken bricks and ſtone, haſſocks & floor-mats torn in pieces, 
ladders, an old ſeive, broken ſcuttles, and ſpades ; bruſhes without handles, and han- 
dles without bruſhes, mortar boards and mortar, reeds, tiles, ſoot, broken glaſs, dog's 
dung and 

Under the arch, that leads into this place of filth, ſands an old tomb almoſt 6 ſeet 
high, on which lie three figures, ſeemingly a knight and his two wives; but ſo cover- 
ed with duſt, that I found it difficult to ſketch them. The annexed plate, g. 2. 
repreſents the figures. Oppoſite, in the chancel, is an alabaſter trunk of ancther 
figure, on an old mutilated tomb, head and armleſs. On the ſouth fide of the church 
lies a looſe head, probably once belonging to the trunk above named. Near which lies 
part of a croſs legged knight, repreſented fig. 4. On another old abuſed tomb lies 
another trunk of the figure of a man; below which, a figure is repreſented, fig. 3, 
ſame plate. While I viewed with indignation, the inſulting devaſtations around me, 
the deeds of the modern Goths and Vandals, in France, ruſhed, like a rapid ſtream, 
into my mind: in idea, 1 ſaw the atrocious, if not ſimilar, deſtruction of the arts in 
the churches of that once fair country. How has it happened that not one foſtering 
hand has been found in Laxton or its neighbourhood, to ſhelter theſe monuments of 
our fore-fathers fiom the moſt ſhameful abuſe ? Could not their uplifted hands, and 
their proſtrate bodies in the ſolemn acts of prayer for mercy, command reſpec nor pity ? 
Is it left for the preſent age to deſpiſe, contemn, or neglect, the memorials of the pi- 
ous, the charitable, and the good; the founders of cur holy ſanctuaries, the munih- 
cent patrons of religious eſtabliſhments, whoſe zeal for the ſervice of God was ever 
marked with dutiſulnefs and obedience ? | ;

: m. 5 Robert de Laxton for the health of his ſoul, and for the fouls of Richard his 
father, and Matilda his mother, gave and confirmed to the monaſtery of Rufford, 
the gift which the ſaid Richard his father gave to them, viz. one bovat in Waleſby, 
which William the clark held, and two toſts with a croft and meadow adjoining in 
K:rketon, and twenty acres af arable, with meadow, &c. and the wood which the 
ſaid Richard de Laxton had of Alan Lancelene. He likewiſe granted them the wood 
which his father had of the fee of Alice de Boſco, ſometimes wife of John Eurdun, 
and a toft in Welhagh, which Gumbert held of his father. He likewiſe granted about 
two acres of meadow, to the fabrick of the church at Rufford, Mr. Peter Mr. Ste- 
phen, and fir Henry his brothers were witneſſes, and Mr. William de Marcham.

o. "Thomas de Mareley, about 26 E. 1. left his fon Thomas, his heir of ſome 
lands here. 

John Burdun about 4 E. 2. held in Maplebek, Kirketon, and Bucketon, one 
knights fee of the fee of Gaunt. 

The monaſtery of Rufford got many ſeveral ſmall parcels, which made the 
monks intereſt here to be the moſt conſiderable, yet the advowſon of the church re-

John le Vavaſor was rector of the church of Kyrketon, and acquired many 
parcels of land of Robert, fon of Robert Fraunceys of Kyrketon, which fir Robert de 
Streley, and Elizabeth his wife, and Robert de Streley, knight, their ſon, confirmed 
to Robert, and John, ſons of the ſaid fir John Vavaſor, which the ſaid John, his 
ſon, paſſed to Robert, ſon of Robert Lancelene, 6 E. 2. John Burdon of Bu Eton, 
fon of fir John Burdon, knight, Henry de Sutton of Wyleby, and others being wit- 
neſſes. 

t. Hugh Fitz-Raph gave the homage and ſervice of John Burdon, for the lands 
which he held of him in Kirkton, Willughby, Waleſby, and Beſthorp. Roger Burdun 
confirmed the homage and ſervice of Johel de Kirketon, which Robert de Scelford 
gave to the [aid monks. Robert, fon of Galfr. de Kirketon, paſſed a toft and one 
bovat in K:r&eton, to Robert, ſon of Nicolas, the baker of Tuxford, which Richard, 
ſon of Teke, ſometimes held of the ſaid Galfr. his father in vilenage, who gave it to 
Albreda his wife, and the ſaid Robert his ſon, after her deceaſe; and Robert the ba- 
ker gave it to the abby of Rufford. |

1 Agemanton, before the Normans became lords, were two manors, which 'Turche- 
tell and Ulmar had, which were charged in the geld (or aſſeſſment of thoſe times) 
as four bovats and an half, anda third part. a. The land being then found to be 
three car. There afterwards Roger de Buſli had three car. and thirteen vill. and nine 
bord. having eight car. there were two mills os. The value in the Confeſſours and 
Conquerours time was 41. having Soc in Hedune, Uptone, Gamelſlune, and in Miſe. 

b. In the time of king Henry the firſt, there were two brethren of the kings family 
(or court) ſtout men, whereof one was earl of Clare, the other of Arundell, and the third 
brother of them was Nigelius de Albanei, then a young man of good diſpoſition and 
great hope, carrying the kings bow, who, when he was made knight, for his honeſty, 
was enfeoffed by king Hen.y the firſt, firſt of all, of Egmanton in the foreſt of Sherwode, 
with the parks and appurtenances, which town, after a little time, Nigellus gave to his 
ſpecial ſriend Robert de Aivile, which the king hearing, inquired of the ſaid Nigellus 
if it was ſo, x anſwered it was, and that now the king had two honeſt knights where 
before he bad but one. 

This Nigelins by his mother was a Mowbray, and had the eſtate of Robert de Mol- 
bray, whom Willum Kufvs took at Bamburgh, and beheaded at Winfore, and ſeiſed his 
(counties or earldoms of Northumberland a11d Nottingham, and Marshall, and other lands 
and polſeſſions, and d Giherited his progeny, fo that the poſterity of this Nigellus de 
Albany, who married Gundieda, tle daughter of Hugh de Gurnay in Normandy, we

on her four ſons, William de Molbray. Robert, Philip, and Roger, &c. Of this la- 
mily did that of Daivile hoid this manor. 

c. It is noted that ofthe poſterity of this Robert de Awile, from the time of St. 
William arch-biſhop of York, viz. 18 Steph. there had been -⁸ðCd Kobertes, and two 
Johns de Eyvill, who had the advowſon of the church ol Egmanton by inheritance, 1 nll 
the time of king Henry tae third, that John de Eyvill gave it tothe prior, of Newſted: 
in Shirewood, to which it was appropriated by Pope john the 22d. aud uy the licence of 
king E. 2. 

d. It ſeems that John de Eyvill, Robert de Vypont, Joln de Veſcy, Willam Mar- 
mion, Adam de Newmarch, Baldwin Wac, Robert de Wilgheby, Ro. ert de „ ing- 
ton, Richard de Sees, were rebells with Simon de Montefort earl « Leiceſter, d lun— 
dred Robert de Nevil the ſheriff of Yorkſhire from execnting his cff c, 1164: IMchael- 
mas 48 H. 3. until the battel of Lewes, when William de Bozale was made therii ef that 
county by the ſaid Simon de Montefort. 

e. John de Eyvill, 7 E. 1. by the judgement of the court was to hold to him and 
his heirs the manor of Ezmanton, againſt Clementia de Lungevillers, to whom be had 
given the manor of Barneturgh in Yorkeſkire, for her life, in exchange. John de Eyvill 
had free-warren granted here, 9 Jun. q E. 1. who had a fon of the ſame name his 
heir, who married Margaret, who was latter wife (after his deceaſe) of Adam de Ever— 
ingham lord of Laxton, who claimed divers liberties here in her right; 3 E. 3. . ind 
married his ſon Alam de Everin rom to Joane de Eyvill her daughter and heir of this 
manor, g which by a fine, 17 E. 2. h. between John de Evvill, and Margaret his 
wiſe, ani gase their daughter, 3 and Hugh de Scalton, deforc. was ſettled 
on the fait John and Margaret, and Joane, and the heirs of Margaiet, excepting one 
mill, wo h:it.dred and two acies of land, twenty three of meadow, ſixty of wood, Icos. 
and 201. rem in the ſame manor; to which line ſeveral perſons put to their claims, 
as Thomas de Burton of Egmarton, and Heldreda his wife, and John their fon, Wil- 
liam, ſon of Lawrence de Weſton, Thomas Deyvill of Egnaanton, Robert Fourme- 
ry, John Fourmery, Thomas del Celer, William del Celer, and Thomas Irompour, 
theirs. 

1. There having ſometimes beſore been ſuits about common of paſture in the Eaſt 
Park, Adam de Everingham loid of Egmarton, fold to Henry Deyviil a certain place of 
wocd beneath his park of Egmar.ton, called the Eaſt Park, to cut down the W 8 thereof, 
according as it was afſigned by certain hounds, in which park fir I homas de Lungvillers, 
the prior of Newſtede, Thomas Deyvill, Henry Deyvill his fon, Robert Fermery, and 
all the commonality of the ſaid town had common for all manner of cattel, who ail, 15 
E. 3. agreed that fir Adam ſhould incloſe it with an hedge for three vears, in Wi. ich 
time they would only common with their horſes aſter Michaelmas ; ; but aſter the term 
of three years the fence to be thrown down, and they to common in it as belore.

Cecilia, wife of John 
de Bray, then thirty years old his eldeſt daughter, John, ſon of William de Longvil- 
lers, and of Bertha, ſometimes his wife, another daughter of the ſaid Robert, and Ag- 
nes, twenty fouryez1s old, wile of William de Sancta Cruce. 

Robert lord Lexinton made two families of his fiſter Suttons ſons; Wiiliam the eldeſt 
had Warſop, Oc. as in that place will be noted; and Robert had Egrom or Averhom, as 
in taat place is ſaid. 

9. Robert, ſon & heir of William de Sutton, gave to Mr. William de Laxton for ſix- 
ty marks of filver and id. per annum, his park of Tukesford, which the ſaid William de 
Leſſington, dean of Lincolne, gave to the monks of Rufford. And Joan de Sutthon, late 
wife of Robert de Sutthon, releaſed to the abbat all claim by reaſon of dower in the 
park of Tukesford, concerning which ſhe had impleaded him by the kings writ, which is 
called Unde nichil habet, before Mr. Roger de Seyton and his fellows at Wejtnanfter, 
2 E. 1. which was not long aſter her huſbands death. Her ſon was Richard, futher of 
John, who marrying an heir of Sumery, had a ſon by her called alſo John de Sutton, 
whoſe poſterity were of the ſame name lords Dudley four deſcents more; and about 8 
E. 4. r. John Sutton, lord Dudley had a petition concerning Warſop, and 101. rent in 
Tuxford, which ſhows it. 

This manor of Turford was divided into three parts, by the forenamed three daugh- 
ters and heirs of Robert de Marcham, whereof the firſt Cecilia, beſides her huſband 
John de Bray, had another, I ſuppoſe named Thomas de Bekering, knight, who be- 
got Thomas de Bekering, knight, who left his fon and heir Ihomas de Bekering twen- 
ty years old 19 E. 2. s. which laſt Thomas, with the reſt of the co-neirs, 3 E. 3. f.

Thomas de Lungvillers, 8 E. 3. z. had a return of a writ Ad quod damnum, con- 
cerning his giving a place in Tuxford of one hundred feet in length, and fifty-hve in 


breadth, and five marks yearly rent iſſuing out of that manor, to a certain chaplain 
to celebrate in that church. John de Lungvillers, 26 E. 3. a. was found ſon and 
heir of Thomas, and then above twenty- fix years of age. John de Lungvillers, 32 
I. 3. b. was like to have pardon for acquiring of John Faun, one meff. and a void 
lane adjoyning in Tu” , which he was to give to three chaplains celebrating divine 
ſervice in that church. The year before he had licence from the king, dated 6 Feb. 
31 E. 3. c. that ſeeing a former grant which he had from that king, to found a col- 
ledge in the parſvnage-houle of five chaplains, whereof one ſhould be warden, and 
to give them and their ſucceſſours the aavowlon of the church, to pray for the healthy 
eſtate of him the ſaid John whilſt he ſhould we, and for his ſoul when he ſhould 
die, and for the fouls of Thomas de Lungvillers his father, and of all the faituful de-

R 2 e. viz. ſon of Elizabeth, daughter of Stephen Maulovell, fon of Elizabeth, 
lifter of John Lupgvillers, father of the ſaid Agnes, as in Rampton will be further de- 
clarcd.

MY day's journey from Bilſthorp to this place, with reſpect to roads, was exceed- 
ingly unpleaſant. It was in the month of October I viſited theſe parts, and the recent 
rains had made the clays intolerable to travel over. Pieaſing as the ſpiral plantations 
of hops muſt appear in the ſummer months to the traveller, contraſted with the natu- 
Tal ſcenery of the country, now miry paths and clayey grounds every where preſent 
themſelves. In addition to thefe impediments, whic h prevent vou travelling more 
han two miles an hour, on horſeback, you have no friendly aſſiſtauce, placed to di- 


:<& a ſtranger from village to village. Altho! here the inhabitants are far from being 
deſtitute 
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deſtitute of civility, yet we may wonder that they neglect this little office of kind- 
neis fo ufeful and pleaſing to ſtrangers. 

Taxford lordſhip owns ſeveral proprietors. John White, eſq; is a principal. It 
is open field. : 

This place has a market on Monday. It has two fairs, the chief is on May- day. 
Here is a grammar {chool in repute, well built. No trade here of any conſequence, 
Farming is the chief employment of the inhabitants. In September is a large mar- 
ket, or fair, for hops. Thepariſhes of Tuxford, Upton, Walcſby, Markam, Gam- 
ſtone, Redford, and Aſkam, in this neighbourhood, grow many hops. 

The church has a ſpire with five bells, a nave, fide aifls, and a good chancel. It 
is dedicated to St. Nicholas. Init is a ſmall tablet to the memory of the Rev. Wal- 
ter Taylor, B. D. Greek Profeſſor, & Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
was buried in 1743, in his 44th. year. Under an arch, on the north ſide the church, 
lies the figure of a lady. See fig. 1. plate page 212. Alſo the body of another fi- 
gure lies in this place. The tomb of Johannes White is, as Thoroton has it ſtrange— 
ly mutilated. St. Lawrence, roaſting, mentioned by Gough in his Camden, {till 
remains. He is repreſented on a gridiron ; two men are employed in the cruel buſt- 
neſs, one blowing the fire with a pair of bellows, and the other turning the ſaiit as 
a cook does a beet ſteak ; another ſeems a ſpettator or director. The whole is a rude 
effort of art; I have ſketched it, plate page 212, fig. 6. In the north porch is as rude 
an effort, a prieſt in the poſition of praying; beneath is a chalice & water, fig. 5.

IS a large open field lordſhip ; it claims a number of freeholders, among the prin- 
cipals are the duke of Newcaſtle, John White, eſqr. and John Kirk, eſquire. 

The village is very conſiderable, and ſtands at an eafy diſtance from Tuxſord. Here 
is a good manſion belonging to the Carterwrights. 

The church alſo claims particular notice. It is a handſome ſtruQure, large, and has 
a noble embattled tower with four bells. It is dedicated to St. John Baptiſt. In a 
nich, on the fouth ſide, is a figute in the poſition of praying. See fig. 1. ſubjoin'd plate. 
Within, it is fpacious and well lighted. It conſiſts of a nave ard fide aifles. tlie 
chancel, which is alſo ſpacious, ſtill retains the old tomb of Markam, noticed by Tho— 
roton, above ; but I judge it has been removed from the centre of the chancel, to the 
north fide-wall. On the fide are three plain ſhields and one at each end. In the chan- 
cel alſo remain ſeveral old floor ſtones, many of them not legible. John Kitk, gent. 
died iu 1710, aged 53. William Kirk, eſq; died in 1773, aged 58. Edmund Kirk, 
eſq: died in 1786, aged 67. 

That I take to be Merings, mentioned above by Thoroton, is on braſs now, on a 
floor ſtone, in the ſouth aifle, partly covered by a pew. On which is a fine braſs fi- 
gurc of the lady, which I have copied, fig. 2. That part of the inſcription, now 
in ſight, I have alfo copied, which reads not exactly as that above. ina mil licens r 
quondam uxor Hilliam Meryng militis que ch it — In the church yard lies an old ſtone coffin, 
jaid to be that of M:rkam. It wes taken up near his tomb. As it is the only one 1 
have ſeen in this county, I have ſketched it, fg. g. a.

William Rufus, 3 Joh. gave the king twenty marks and a palfrey, for having

Robert came and ſaid, that he was not in his own pow- 
er when he made that chart, nor knew his own ſenſe, for that he was then in the cul- 
tody of the ſaid Roger his uncle, who took care of him in his infirmity, when all his 
other friends left him, and therefore begged the conſideration of the court, whether 
that giſt ſhould be eſtabliſhed, and offered a mark for having an inquiſition, whether 
that chart was made 1n the time before mentioned, or when he was in his own power.

m. Robert Maulovel, 12 H. g. was attatched to anſwer Roger Maulovel by what 
warrant he intruded himlelf into twenty four acres of land with the appurtenances in 
Rampton, which ought to remain to the ſaid Roger, by a fine made between the ſaid 
Roger, and Richard Maulovel his brother. The land was mortgaged for ten marks.

# The village is pleaſantly fituated near the Trent. Here was formerly the reſidence 
'Þ of the family of Eyre; (now of Grove), but about ſeventy years ago the grand-father 
of the preſent owner of Grove, pulled the houfe down, which was a large old man- 
lion built ſo long back as the time of Henry 8th. The only thing that remains of

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b This gentleman is lord of the manor, and holds the great tythes under the church of Southwell. 
Bordering on the Trent, are large open mcadows, which are here called marſhes, very rich land. 
Thele grounds are divided by land marks, as a diſtinction to property, and are wholly mown ever 
ſucceeding year without being manured, 'The remaining part of the year they are ſtocked with milk- 
ing cows and other cattle, A high bank protects them from floods, raiſed, ſome years fince, at a great 
Expence, | | ; 
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this dwelling is a noble gate-way, and ſome brick walling. The gateway, which at 
once ee . beſpeaks the age of its erection, and the bold features of the edifice, 
of which it was a member, is repreſented facing this page. c. 

The church, which is dedicated to All Saints, is large, with a handſome lofty 
tower, it contains a nave and two fide aiſles and a chancel, in the ſouth aiſle at the 
eaſt end, are two monumental ſtones, almoſt concealed by the floor of the pew where 
they lie,--they are to the memory of Sir Richard Stanhope, mentioned by Thoroton, 
and his wife Joan ſas it appears) and hig grandſons wife the daughter of Dr. Thomas 
Talbot of Baſhall. See fig. 1, 2. Not far from them, in the ſame aiſle, is ano- 
ther ſtone even with the pavement, with this inſcription : ** John Babington of Ramp- 
ton, eſquire, died the third daye of October, 1563, at London buried Margaret 
wife to Originall Babington, eſquire, daughter of Richard Gally of ol—1d, eſq; who 
died 28 of Auguſt, 1571.” | 
In the Chancel is a handſome mural monument with the following inſcription :

c. In the centre is a large frame richly wrought with open foilage, within which is a ſhield bear- 
ing the arms Babington (with a Creſcent for difference) impaling Stanhope, viz. John Babington 
and Saunchia his wife, only daughter and heir of Richard Stanhope, elder brother of fir Michael 
Stanhope, by which marriage he became poſſeſſor of Rampton, Houghton, &c. There were luppor- 
ters and a creſt which are ſo much defaced as not to be perſectly diſtinguiſhable. {See fig. 1. 

On the right, is a frame with a ſhield bearing the arms of Babington, Impaling Ferrers, viz, Sir 
Anthony Babington and his ſecond wife, Katherine, daughter of fir John Ferrers, father and mother 
to the above named John Babington. /See fig. 2.) 

On the left, a frame with a ſhield bearing the arms of Stanhope, impaling Strelley, viz. Richard

Above all theſe is the Roſe and Crown within a border of I-C's, and oneR or K. 

On the oppoſite ſide of the Gateway the arms are different, tho diſpofed in the ſame manner: for in 
the centre are the Arms of Babington with their quarterings, viz. Dethick, &c, In the place of the 
creſt is a device, the figure of S with a line drawn through the centre from top to bottom, and beneath 
the ſhield is the name of BauixGrox in large letters. There have not been any ſupporters to this 
ſhield, /See fig. 4.) 

Above them is the Roſe and Crown, as on the other ſide. This emblem was not unfreautently pla— 
ced upon buildings raiſed in the reign of Henry the 8th: by the partizans of the Tudor family, among ſt 
which the Stanhops and Babingtons were diſtinguiſhed, eſpecially te former, for tir Eqward Stan- 
hope, grand-father to Saunchia, was a principal commander for Henry 7th. at the battle of Stoke, in 
this county. 

The Tun a punning emblem, cognizance, or device of the family is interſneiſed among the foilzg>, 
and in different parts of the Gateway. About three or four years ago, there wes 4 piece of painted 
glaſs in one of the church windows, repreſenting a babe in a tun; it is now broken. | 

Along the wall, the arms of John Babington and Saunchia Stanhope, are frequently to be ſeen in 
the brick work. | 

In a farm houſe which was built, upon pulling down the old manſion, is a large ſhield of arms, 
brought from it, carved in wood, with ſoilage, and a helmet and creſt : it bears the arms of Eyre, 
with quarterings, and upon them is an elſcutchecon of Pretence, the arms of Babington, ($2 jpg. 5 /

of Roger de Bullies fee, a manor, where before the conqueſt Godric, and other ſix 
naynes had each man his hall, amongſt them were eight bovats, and one third of a 
bovat for the geld. c. The land was five car. and an half. There (after the conqueſt) 
William the man of Roger had two car. fourteen ſochm. nine vill. fix bord. having fix-

Hugh de Hedon, ſon of Fulc, gave to the monaſtery of Blth a 
meaſure of wheat then called Acraſed, and Acraſet of Blith (i. e. ſeed for an acre 
to be paid yearly on the fealt of St. Katherin the virgin and martyr, d. Hugh, ſon 
of Hugh de Hedun, confirmed it, and added 12d, yearly rent to be paid at the ſame 
time. Simon de Hedun confirmed the gift of Hugh his grandfather of a quarter of 
wheat yearly at the feaſt of St. Katherin, and the 12d. yearly rent, which Hugh his 
father gave. Hugh de Heddun, 14 H. 2. e. gave account of 10l. of the relief of his 
land in the honour of T:khil{; and 6 R. 1. /. being one of thoſe knights fined for 
being with earl John, he then gave 10l. for having ſeiſin of his land, viz. one knights 
fee in Heddon. He paid four marks, 8 R. 1. g. for two knights fees which he held 
of the honour of 7:#hill, Hugh de Heddon, 7 Joh. k. gave account of ten marks 
n the ſixth ſcutage of the honor of Tykehull.

1250 Roger de Eſſex, and Simon de Heddon, 54 H. 3. were executors of Brian de 
Inſula. Gerard de Hedon had a charter of free-warren in his manor of Hedon, grant- 
ed by king Henry the third. m.

THE lordſhip contains about 3000 acres of land, much of which is open field: it 
chiefly belongs, with the manor, to A. H. Eyre, eſq; of Grove, who poſſeſſes it from 
his mother, the heireſs of the Waſtneys. | 

The village of Headon lies about 4 miles from Retford ; its magnitude may be known 
from the regiſter. Earlieſt regiſter 1566. Firſt 5 years Baptiſms, 38—Burials 30.— 
Laſt 5 years ending in 1791 —Baptiſms 54—Buraials 29. | 

The church, which is dedicated to St. Peter, conſiſts of a nave and two fide aiſles, 
Here are ſome monumental ſtones of the family of Waſtneys. 'The Rev. John Shilli- 
toe, who died lately, is remembred here. 1. He was a man univerſally beloved ſor 
ſimplicity of manners and benignity of heart and temper, 

The rectory has no cure of ſouls ; but muſt be given to an eccleſiaſtick. The vicar 
has the ſmall tythes, which very much depends on hops. 

The patronage belongs to A. H. Eyre, eſq. Incumbent, Rev. Charles Eyre.— 
King's book, 151. 12s. 6d. Yearly tenths, 11. 11s. 3d. Archiepiſc. pro ſyn. 7s. 6d 
Val. in mans. ter. gleb. cum dec: &c. Sir Hardolph Waſtney, Bart. preſented in 
1695, 1707, 1727. Lady Waſtneys in 1760. 

The manſion houſe of the Waſtneys, which was ſituated in the centre of a ſmall 
park, and built by the laſt fr Hardolph Waſtneys, bart. from a deſign of fir Thomas 
Hewit in 1710, was pulled down about a year ago. It was pleaſantly ſeated and well 
wooded, 1 think Jonathan Acklom, eſq. of Wiſeton, has an elevation of this ſeat.

CGAMELS TONE. 


THIS is an open field eſtate, owned chiefly by the duke of Newcaſtle. The village 
is conſiderable, and the manufactory of candlewick here, employs a number of hands. 
The Baptiſts in the villages hereabouts are numerous. 

The church is well lighted, has a nave and ſouth fide aifle, and is dedicated to St. 
Peter. At the eaſt window, without the church, Sans Varier Franciscus Charlton, S. 
T. P. Rector hujus Eccleſia obiit viges Quint die Feb. A. D. 1733, ætat. ſuæ 42. 
Two figures in the chancel, one on each fide, projecting from the wall, repreſent a 
man and woman, mutilated and white waſhed. /See fig 3 and 4, page 232.) Here was 
a braſs upon a ſtone, which remembered the 'Thurland's, but it has been ſome time 
ſince ſtolen. 

Within the rails of the altar, on the floor, a grave ſtone, on which is repreſented a 
prieſt conſecrating the wine. /See fig. 5, ſame plate) John Henry, rector and preben- 
dary of the cathedral of Peterborough and Litchfield, a native of Switzerland, died in 
1743, aged 50 years. |

THE whole lordſhip contains about 1500 acres of land, all old encloſure, excepting 
100 acres, Two hundred acres of this eſtate is of wood, oak and aſh chiefly ; the lat- 
ter is grown for hop poles : the whole is the property of A. H. Eyre, eſq. This eſtate 
deſcended to the Nevilles by marriage with a coheireſs of the Hercys, and was bought 
of them by Judge Levinz, whoſe delcendant ſold it to the late Anthony Eyre, eſq; of 
Adwich in Yorklhire, and Rampton in this county. 

Grove, March 16, 1794, conſiſted only of 20 houſes, in which were 60 males and 
54 females, The regiſter preſerved is no older than 1726, ſince which time there has 
been but little difference in the magnitude of this place. | 

In this parith is a hill called caſtle bill, where there is a mote, but no memorials or 
trad tion to ſhew what it has been. 

The church is ſmall, dedicated to St. Helen ; it conſiſt only of a nave and chancel, 
with a low tower, 2 bells; but the parſonage houſe is ſeated pleaſantly, and has been 
greatly improved by the liberal taſte of the preſent poſſeſſor. 

On the chancel floor of this church is an old monumental ſtone, repreſented facing 
this page; it is an alabaſter ſlab 6 & feet long, 3ft. zin. broad; the whole much defa- 
ced. The male arms have no mark remaining but a chief. 'The female, the Saltier 
is black much defaced, with dots of alabaſter. The inſcription : Hic jacent Hugo hercy 
armigr. qui obiit xi die decembris anno domini mcccccly et Elizabeth uxor ejus um obiit Anno Domi. 
m,cccc.l,—anime profitietur Deus. Probably Hugo Hercy (miles) mentioned by Thoro— 
ton, who married Elizabeth, fil. & coher.

THE ſezt of Anthony Hardolph Eyre, eſq; Colonel of the Loyal Reg. of Notting- 
hamll:ire Gentlemen and Yeomanry Cavalry, is ſeated in a park of conſiderable anti- 
quitv ; but it has been long deſtitute of what principally conſtitutes a park, deer. 
Its lofty ſituation commends very extenſive views to the north weſt, up to the hills 
of Kinderſkout in Derbyſhire. Towards the eaſt, Lincoln Minſter is an object diſ- 
tinguithable. 

Ihe front part of the preſent building was erected pnder the direction of Mr. Carr of 
York; part of what was pulled down was ancient, Raving the roſe and crown over the 
enirance, probably bftilt by the Hercy's, who being near relations to the Stanhops 
cf Rampton, were likely to be partizans of the Tudors.

F Trrcfwelle, and a place now unknown, called in the book of doomſday Cledreton, be- 
fore the Normans invaded this kingdom, Godric and Ulmar had each a manor, be- 
ſides that which belonged to the kings Soc of Mansfeild in Cledreton, which anſwered 
the geld for twelve bovats, the land being four car. 'There twenty two ſochm. and 
eleven vill. had nine car. "Theſe ſochmen paid 20s. to the Dane-geld of cuſtom. a.— 
In that which was earl Alans fee of Rickmond in Cledreton, Godric and Ulmar had ſeven 
bovats, and one third of a bov. for the geld. That land held earl Alan and Roger de 
Buſli until the making of the great ſurvey by king William the Conquerour. The 
land then was eleven car. the value 20s.

b. William, ſon of Remigius de Ingham, and Maud his wife, and Roger his ſon, 
gave to Herbert, ſon of Adelard, and to Agnes his wife, and their heirs, all the land 
of his fee in Cotes, both within the town and without, to be held of them and their 
heirs, by the rent of two marks ycarly, which land the ſaid Herbert and Anneis gave 
to the abby of Wellebek. c. The giſt of the land was confirmed by the ſaid William, 
ſon of Remigius, to the brethren of Wellebek ; and Richard, ſon and heir of William, 
ſon of Remigius de Hingham, releaſed the ſaid two marks of rent iſſuing out of Chotes

annum, a certain fiſhing, and a wind mill. in 17 E. 1. e. Richard de Sutton his Ton, 
is ſaid to have held of Robert de Markham then dead, (who came of the elder ſiſter of 
the lord Lexington) a manor in Cottum of 10]. per annum value. The jury, 22 R. 2. 
. faid that Reginald de Everingham, chr. and Agnes his wife, (the heir of the fami- 
ly of Lungvilers, and partly of Lexington too) had lands in North Cotum and South Cotum, 
in the latter is reckoned eight meſſ. ten bov. of land,. twenty four acres of meadow, 
and two fiſlhings.

cluded, that Soc being accounted a Wapentak then, and contained all this North-Clay 
diviſion, and Rampton and Tireſwell (now eſteemed) in the South-Clay, moſt of it (if 
not all) beſides the arch-biſhops, was either of Roger de Buſlies fee or ancient de- 
meſne; Soc to the kings great manor of Maunsfeld, with which that Soc or manor of 


Oſwaldbek, and this manor of Leyrton were granted, 22 H.g. b. to Henry de Hal- 


tings, and Ada his wife, and the heirs of Ada, (as in Maunsfeld may be noted) with 
which family it deſcended. 

c. Liſiad de Muſters held thirteen bovats in Legreton paying 10s. yearly. Liſiard 
de Muſters (called in 4 R. 1. d. de Monaſterijs,) gave to the priory of Thurgarton 
that bovat of land in Leyton, which was Ulfkells, viz. that which Adam and Ernis 
held ; Roger de Capella confirmed it, of whom the ſaid Adam and Ernis held it; 
and ſo did Henry de Capella. e. This was in the year 1328 divided, and Henry de 


Wentelane, and Emme Arnwy, then paid each of them 28. 2d. for each of them paid 
half a bovat (to the ſaid monaſtery) in Leverton.

1 S is an ancient Borough, and ſendeth two burgeſſes to ſerve in parliament, yet 
I find nothing of it in doomſday book conſiderable, ſaving that in Redford was 
a mill belonging to Sudton, of the fee of the arch-biſhop of York. 

In the record of Nomina Villarum 9 E. 2. the king is certified to be lord of it. 

a. The men of Retford by the conlent of the burgeſſes of Nottingham, ought to 
take Thurtoll, (viz. paſſage toll) through theſe bounds, viz: at the head (or towns- 
end) of Melhagh at Mirell Brigg, at Wyſton, and in all other places where the burgeſ- 
ſes of Nottingnam werewont to take. 

b. Roger arch-biſhop of York founded, and built, and dedicated a chapel under 
the name of the Virgin Mary and All Angels, near the greater church of York ; in 
which (chapel) he placed thirteen clarks of ſeveral orders, viz. four prieſts, four 
deacons, four ſub-deacons, and one ſacriſt, to celebrate divine (ſervice) according 
to the conſtitution of that church of St. Peter; for whoſe ſupport he gave the moye- 
ty of the church of Ottelcy, the church of Everton, the church of Sutton, with the cha- 
pel of Scrooby, and the church of Hayton, the church of Beardſey. The church of 
Claverly was of the gift of William Scoty, that of Hoton of William Pannel, that of 
Harewood of Amicia de Rumelly, and that of Thorpe of Adam de Bruis, and Jevetta 
de Arches his wife. Hamo the chanter of York, was by the ſaid arch-biſhop Roger 
made ſacriſt of the ſaid chapel of St. Mary and All Angels, that in it he might diſpoſe 
and order the ſervice, and procure and miniſter to the chaplains, deacons, and ſub- 
deacons, what the arch-biſhop had conſtituted for their food and rayment, &c. Eve- 
ry prieſt was to have yearly ten marks, every deacon 100, and every ſub-deacon ſix 
marks of ſilver by the hand of the ſacriſt, who was alſo to have yearly ten marks, 
(though the rents whereof he was made procurator ſhould happen to fall ſhort to the 
reſt) and the ſurpluſage of all the rents, but was to att with all diligence according to 
the will and direction of the ſaid arch-biſhop, 

In the year 1258, Mr. Gilbert de Tyva was made the facrift by Sewall arch-biſhop 
of York, and on the Saturday next after the feaſt of St. Martin, induaed into the 
poſſeſſion of the church of St. Swithin of Retford. The ſame year the 4th. (or 3) of 
of the Nones of May, the ſaid arch-biſhop Sewall ordained the vicarages of Sutton, 
Everton, Hayton, Clarburgh, and Redford ; and likewiſe of Thorp Arches, Colingham, 
Beardſſcy, Otteley ; Catvericy, and Hoton Parnell in Yorkſhire, in which ordination it 
is expreſled that if any of the ſaid yicars ſhould happen tu have leſs than ten marks per 
annum, the vicarage was to be augmented as it ſhould pleaſe the arch-biſhop. 

The vicar of Redford was to have 100s. of the altarage, and the ſmall tythes, viz. 
of chickens, pigs, geeſe, and the bread and wine, (or ale or beer) which {ſhould hap- 


pen to be brought to the altar: and the ſacriſt was to give to the poor of that town 
the tythes of the mills.

Apr: 17: gave to the abbey of Wellebek, the mills of Rat- 
ford, to be holden of him in fee-farm for 101: per annum, faving to the heirs of Raph 
Teſſun, if he ſhould recover his inheritance in Watelegh 40s: per annum, which the ſaid 
abbat and canons were to pay beſides the ſaid 10l: per annum. 

- Hubert de Burgo carl of Kent, juſtice of England, conſidering the love of God, 
and for the {ſafety of his own ſoul, and of his wifes Margaret the daughter of the king 
of Scotland, and of their heirs, gave to God and the church of St. James at Wellebek, 
and the canons there ſerving God, and to ſerve God, 40s. yearly rent which he had 
out of the mills of Ratford, which Raph Teſſun was wont to receive; and likewiſe 
granted that his men of Wheteley ſhould do ſuit to the ſaid mills of the ſaid abbat and 
covent, according as they ought and were wont, | 

It was adjudged in the exehequer, 8 May, 47 H. 3. that the men of Retford 
ſhould do ſuit to the mills of the abbat and covent of Wellebek at Retford duely as other 
the kings burgeſſes and ſokemen then did, and it was there noted that the men of 
Retford, who would be called burgeſſes, were the kings ſokeſmans, and ſo called in 
the doomſday. Hugh Levyn, and other men of Retford, withdrew themſelves from 
the ſuit, whereupon the abbat, 4 E. 1. k. procured a precept (or writ) to the ſhe- 
riff to diſtrain them according to the former judgement. | 
7. The king, (H. 3.) ſor the bettering of his borough of Retford, granted to the 
burgeſles thereof, that they and their heirs for ever ſhould have every year one fair 
there to endure for eight days, viz. the eve, day, and morrow of the Holy Trini- 
ty, and five days following. They, 30 H. 3. &. had acquittance from tallage 
They, in 44 H. 3. J. had a fair and other liberties granted. And in 7 E. 2. n. the 
borough had a fair. And 46 E, g. u. the town had a fair. 

They petitioned the parliament at Weſtminſter, 4 E. g. after the ſeaſt of St. Kath. 
concerning pardon of their burgeſles there by reaſon of their poverty. There 
was a charter of confirmation of the liberties of the town of Retford, 9 E. 3.0. by 
which it was granted that the inhabitants of the ſaid town, to wit, the burgeſſes and 
their heirs reſident in the ſaid borough ſhould not be put in affiſes, juries, or any re- 
cognizances with foreiners, by occaſion of their forein lands and teneme!its,

A conſiderable portion of the landed property hereabouts is in the hands of the 
Corporation of Retford. Near are large plantations of hops. 

This ancient borough town is governed by two bailiffs ; one elefted by the alder- 
men from their own body, and the other by the burgeſſes. It ſends two members to 
parliament, choſen by about 140 burgeſſes, Here are about 1,800 fouls. The duke 
of Newcaſtle was high ſteward when I viſited this place. Seſſions are held here :— 
formerly offenders were hanged at and tranſported from this place; but now that 
unpleaſant buſineſs is done wholly at Nottingham. 


Auguſt 2oth. 1645, Charles the firſt was at this place on his paſſage from Doncal-

The fairs in Ottober and March, the former for hops and the latter for cattle, are 
very conſtderable. The principal manufattories of this place are for hats, paper, 
ſail-cloth, and ſack-bags. 

The town houſe is a commodious and handſome pile of modern building, about 


thirty years ſtanding. Here is an hoſpital for 4 men; a grammar ſchool ; and an 
alms houſe for 12 women. 


The church of Eaſt Retford, which is dedicated to St. Swithin, is called the cor- 


poration church in diſtinction to that of Weſt Retford; it has a tower with fix bells, 
and conſiſts of a nave and two fide ailes well lighted. The chancel is compara- 
tively ſmall and rather dark : upon the whole, however, it is a commodious and 


handſome church. The altar piece, which was given by a gentleman of the town,, 


about the beginning of the preſent century, is an ordinary picture of the Lord's 
Supper. The organ is much too ſmall for the nave of the church it ſtands in. It was 


gallered in 1778 The arch-biſhop of York, and the archdeacon, occaſionally viſit 
here, 


In addition to Thoroton's church collettions I have made the following:

A neat tablet, on the north ſide of the chancel, remembers Robert Sutton, eſq;

He gave 100l. toward building 
the town houſe ; 100l. towards Barnby common road; built Kelham bridge; paid 
the aſſeſſment of the poor on new ac Sho the church; gave an organ and bell; 20ol.

WEST RETFORD. 


LORD of the manor here 1s Hardolph Eyre, eſq: of Grove, near this place. 
In this village, which communicates with the borough of Retford by a ſtone bridge 
over the river Idle, are about 300 fouls. F 

Here is an hoſpital founded by John Darrel, M. D. Anno Dom. 1666, for ten 
men, to which the truſtees are now adding buildings for fix more. The maſter is the 
Sub-Dean of Lincoln, It is dedicated to the Holy Trinity. It was incorporated 
ſoon after its foundation, by the truſtees. Their ſeal has this inſcription :— 

Sigillum Hoſpit. St. & individuæ Trinitatis Retford Occident. 

The brethren of this houſe have 10l. per ann. each, and ſome other benefits, ſuch 
as Cloathing, coals, &c. Here prayers in the chapel are read twice a day, and the 
ſacrament received thrice a year, at leaſt, by each. They have a portion of a garden 
each, and an orchard left for their uſe. It is ſaid they live under the beſt rules and 
regulations; and by the charming buildings which are now eretling, it is a ſign that 
honeſty, in the truſtees, has been a ruling principle in their conduct. Unhappily for 
ſome inſtitutions of this ſort, leaſes are renewed at the old rents, and /omebody pock- 
ets the difference. DT: ; 

The following is an account of the terrible flood, in Feb. 1795, given reſpectin 


theſe places, in the Nottingham Journal :—*© The flood came on ſo ſudden at Ret. - 


ford on Tueſday night, that great numbers of the inhabitants had not time to remove 
their effects, and ſeveral of them have received very conſiderable loſſes by it. It 
was three feet high in the Market-place, and the torrent ran ſo ſtrong as to tear ug 


the pavement in different parts of the town, which was nearly all under water. At * 


Welt-Retford a grocer's ſhop, and part of Miſs Hurſt's houſe were wathed down, 
and four other houſes were nearly deltroved, and their inhabitants preſerved with 
the greateſt difficulty.” | a

+ I judged it moſt agr@able to give my additions of this place under thoſe of Eaſt-Retford, in pre- 
ference of Thoroton's arrangement, which rhe reader may ſee at nearly the end of this volume, for 
thele cogent reaſons : the towns are now completely joined together by buildings, which form, as it 
were, one town, altho' in other particulars, they are diſtinct places; there are allo ſome things naty- 
Fe1 which aitcct both places conuinly, 
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The Cheſterfield Canal, which was completed in 1774, was highly favqurable to 
Eaſt and Weſt-Retford : Coal, that ufefu} artiele, immediately felt from 15s. dd. 
to 10s. 6d. per ton; lime from 16s. to gs. per Chaldron. On Tueſday the gth of 
May the ſubterraneous tunnel, at Norwood Hill upon the line of the canal navigati- 
on from Cheſterfield to the Trent, was Completed. On that day three veſsels failed, 
thro' the ſame, fall of people, with a band of mufic. The wthes, Fo 2850 yards long, 
12 feet high, and g feet 3 inches wide; in the deepeſt part 36 yards below the furface 
of the earth. 

The church of Weſt Retford is dedicated to St. Michael, has a fpire upon a tower 
with 3 bells, a nave and ſide aifles. Here alſo is a little organ. Within the chancel 
rails are two old floor ſtones, on each a crofs ; one has a bible and chalice thereon, 
and a black letter inſcription ; but it was ſo near night, that it was impoſſible for me, 
I think, to read it correctly. It remains nearly thus. Hic jacet -— — quoda r-tor iſti ec- 
ele-ia q* obit Septimo die Fan. anno dm mullimo ccccix. 

Thoroton has mentioned, in his ſhort account of Weſt Retford, Edward Darrell 
who married Barbara daughter of Francis Denham. Her monumental ſtone is here, 
thus :— Barbara Darel Edwardi Daral armigeri uxor præſentibus chara poſteris deſide- 
rata hic in ſpem Reſurrectionis requieſcit obiit xii marti A. D. MDCEIV.

e. The tythes of the mills of Bolum were part of the vicarage of Clarburgh, by the or- 
dination of Sewall, arch-biſhop of York, 1258. 

The arch-biſhop of York gave the church of Bolum, with the appurtenances, which 
might be worth ten marks, and belonged to a prebend at York, (viz. in the chapel of 
St. Mary and All Angells, mentioned in Eaſt Retford) to William de Lanum in the ab- 
lence of the prebendary.

William de Lovetot mentioned above by Thoroton as founder of the church of St. 
Cuthbert near Workſop, appears to have been a great beneſactor to religious inflituti- 
ons. An old mutilated figure now in the church of Radford, near Workſop, is ſaid 
to be a repreſentation of that good man. It is copied fig. 1. page 264, but certainly 
does not reſt now in the place where it was originally placed. His figure, with the 
others in the ſame plate, 2, 3, are now white-waſhed, not to make them ſhine, and are 
placed together. * |

5 H. 3 
ſhows that king John gave to Roger de Lanum, father of Thomas de Lanum, {who 
then had paid his fine of hve marks, and done his homage for it) four marks rent, 
with the appurtenances in two woods, and one mill in Dine, which the ſheriff was 
then to give the ſaid Thomas ſeiſin of accordingly.

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LITTLEBURGH, SEGELOCUM. 


HEE was a famous paſſage over Trent, & near it have been found ſome old pieces of 
Roman antiquities, coyns, or the like, as I have heard, which I ſuppoſe deter- 
mined this place to be the Agelocum, corrupted from Adelocum, or Segelocum 

of Antonine, which yet Mr. Cambden a, thought once was to be ſought for in vain 
any where but on the banks of the river Idle (or Ydle, now Keaton ſignifies Water Town, 
and is upon that river and may as well by that reaſon be called Ialeton; and Id or Yd 
in 


There is a great particularity in the deſcription of the ſeveral lands belonging to theſe two lordſhips 
or pariſhes, the moſt part of which are in tenure, as my call it ; and a ſcheme of the like ſort, for its 
exactneſs in the plotting, or laying out of lands, where ſeveral owners are concerned, is not to be met 
with, in any other lordſhips, or pariſhes, that I have as yet heard of. It is generally believed, that no 
wir of England can produce an inſtance of thg like extraordinary nature, and which is ſo well calcu- 

ated for aſcertaining the juſt boundaries of property. This tenure is held in ſuch high eſtimarion, 

for its utility, by the ſeveral landholders, and inhabitants of North Leverton, and Hableſthorp afore- 
ſaid ; and, as it ſeems to me, is ſo very deſerving of it, that I cannot help recommending it to your no- 
tice and attention, in the new edition you are are about to give us of Thoroton's Antiquities of Not- 
tinghamſhire, 

It is a misfortune to the public, that Dr. Thoroton was entirely unacquainted with the tenure above 
mentioned ; for, had he known it, a circumſtance ſo curious would have induced that learned gentle- 
man to exert his talents, in finding out and explaining to us, what was its origin, and how it happened 
to be ſo contrived and effected. 

All the lands, in the two contiguous, or intermixt pariſhes in tenure, as above mentioned, whether 
arable, meadow, or paſture, are diſtinguiſhed by their particular names, and exatt bredths and dimen- 
fions ; ſo that it is not poſlible for any diſputes to ariſe, by unfair ploughing, mowing, &c. as in other 

laces; becauſe every man knows, to the utmoſt nicety, in every part of theſe lordſhips, or pariſhes, 
in tenure, how many wards, rods, feet, or even inches, his land, or lands, in bredth, ought to be, 

The lands, in tenure, as before mentioned, are, in every inſtance, diſpoſed in the following order, 
and have their diſtin& and ſeparate names; always begining with Gamble, and ending with Wye-

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in the Britiſh language 6. ſignifies Seges, corn, and Ydlan, Area ubi reponuntur col- 
lee ſegetes, which in theſe parts we call a Stack-yard, ſo that it ſeems the river Idle had 
its name from corn, with which the neighbouring fields ever abounded, and Adelocum 
was intended by the Romans for the place upon Vue, after the broad pronunciation of 
Ai for I, which is ftill frequent in this country, as Segelocum after the ſignification, 
Vale ſignifying a granary amongſt the Britains. c. 

Littleburgh was of the Soc of Maunsfeild, the Kings great manor, as much of Ofwardbec 
Soc was, whereof this was alſo part, and anſwered the Dane-geld or tax before the Con- 
queſt of four bov. d. The land being one car. There fourteen ſochm. two vill. four 
bord. had afterwards five car. meadow three qu. and ten virg. long, two qu. broad ; 
this Soc was in the Couquerours time valued at 105.

A complete tenure, that is piece of ground which takes in all the names in ſucceſſion, with their 
full bredths, as in the catalogue I have ſet down, beginning with Gamble, and ending with Wyemark, 
is, from the outſide of the one, to the outſide of the other, ſixty wands, that is 290 yards. 

In ſome inſtances, as the furlongs, in different parts of the common fields, happen to be diſpoſed, 
and likewiſe in the meadow, or paſture grounds, the tenure is confined to half its bredth, that is 
thirty wands ; ſometimes it is limited by two thirds of its juſt bredth, that is by forty wands ; in ſuch 
caſes, the bredths of the various lands, as they are named, in order, are aſcertained in due proportion, 
down from Gamble to Wyemark. 

For example, when tha bredth of the tenure is known to conſiſt of its full quantity, that is ſixty 
wands, then the bredth of Gamble muſt invariably be, according to the catalogue, one wand, and one 
rod ; Wyemark, in this caſe, as the catalogue ſheweth, will be found to be in bredth one wand. 

If the tenure happens to be limitted, either to half its bredth, that is thirty wands, or if it conſiſts of 
two thirds of its juſt bredth, which is forty wands, as before obſerved ; then in theſe caſes, the names 
in the catalogue, beginning with Gamble, and ending always with Wyemark, will have their ſeveral 
bredths reduced accordingly in an exact degree. 

It ſeems proper to be noted, that, as ſoon as any one tenure is finiſhed, as the rule, in every inſtance. 
is, and 8 to be, with Wyemark, then a freſh tenure immediately commences, beginning with 
Gamble, and ſo the names ſucceed cach other, in due order, as before deſcribed. 

The lands, in tenure, ſometimes run from north to ſouth, and ſometimes from caſt to weſt ; in the 
former caſe, the reckoning, or deſcription of the ſeveral lands, parallel to each other, always ſets off 
with Gamble, on the eaſt ſide, and ends with Wyemark, on the weſt ſide; in the latter caſe, that is, 
when the lands run from eaſt to weſt, Gamble is invariably found, where it ſhould be, on the ſouth 
fide of the tenure, and ſo on you go, with Cicily Oxgang, Doll in tenure, &c, &c. till you finally 
cloſe with Wyemark, on the north. 

It is worthy obſervation too, that the lengths of the lands, in tenure, like the lands in other pariſhes 
or lordſhips, not ſo circumſtanced, are impoſſible to be aſcertained, in the ſame manner, as the bredths 
belonging to the names, in the catalogue, are; for, the lengths of all the lands, in tenure, in the ſeveral! 
furlongs, or places, where they are found, are increaſed, or diminiſhed, according to the accidental 
ſize, or ſituation of thoſe furlongs or places. | 

We muſt alſo take notice, that, as the ſeveral intermixt lands, in the open fields and encloſures, be- 
longing to the two lordſhips, or pariſhes before mentioned, have various owners, ſo are the tythe- 
owners not the ſame; and lands in the very ſame furlong, or place, being in theſe imtermixt pariſhes, 
lordſhips, or manors, are tythed by ſeparate tything-men. 

I trouble you, Sir, with the above, on account of the ſuppoſed very uncommon, and extraordinary 
information it contains.—lt may poſſibly ſtrike you, for its novelty at leaſt, as much as it has done 
ſome friends I much reſpect. and whole judgment I have a value for, who have perluaded me to ſend 
it, —TI can only ſay, further, ſhould what I have ſet down in your opinion, deſerve to be laid before the 
public, and the form I have put it in be ſufficiently clear and intelligible, you are at liberty to make 
zuch uſe of it as you ſhall think preper,

King John being at Nott. when he was Earl Moreton, gave to the church of 
Wellebec, and the monks there, whatever belonged to him of the church of Littilburgh, 
with the appurtenances, viz. the advowſon and preſentation, and the very church to 
be converted to their proper ules, as much as belonged to him or his heirs, and G. 
arch-biſhop of York appropriated it accordingly to that Abby. 

Hugh, ſon of Hugh de Stretton, gave twelve acres of meadow which he held of 
Roger de 'Trehampton in the marſh of Lee, and two hſhings in the water of Trent, 
Viz. one called Coſegarth the church of LZ:iilburgh, and the other called Whiwet- 
garth, which is between Lzttilburgh and Cotes to the Abby of Wellebec, to be held in 
fee farm of him and his heirs for 58, per annum. Raph, ſon of Roger de Treaton, 
confirmed to that abby g. ten acres of meadow in the marſh of Lee, which Hugh, 
fon of Hugh de Stretton, gave. 

In the year of our Lord 1253, the Tueſday after the court of Ofwardebec 
was held at Szretton, and an inquiſition made by the oathes of twelve lawful men, 
John de Appleſthorp, Elias Hakun, &c. whether the abbat of Wellehec ought to make 
the ſtone-bridge between L:tiulburgh and Levarton; and the jury found that one 
Adam abbat of that place of his own will made that bridge for the eaſement of a cer- 
tain grange, which that houſe had beyond the Trent, but never did it as due, neither 
ought he to make it, and therefore was quit ſor ever. The like inquiſition was made 
at Retford the Saturday after the feaſt of St. Matthew the Apoſtle, 18 E. 1, beſore 
John de Anneſley then High Sheriff by the Kings precept (or writ) upon the oathes 
of good and lawful men of the Wapentak of Ber/etlawe, viz. Elias de Wheteley, and 
others, who found as before, and that Stretion and Fenton ought to make the ſaid 
ſtone- bridge. There were certain tenants of {mall parcels of land which were to 
repair the ſtone- bridge between TLitlilburgh and Happleſthorp. To the firſt inquiſition 
William de Eaton, bailiff of the court of Oſwardbec, under his maſter John de Ray- 
gate, then the Kings eſcaetor, put his ſeal, with the juries; to the latter the ſaid 
ſheriff. |

THIS lordſhip is chiefly owned by Mr. Foljambe of Oſberton, in this county, 
who is lord of the manor. Lzuleburgh is a {mall place, ſeated on the banks of the 
trent, and is the ſuppoſed Segelocum of Antonine ; its diſtance from Lind 1m Lincoln, 
about eleven computed miles. Here have been found at various times, ſince thoſe 
mentioned by Thoroton above, coins of Domitian, Adrian, Carauſius and Gallienus. 
Here Dr. Gale ſaw a Roman urn which contained aſhes and bones. A drawing of a

O Ofwardbec Soc in Fenton half a carucat was the Kings land and Soc to Mauns- 
feild, But in Ofwardebec Wapentak Roger de Buſli had in Fentune three manors, 
which 4. before the Conqueſt VIfac, Lauric, and Grim had, and paid to the 
geld (or tax) for one bov. of land, and the third part of a bovat. The land was waſte, 
except one bordar. In the Confeſſours time the value of this was 5s. There alſo 
had Speranoc two bovats and two thirds for the geld.

The preſent building is 
erected on a flooping ground, with a fine lawn in front of about 30 acres of land. — 
There is a delightful walk, which encircles it, of about a mile long, whence on the 
eaſt, ſouth, and welt, you have extenſive views into four counties: Nottinghamſhire, 
Derbyſhire, Yorkſhire, and a lofty hill in Cheſhire. | | 

On part of the weſt and north the proſpe@ is bounded by a range of hills in a con- 
cave form ; on which are built ſome excellent farm-houſes, which ſtand and are ſeen 
as ornaments to the domain, and are highly creditable to the taſte of the owner.

Beſides which, he is to receive forty ſhillings ſterling, at the feaſts of Penticoſt and St. Martin, to be 
annually paid by the cannon ef Beckingham, Moreover he ſhall have the manſion called the prieſt's 
houſe, paying for the ſame to the canon ſixpence per annum, at the ſeaſt of All Saints. All other 
things belonging to this church, not here mentioned to belong to the canon.

(or manſure) on the ſouth ſide another. for the proper houſes of the canons, with a 
certain ſpace to make an orchard, as it was incloſed by the bank, and the whole (gra- 
vam) graffe, as it was incompaſſed with the bank, and one manſure without the bank, 
Jatte vinas]. Theſe things Matildis de Lovetot alſo confirmed, d. and gave to that 
priory the wind-mill at Gringeley, with the ſuit of the whole townſhip, ſo that the ſuit 
ſhould be done as anciently it was wont. This mill which was ſcituate on the weſt 
ſide of the town, ſhe gave for the ſoul of fir William de Furnivall, her (younger) 
fon, e. to whom ſhe gave this manor ; and he, 37 H. 3. /. had market and fair ran- 
ted in it. g.

de Mortuomari, Roger de Leyburne, Robert Waler, and Roger de Clifford, &c. 
The jury, 8 E. 1, i. found that the prior of Wirke/op ought to perceive the tythes of 
the yearly rents of mault, and of paunage, of hens, eggs, and a all other ifſues com- 
ing out of the manor of Grengeley, and that all the priors of that place his predeceſſors 
were wont to have them, and were ſeiſed thereof in the time of Matilda de Lovetot, 
William de Furnivall, and their anceſtors, lords of the ſaid manor of Grengeley, un- 
till it came to the hands of fir Henry de Allemania, whoſe bayliff took the {aid tythes 
from John the predeceſſour of the ſaid prior, and the bayliffs of Conſtancia, wife of 
the ſaid Henry, then unjuſtly detained. By a ſpecial verdit taken in an aſſize, in 
the fourth year of king Edward the firſt, father of king Edward the ſecond, (in the 
nineteenth of whoſe reign there was another hearing, &.) it appeareth that Matilda de 
Lovethot was ſeiſed of the manor of Gringele, and gave by her deed to the prior of 
W:irk/op a wind-mill there; which Matilda afterwards gave the ſaid manor to Willi.

ditches acroſs the ſcite of the fort. More, perhaps, might be found as the intrench- 
ments ſeem not to have been diſturbed.

WALKERINGHAM 


LORDSHIP is in ſeveral hands. We find in Thoroton's account above, that 
Newfſtede priory had conſiderable intereſt in the land at this place. His collections, 
under this head, contain ſome things curious. | 

This is a large village, and ſtands near the edge of the county, within about a mile 
of Walkrith ferry, over the trent, on the road thither from Bawtry. If I met with 
nothing in this place, ſuitable to the cravings of an hungry antiquary, I was happy 
in a ride, one of the moſt agreeable I had met with during my excurſions in this 
county; with reſpett to weather, it was a ſummer's day particularly marked with 
ſerenity. The little feathered tribe, ſome on the ſpray and others on the wing, ſang 
ſweetly their MAKER'S praiſe :— 


The liſt'ning herd around me ſtray'd, The Graces danc'd; the roſy band 

Ia wanton Frifk the lambkins play'd, Of ſmiles and loves went hand in hand, 
And every Naiad ceas'd to lave And purple pleaſures ſtrew'd the way

Maunsfeld, except ſome parcels belonging to the arch-biſhop of York, as in the particular 
townlhips immediately foregoing which make it up, may be oblerved, and as in South 
Leverton is already ſaid. | 55 
a: King John confirmed to Roger de Montebegonis, the whole land of Oſwaldbec, 
with the appurtenances, which he gave him when he was earl Moreton for the ſervice 
of a knights fee. Roger de Munbegun, 1 Joh. gave the king half a mark of filver for 
having Oliva, who had been wife of Robert de St. John, with her whole land and her 
inheritance; {he was lady of Tuxford, and coſt him more, as in that place may be ſeen.

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Rufford, as a dwelling, has neither enough of religious antiquity remaining to attract, 
or ſplendour as a ſeat to arreſt the ſtranger's travel, From Ollerton you firſt ſee it 
through a grove of trees. It is ſeated pleaſantly, and is of ſufficient maguitude for 
the reſidence of family and fortune. Woody ſcenery abounds near this huvſe; 
but it is in general laid out after the old ſchool of planting, rather formal.—Here is 
an agreeable ſheet of water near the houſe, which looks cooling, is refreſhing, and 
ornamental. 

This refidence was honoured as a dwelling by the late Sir George Savile, bart. in 
whom was ſweetiy blended dignity and affability, rectitude and eminent abilities; not 
more eſteemed as an upright ſenatox than an honeſt man. 

To Sir George Savile, bart. wbo died in 1784, it deſcended through ſeveral gener- 
ations, from Sir George Savile, of Barrowby, in Lincolnſhire, (fee I horoton above, 
He left his eſtate at his death to the ſecond ſon of his ſiſter, the wife of the earl of Scar- 
borough, who has, in conſequence, taken the name of Saville. This place, it is pro- 
bable; may looſe its preſent worthy owner, in his life time, by a remove to dignity.— 
It is pleaſing, however, to relate what I every where learnt, in this part of the county, 
that his tenantry will looſe the beſt of landlords either from death, or, in that caſe, his 
elevation to a peerage: if the latter happen, he will be ſucceeded in this eſtate here, 
by his brother, a clergyman, if living. * 

Mr. Savile's property, hereabouts, joined with that of the noble dukes of Newcaſtle, 
Norſolk, and Portland, and that of the late duke of Kingſton, now Mr. Pierrepont's; 
takes a ſweep of a great extent, in that portion of Nottinghamſhire where they reſide.— 
Leaving Rufford you paſs from one domain or extenſive park to another, without 
meeting with ſcarcely any intervening property.

The dean and chapter of the church of St. Mary of Lincolne, 3 E. 3, ſaid that 
they were parſons of the churches of Edeneftow and Orfton, and by reaſon of the rec- 
tory. of the ſaid churches had divers tenants within thoſe towns belonging to their 
parſonages, and whereof they ſaid that they and all their predeceſſors time out of 
mind, had had view of frank-pledge in Edenſtou, and amends of the aſſize of bread 
and ale broken of their tenants in the ſaid town, and likewiſe of their tenants in 
Orfton. 

I. de Edenſtow, clark, and Rob. his brother, gave their manor of North Muſ-

4: The men of Carberion complained againſt the abbat of Welbek, ſaid their town 
was ancient demeſne, where no writ was current, except the kings ſmall writ cloſe, 
by which they could get no remedy againſt the ſaid abbat, except by petition, which 
therefore they did exhibit in French, by the command of Wauter de Langeton, late 
treaſurer of England, to the kings counſel at Northampten, within fifteen days of St. 
Michael, in the beginning of the reign of king E. 2, wherein it was {hown, that the 
ſaid abbat in Welbek had incloſed a certain parcel of land called Carberton Storth, of 
twenty-four acres of arable land, lying near the gate of the ſaid abbey, in prejudice 
of the ſaid town, : becauſe they were wont to have common therein, and to the diſ- 
herifon of the king, &c, and likewiſe the ſaid abbat ſtop'd the courſe of the running 
water, by making dams and fitting it to his houſe, &c. and likewiſe incloſed two 
Places of wood in Rumwood in the foreſt of Shirewood, where they alſo were wont to 
common, &c. The counſel ordered the parties to follow the ſuit in the kings bench,

EDWINSTOW, or EDEN STO W. 


THE duke of Portland is lord of the manor here. It is a copyhold eſtate, and was 
owned, principally, by the late Villeral, eſq. open field. In this domain ate 
now ſome very fine oak trees, of the Norway kind, belonging to the crown. Some of 
theſe trees retain the initials C. R. with which they were marked in the reign of 
Charles the firſt ; but not very legible, as the marks, in ſome places, are almoſt barked 
over. They have been marked again lately by order of government. 5 

The village may be conſidered as one of the decent ſort. The church is dedicated 
to St. Mary; a vicarage, cum Cap. Carberton, Ollerton, and Paleſthorpe.

THORESBY, 


THE feat of Charles Pierrepont, eſq. is ſeated near Ollerton, in Shirewood foreſt, in 
a park 13 miles round. The preſent edifice has no ſplendid attractions, at a diſtance, 
to fix the eye, alone, on that object. At beſt, brick buildings, as country manſions, 
are deſtitute of harmony and elegance: in them there is no ſweet combination with 
water, foliage, or the earth's ſurface, in towns 'tis very different. Convenient as a 
| bulky ſquare may be for internal accommodation, when of brick, ſtanding in a park, 
it give us no idea agreeable with granduer or what is noble. Near however, the 
magnitude of this ſeat, and the richneſs of the window-frames over 'laid 'with gold, 
elittering in the ſun-ſhine, the deer, and numerous ſervants in gay liveries buſied in 
their various offices, beſpeak a dwelling of rank and dignity. 3 

This houſe ſtands unadorned, near it, with groves and plantations ; but there is a 
fine ſheet of water, bearing veſſels of no great burthen ; but richly ornamental : their 
little ſtreamers, waſted by the wind; have a pleaſing effect. Hence, at a diſtance, all 
nature ſeems a pleaſure garden, lawns and woody objects preſent theraſelves in pleaſ- 

ing ſucceſſion, and as you travel they pals, as it were, in pleaſing review. * _

* The preſent houſe was the reſidence of the celebrated Ducheſs of Kingſton, who was tried for 
bigamy, April 15, 1776, and ſucceeding days till April 22d, following, when all the peers found 
her guilty, but one, the Duke of Newcaſtle, who ſaid, 4 . but not mntendedly guilty upon my honour. 
As the law of the land is lenient in ſuch caſes, to people of rank and condition, ſhe was then diſ- 
charged on paying her fees of office. The inditment let forth, that ſhe as the wife of Aguſtus John 
Harvey, did, on the grd day of March, in the gth year of George the Third, marry the late Evelyn 
Pierrepont, Duke of Kingſton. her former huſband being then living. Her plea as matter of record, 
was an authenticated copy of a ſentence of the Eccleſiaſtical court in her favour, in the year 1768, 
previous to her marriage with the Duke of Kingſton, deceaſed, which her counſel pronounced was à 


good plea in bar of the indiftment,—She died 26th of Auguſt, 1788; her family name was Chudley. 
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The ſubjoined view is not that of the preſent manſion, it is from that which was 
burnt down in 1745, Thurſday, April the 4th, when nothing was ſaved from the ra- 
vages of that fire, but the writings, plate, and ſome little of the beſt furniture. I, in 
this caſe, as in that of the duke of Norfolk's, atWorkſop Manor, have preferred giving 
an engraving of the old rather than of the new dwelling, parily on account of their 
being reſpectively deſtroyed by fire. 

T horeſby is enriched with elegant furniture, and ſome paintings. | 

The preſent owner Charles Pierrepont. eſq. is now one of the, repreſentatives in par- 
liament for the county of Nottingham, and is a deſcendant of an ancient and honour- 
able family, whoſe loyalty, or attachment to monarchy in the troubles of the Jaſt cen- 
tury, was ſealed with blood. (a) May good kings and governors ever meet with ſuch 
faithful ſervants and ſubjects, in ſupport of authority and laws, conſtituted for recipro- 
cal comfort and protection; willing, in dangerous times, to riſk their fortunes, forego 
eaſe and domeſtic pleaſures, and even to ſacrifice life itſelf in oppoſition to exteinal 
enemies, Jawleſs interna] ambition, inſubordination and mob-like rebellious tyranny, 
which, while raging, is to be dreaded more than peſtilence or famine. Unreſtrained 
men, we know, have become ferocious as tygers, which the hiſtory of the preſent times 
too woefully will teſtify. Its government, that is the tyranny of an unbridled multi- 
tude, is that of evils uncalculated; its ravages are without extent; its dreadful human

(2) The frſt of this family we rcad of was RorrRT DE PENN, of French extraction, who came firſt into England at 
the time of the conqueſt, by king Willian, and held lands in Sufſiex, under the tamous William, earl Warren, one of the chief 
ot thoſe nobles wbo accompanied Wiiliam the conquerer on his expedition to this country.

Hr NR, his fon and heir, by Frances, cideft daughter of Sir William Cavendiſh, in the county of Derby, left iſſue Rorert, 
not mere cn inguiſhed for his fortune, which was ample, than for the endowment of his mind, was in the third year of Charles 
the firft, 2ivanced to the dignity of a baron, by the title of Lord Pierrepoint of Holm Perpoint, in the county of Nettingham, 
«nd Viicount Newark, and ſoon after Earl of Kingſton. 

This noble peer, during the troubles of the unfortunate Charles the ſift, gave ſtrong and powerful teſtimonies of his loyalty, 
He was committonced to raiſe 1209 men, and was confiitutced Lieutenant-General of all the King's Forces within the counties 
et Lincoln, Rutland, Huntingdon, Cambridge, and Norfolk ; but loſt his life at Gainſborough, He left iſſue, by Gertrude his 
wife, daughter of the tlurd ſon of George earl of Shrewſbury, five ſons and two daughters, 

HenxyY his eldeſt fon, who ſuccecded to the honours, attended his royal maſter in all his troubles, and was one of his privy 
counſellors, and in conſequence of his eminent ſervices was created Marquis of Dorcheſter in the 20th of Charles the firſt, — 
This noblemen had two wives,—the firſt was Cecilie, daughter of Paul, Viſcount Banning,—the ſecond Catherine, daughter to 
James earl of Derby. By the former he had two daughters, by the latter one fon, who died an infant. This nobleman, in 
onſequence, dying without male ifſue, was ſucceeded as Earl of Kingfton, by Roztxr, grandſon of his brother William, who 
had ſettled at Thorelby, and who married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Sir Thomas Harris of Tong-Caſtle, in com, Salop, 
dart. 

Kobert, eldeſt ſon of William, of Thoreſby, married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir to Sir John Elelyn of Weſt-Dean, in 
com, of Wilts, knt. and died in his faiher's life-time, leaving Robert who ſucceeded the grandfather, Henry, William and 
Evelyn, 

This RoBekT earl of Kingſton, died unmarried in 1682, to whom ſucceeded

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ſacrifices have been neither limitted to ſex, age, innocence, virtue, or talents ; all, indiſ- 
criminately have purpled the earth, victims to political rage.

He was ſucceeded in the title as Earl of Kingſton by his bruther 
and hei-, EvELYN, who was created Marquis of Dorcheſter, in the fifth year of Queen Ann, 1706. 

EvELYN marquis of Dorcheſter, &c. married Mary, daughter of William Fielding, earl of Denbigh, by whom he had ifſuc 
William lord Kingfton, born in 1692, and ſome daughters. In 1715, he was created Duke of Kingſton ; beſides other honours 
which were beſtowed upon him by the crawn, he was three times appointed one. of the lord juſtices while the King went to. 
Hanover. His ſecond wile was lady Iſabella Bentinck, ſiſter to Henry duke of Portland. She died at Paris in 1727-8, and 
leſt two daughters. 
Evelyn the ſecond duke of K ingſton, whoſe grandfather Evelyn the firſt duke, die d March 5, 1725-6, was ſon of William lord 
Kingfton above -named, who died in 1713, at the age of 21, who had married Rachel, daughter to Thomas Baynton, eſq. by 
whom he leſt Evelyn the ſecond duke and Frances a daughter. His grace was elected Knight of the Gaiter in 1740-1, and 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the army in 1759. His ſiſter Frances married in 1734, Philip Meadows, eſq. by 
whom he had iſſue Evelyn, Charles, William, Edward, and Thomas, alſo a daughter Frances. The title became extinct on 
the death of the laſt duke of Kingſton, at Bath, September 23, 1773. 

Charles Pierrepont, eſq. the preſent owner of Thoreſby, is ſiſter's ſon to the late duke of Kingſton. He married Miſs 


Mills, daughter of William Mills, efq. of Richmond in Surry, by whom he has four ſons and one. daughter, Lvelyn, Charles, 
Henry, Philip, and Frances,

It contains 
about 1300 acres of land, encloſed. Many hops are grown hereabouts. 

This place has a little market on Friday, and two fairs, one on May-day, and the 
other 26th September, for hops; in which month, there is a kind of market or hop- 
club every Tueſday. The town contains about 600 inhabitants. The bridge here, 
like many others, was thrown down (or blown up as it is called) in the flood of 1795. 

The church or rather chapel], is ſmall and is newly built, conſequently no food there 
for the mind of the antiquary ; but at the hop-pole, near the church, I have more than 
once, after journeying from village to village, completely tired, found comfortable re- 
freſhment for the body.

c: The jury, 35 E. 3, found that John de Lungvillers had in Houghton two meſl, 
and half a car. of land, ten acres of meadow, and two water-mills, which he held of 
Nicolas Monboucher by the ſervice of a roſe, and Thomas de Lungvillers was heir 
of the ſaid John, as in Tuxford is alſo ſhown. 

Upon the river Idie lies Houghton in common appellation called Houghton Lung- 
villers. It came to Mallovell lord of Rampton by the marriage of the heir of Lung- 
villers, and afterwards to Stanhope, in which family it continued till John Babing- 
ton, and Saunchia his wife, daughter and heir of Richard Stanhope, ſold it to 5 
William Hollis, or his father, great grandfather to the earl of Clare, the ſeat of which 
family it ſtill continueth.

Denſill Hollys, ſon of good fir William married Elianor, daughter 
of Edmund lord Sheffeild of Butterw:ick, and by her had fir John Hollys, created by 
king James baron of Houghton, July g, in the fourteenth year of his reign, and in the 
twenty-{econd year earl of Clare, 2 November. Anne the daughter of fir Thomas 
Stanhope was his wife, and bore him John earl of Clare, and Denſill Hollis, who 
married Dorothy, ſole daughter and heir of fir Francis Aſhley, knight, of Dorcheſter, 
ſerjeant at law, by whom he hath iſſue William, &. He was by this king, in the 
thirteenth year of his reign, created lord Hollis of T/eild in Suſſex.

HAUGHTON. 


THE duke of Newcaſtle proprietor, encloſed. This domain was once the abode 
of the Stanhopes, and afterwards that of the Holles', but now the dwelling is in total 
decay. Haughton, now, as a place of reſidence, is known by a houſe or two, and a 
paper-mill. Of what it has been, we learn by an article inſerted in Gervaſe Holles's 
MSS. collections for the county of Lincoln, now in the Britiſh muſeum ;— 

« Haughton neare Tuxford, Nottinghamſhire, | 

© This mannour gives the title of baron to the preſent erles of Clare. It is ſeated 
on the verge of the foreſt of Shirewood, and therefore more triumphes in pleaſant- 
neſſe, then richneſſe of ſoyl, and yet the beſt part of it is not unfertile. It is very 
well watered, the river Idle running quite through it (as a leſſer brooke doeth in an- 
other part) encompaſſing the houſe rounde about in its paſſage. The houſe it ſelf is 
an old building with little umiformity in it, as being built att ſeverall tymes. The 
oldeſt part of it is the tower at the entrance; (as it ſhould appeare by ſome eſcoche- 
ons cut in ſtone on the north ſides of it and ſouth,) built by ſome of the family of 
Langvillers, or of Stanhope (for that family for a time bore Langvillers armes ſor 
their owne paternal coate.) The eſcocheons on the ſouth are theſe underneath.

It appears that the hall was built by the laſt fir William Holles, as appears by this 
enſueing, which is carved in ſtone on either fide the entrance doore, and expreſſes 
the yeare of the lord, his name and rebus. 55

The following is from a tour, in 1787, from London to the weſtern highlands :— 

« All the great eſtate of the duke of Newcaſtle in the parts, ({peaking of Clumber) 
came by his wife, the daughter of Henry Pelham, from the Holles's, earls of Clare : 
but this was not their ſeat, at leaſt not the principal; if any thing, probably a lodge. 
Haughton. in this neighbourhood, was their manſion, which was bought of the Stan- 
 hope's by fir William Holles, a great merchant, and lord mayor of London, in the reign 
of Henry the 8th, who left an eſtate to his eldeſt ſon, which was worth 10,000]. per 
annum, in the above reign. What an enormous eſtate for that time! Sir William, 
the ſon, lived at Haughton, in great ſplendor and hoſpitality, © He began his chriſt- 
% mas, at All-hollow-tide, and continued it until candlemas, during which any man 
« was permitted to ſtay three days, without being aſked whence he came or what he 
© was.” His ſon dying before his father, never came to the family eſtate, but lived at 
Irby, in Lincolnſhire, ** where he was ſeen many times to confront Henry Clinton, 
earl of Lincoln, ho was a great tyrant amongſt the gentry of that country, and carry 
buſineſs againſt him, as it were, in deſpite of his teeth.” How little he thought, that 
his eſtates and his blood would centre in the heir of this tyrannical earl, which the duke 
of Newcaſlle is! The 4th and laſt earl of Clare married the coheireſs of H. Cavendiſh, 


duke of Newcaſtle, and was himſelf, aſter the death of his father-in-law, in 1691, cre- 


ated duke. by that title ; his own. eſtate, and the Cavendiſh together, amounting to 
40.000]. per annum. Haughton, upon the acquiſition of theſe eſtates, was probably 
neglected, if not already in ruins, and the duke reſided at Welbeck Abbey. After- 
wards, when the Holles and the Cavendiſh eſtates came to ſeparate again, and the lat- 
ter went through the Harleys, to the Bentnicks, a manſion-probably was wanted for the 
former, and Clumber Park, which might be a lodge before, was by degrees extended 
to its preſent ſize and importance.“ “ | i : 

Wear the park-gate of Haughton was erected, in 1692, a free ſchool, for the benefit 
of thoſe of this place, Bothamſall, Elkſey, Gamſton, Weſt Drayton, Milton, and 
Bevercotes. | . | 

This ſchool was endowed with 271. per annum, by Mr. Henry Walters, ſteward to 
Gilbert and John earls of Clare. He alſo gave 20l. per annum for the maintenance of 
four miniſter's widows, 51. each. 2 | 


HAUGHTON CHAPEL, 

I found a little pleaſing ruin, ſurrounded by a young plantation of trees; a ſketch of 
which, in its preſent ſtate, is ſubjoined, figure 2. This chapel ſeems originally built 
in an old ſtile of church building, many parts, it is viſible, has been altered or repaired 
ſince its original erection. It had, by what is viſible at preſent, only a nave and north

Warſop fair-town and church-town, are half a mile aſunder, diſtance from Notting- 
ham twenty miles, from Mansfield five. Here are no hoſpitals, eſtabliſhed ſchools, or 
diſſenting meeting-houſes ; but there are Sunday ſchools formed under the patronage 
and direction of the late worthy rector Mr. Southgate. * 

The church is dedicated to St, Peter and St. Paul, has a nave and fide aiſles, and a

The advantage raifed to himſelf out of a long me- 
Titorious ſervice, was almoſt entirely loſt upon the declining fortune of the royal 
party at Manton-moor ; and yet his good ſervice in ye end, mett with what he valued 
above all, the honour of having been highly truſted : and ye comfort of having hon— 
eſtly diſcharged his truſt. To ye bleſſings of the man here remembered, was added that 
of a long life, he having lived to the age of eighty-four years, a long but to him alglorius 
tyme of tryal.

LORD Bathurſt is principal proprietor of land here; it is encloſed. 

The village, within theſe ſew years, has increaſed confiderably in magnitude. Its 
preſent conſequence has been occaſioned by the worſted and cotton manufactory eſta- 
bliſhed lately here. Here are children from the foundling hoſpital, London, who are 
employed at the reſpective mills, and are kept in excellent order. "They live in cot- 
tages, built for the purpoſe, under the care of ſuperintendants ; boys under one roof 
and girls under another: an apothecary attends them at ſtated times to preſerve 
health. They are trained to the duties of religion and are fed plentifuliy. It is happy 
that theſe little aliens to kindred affection, thould, by the bounty of the good and 
opulent, be made ſuch uſeful members of ſociety, and ornaments of philanthropy. 

Cuckney church, ſrom the chancel end to that of the tower, is about 42 yards. The 
tower is handſome. Part of an old ſtone, on the floor of the church, retains in black- 
letter, I think, the date 1351. Part of another has a croſs, and in old characters, Hic 
jacet Frater Simon de —afterberry. quod d rector hejus ecclefia, Here are ſeveral other 1e- 
mains of old ſtones, in the coffin form. 

I have noticed, page 103, vol. 2, two lines on a graveſtone in this church-yard, 
merely to ſhew how ignorance may pervert the beſt of meanings. It is a pity bnt the 
clergy would be ſomewhat careful, in their reſpeRive pariſhes, tbat no perverſion of 
things of a religious tendency, at leaſt, ſhould appear in churches or church-yards.— 
In Cuckney church-yard is this offenſive, but moſt probably afſectionately intended 
thing, by the ſame fcribe :—

ſeats of earl Bathurſt are at Cirenceſter, in Gloucefterſhire, and Fairy Hill in the county 
of Kent. There is not much of field embelliſhment about this ſeat ; and in conſe-

his ſucceſſours, and the brethren of that place, there according to the order cf the præ- 
monſtratenſes regularly ſerving God, by the counſel of fir Serlo abbat of Neuhus, in tree 
and quiet and perpetual alms, the place of the abby of Wellebec. where the chuich of St. 
James was founded, and the whole land which is from the place of the abby unto a 
place called Belgh, and Belgh, and whatſoever was within the bounds of that place, in 
meadows, in paſtures, in woods, in lands tilled, and his whole fart nigh Belgh, viz.

the firſt had thirteen ſons, out of which he loſt ſix ſighting on the fide of royalty. One of the ſurviving 
ſons named Ralph, was a clergyman and a Latin poet of repute. who in 16qt, was offered the biſhop- 
xick of Briſtol, but refuſed it on ſome account or other, His youngeſt brother, Benjamin, was 
cofferer of the houſhold to queen Ann. He died in 1704, His ſon 

Allen, was diſtinguiſhed for his parliamentary cloquence, and for his intimacy with Pope, Swift, 
and Atterbury. He was by queen Ann, created baron Bathurſt, of Batileſden, Upon the reſignation 
of Sir Robert Walpole, he was made captain of the band of penhoners, which office he reſigned in 
1744. By his preſent Majeſty in 1772, he was created earl Bathurſt. The 16th of September, 1775, 
this nobleman died, He left iſſue one ſon and five daughters, viz, Frances; Catherine; Henry, now 
earl Bathurſt; Jane; Leonora; Anne; all by his lady Catherine, daughter and heireſs of Sir Peter 
Apelley, of Apllev in the county of Suflex, knight, who died in 1768. | 

Henry, the preſent earl, Bathurſt, baron Bathurſt of Battleſden, and baron Apeſley of Apſley, is 
one of his Majeſty's privy council and a governor of. the charter houſe. This nobleman was 8 
May 2, 1714. In 1746, he was made ſolicitor-gereral to Frederie Prince of Wales, and atturnev- 
general to the princels dowager of Wales, In 1754, he was made a judge of the common pleas — 
In 1771, he was made lord high chancellor of Great Britain, and created baron Apeſley; which high 
office he refigned in 1778., In 1779, he was made prefident of the council, which he reſigned 1n 
1782. This nobleman has no iſſue by his firſt wife Anne, daughter and heireſs of ſames, eſq. 
who died in 1758. By his ſecond lady Tryphena, daughter of Thomas Scawen, eſq in the county 
of Northampton, he has iſſue, 1ſt, Tryphena, born in 1760: 2d, Henry, lord Apſley. born 294 of May 
1762: gd, Cathrine born in 1764.

carucat, and three | preces] boon days in harvelt, viz. the firſt, with one man; the 
ſecond, with two; and the third, with as many as ſhall be found there daily reaping. }

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fits upon bim, and for all the faithful departed. And beſides this, they and their ſuc- 
ceſſours to celebrate in their abby, as long as the worid ſhould endure, the anniverſary 


of the ſaid lord biſhop, with ſuch ſolemnity as the annn erſary oi their firſt and prin- 


cipal founder, as weil in alms to the poor, as in divine obſequies, was wont in times 
paſt to be celebrated, and every day whereon commemorations of the dead ſhould be 
read in their chapter houſe, his ſoul ſhould therein be abſolved by name. And when 
any of the ſaid eight canons ſhould by ſickneſs. or other lawful cauſe, be hindred from 
celebrating, another canon of their houſe ſhould faithfully ſupply his turn. And when 
any of thoſe eight ſhould go the way of all fleſh, another canon ſhould immediately be 
put in his place. They were alſo to ſwear that they would never diminiſh the num- 
ber of eight, but maintain the ſaid celebration for ever decently, and that they would 
never obtain any thing of the pope, or the k. of England, or the ſuperior of the order 
of the præmonſtratenſes, or of any other whereby any thing ſhould be ſubſtracted from 
the ſaid celebration. And every new abbat before the covent {hould do him obeiſance, 
or he be inſtalled in the monaſtery, and every novice before he ſhould be admitted to 
probation in their monaſtery, ſhould be bound by the ſame oath, faithfuily to keep 
every article of the ſaid ordination according to his utmoſt power for ever, Furiher- 
more if their ſaid order (which God forbid) ſhould by any emergent chance be ſup- 
preſſed, or transferred to any other order, then they willed and granted by the tenour 
of the ſaid agreement, that the ſaid'biſhop or his heirs without any obſtacle might en- 
ter, and peaceably enjoy the ſaid manor of Cuceney, and two meſſ one hundied and 
twenty acres of land, eight of meadow, fix of wood, with the appurtenances in Hol- 
beck by Cuckeney. But that the preſent ordination might laſt for ever without any di- 
minution, the faid abbat and all the prieſts of the covent, with candles burning, and 
Roles hung at their necks, ſolemnly excommunicated all and every one that ſhould 
weaken, break, diminiſh, or violate, or procure the ſaid ordination or any part of it to 
be weaked, broken, diminimed, or violated by any means, or preſume to go againſt it 
in any thing: fubjecting themſelves and their ſucceſſours in this to the juriſdiction 
and cohercion of the abbat of Neuhus, father of their abbat, and of the yezrly viſiters, 
that if in their viſitation they found any thing of this ordinance violated or diminiſhed, 
they might proceed againſt them as guilty of perjury and excommunicite. And leſt 
oblivion ſhould aboliſh what gratitude had charitably inſtituted, This ordinat:on was 
every vear on All Souls day to be read through in their monaſtery in the preſence of 
all the brethren. But king Henry the eighth, 26 Feb. 30 H:8, p: granted to Richard 
Whailey and his heirs, the ſcite of the abby of Wilbeck, and all the honſes and lands 
benezth the ſcite of it, and the two granges called Bellers Granges, and Hirſt Grange, 
and the ſeveral cloſes and groves, &c. queen Elizabeth, 20 May, 1 Eliz. 9: grated 
licence to Richard Whalley, eſquire, and William Whalley, gent. to alicuate the 
houſe and ſcite of the monaſtery of Welbeck, by the name of the demeſne of the manor 
of Welbeck, and the ſaid two granges Bellers and Hurſt, and the grange of Gledethorpe, and 
the manor of Norton, and the grange called Hardwick grange, to Edward Oſborne, citi- 
zen and cloathworker of London, and his heiis. She, 9 Feb. 42 El'z. r: granted to Ro- 
bert Booth, eſquire, and Kanulph Catterall, gent. the whole ſcite, &c. which ſometimes 
was belonging to, and parcel of the lands late of Richard Wholley, efquize. It is now, 
Nov. 11, 1674, the manſion houſe of his grace the dyke of Newcufile, of whoſe noble

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atchievements I ought to have given ſome particular account, but that the dutchefs 
his wife, not long fince dead, hath done it far beyond my hopes in her famous books, 
elpecially that of his life, beſides what himſelf hath communicated to the world in 
ſeveral poems: and his moſt excellent pieces concerning horſmanſhip both in French 
and Engliſh, whereof he is ſo great a maſter, that though he be above eighty years 
of age, he very conſtantly diverts himſelf with it ſtill, inſomuch that he is thought to 
have taken as pleaſure in beholding his great ſtore of choice well-managed horſes 
(wherewith his fine ſtables are continually furniſhed) appear to exerciſe their gifts 
in his magnificient riding-houſe, which he long ſince built there of brick, as in elder 
time any one could take to ſee the religious performances of the monks in the quire 
of the great church of St. James, now utterly vaniſhed, except the chapel for the 
houſe was any part of it, which of late years alſo hath lain buried in the ruines of 
its roof, the want whereof doth a little diminiſh the glory of this brave palace ; yet 
ſeeing that neither the wiſdom, nor piety, nor charity of thoſe formerly concerned here, 
nor their right, title, nor propriety, nor indeed of God himſelf, could in this place 
ſecure or preſerve a church againſt a king and parliament, proleſſing the ſame God 
and the fame religion; I cannot perceive how che moſt obſtinate and zealous pre- 
tenders to religion and property of this time, can juſtly wonder though his grace be 
not much concerned for the ruinous chapel. The woods, eſpecially thoſe nigh the 
houſe are better preſerved. 5s: The number of the acres of the woods of the abbey 
of Wellebek were, Of the firſt foundation of the houſe in woods about the houſe ſix- 
ſcore acres Of the gift of the king of England in Roumwood fiveſcore and ten 
acres. Of the gift of Richard, fon of Richard, in the Hay of Cukeney fourſcore acres. 
Of the gift of Thomas de la Rivere in Heſellund eight acres. Of the gift of Brian 
de Inſula in the wood of Eſtelhagh fourſcore acres. Theſe acres were meaſured by 
the king perch, containing twenty-four feet. The ſum is three hundred thirty-eight 
acres, lix{core to the hundred. 


WELBEC ABBEY, 


THE ſeat of his grace the duke of Portland, ſometime ſince that of the duke of 
Newcaſtle. As a religious houſe, Thoroton has given it an ample detail, ſuffice it 
to lay, that its original foundation is not accurately aſcertained, neither with reſpett 
to time nor that of its founder, although its e is attributed, generally, to 
Thomas de Cuckney, who may juſtly be ſaid to have given it rank as a religious 
houſe, by his bountiful hand. Edward the firſt, and John Hotham, biſhop of Ely, 
were afterwards liberal benefattors to this abbey, particularly the latter, who has 
been reputed a ſecond founder. From Richard Whalley, who we find had a grant of 
this place the thirtieth of Henry the 8th, being then valued, with its appurtenances, 
at 249]. 6s. 3d. it paſſed, ruccelivety, through the families of Oſborne, Booth, and 
Holles, till it came into the poſſeſſion of the earl of Oxford by his marriage with the 
only daughter of John Holles duke of Newcaſtle, in 1713. The ſurviving daughter 
of this marriage brought it into the Portland family, by her marriage with his grace 
William duke of Portland, in 1734. | Thi 
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This ſeat being a favorite place of the preſent duke of Portland, it has, by him, 
been much improved and enlarged. It is however, upon no regular plan, although 
it appears, in ſome points of view, on a ſcale large and magnificent. Very little 
remains of the old abbey, but the cellar arches. This ſeat is adorned with many 
paintings; thoſe in the hall are moſtly horſes in various attitudes, left by his grace 
of Newcaſtle, the famous maſter of horſmanſhip. The lake, as it is called, near, is a 
fine addirion as a member of this noble manſion, * 

Welbec was viſited by king William the third, from Lincoln, with a ſplendid re- 
tinue, as were many other places by him to acquire popularity. Here he was at- 
tended by Dr. Sharp, archbiſhop of York, and his clergy. It was then the ſeat of 
the duke of Newcaſtle. 

Welbec is ſeated in the loweſt part of a fine extenſive park, ſtocked with deer, and 
many fine venerable oak trees; although the latter are not quite ſo numerous as they 
were about twenty years ago, yet there is ſufficient left to dignify this dwelling, and 
to add ſtrength to the wooden walls of old England. Several, lately, I find have 
been cut down for that purpoſe. The ſubjoined view, will give ſome dea 
of the woody part of this park; which I took, as it were, paſſing to the celebrated 
GREEN DALE Oakx. In this view, at a diſtance, part of the houſe, is diſcoverable, 
The other view was taken ſome years ſince, in another ſituation, 

The venerable GREEN Date Oax, repreſented page, 360, fig. 4, is ſuppoſed to 
be upwards of 1500 years old. The paſſage or arch-way through is ten feet high, 
width fix feet and ſome inches, through which 1t js ſaid a coach and horles have been 
driven. F Its girth, in the wideſt part of the trunk, 35 feet. This aged, decrepit 
tree, now on its ſtumps, is propped, in ſome places caped with lead, and in others 
barred to hold its limbs together; only one ſolitary branch ſhews ſigns of life, it has 
been for centuries expiring; and now, ſeemingly in its laſt ſtage of declining years, 
braves the ſtorms and tempeſts of each revolving ſevere winter: while the winds of 
heaven blow down towering edifices of ſtone, and tear up by the roots many a lofty 
tree, this ftands firmly rooted on the propitious ſoil that gave it birth. 

In another place, in this park, ſtands an oak tree allo of repute - it is called the 
Seven Siſters, from its containing, ſometime ſince, ſeven branches or ſtems from one 
root; this I did not ſee, but I was informed that one of its branches was gone when 
I was laſt at Welbec. 

Welbec, ſince the marquis of Tichfield's marriage with MiſsScot, the great heireſs, 
has been his chief abode. The duke of Portland, & chiefly refides in London.

* About the year 1764, the duke of Portland built a fine bridge over this water, partly ſor orna- 
ment and partly for accommodation; but in ſtriking the arches, perhaps to ſoon, all fell, to the great 
diſappointment of his grace and his neighbours, It was a very coſtly undertaking. and it 1emoved 
many fine oaks ſrom the park for ſupport and ſcaffolding. Ihe bridge was of three arches, the cen - 
tre go and the ſide ones 75 feet each.

William, the firſt earl of Portland, when a youth, was page of honour to William, prince of Orange, 

afterwards 
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The marquis of Tichfield appears to be fond of Welbec, and no wonder; it 
abounds with comforts. His attachment to field ſports may fix him frequently here: if 
domeſtic bappineſs in retirement ſuit his noble mind, this once great ſanctuary of the 
religious is much better calculated for that purpoſe then the gay and buſlle of the 


metropolis, 


afterwards king of England, He attended that king into England, at the revolution, and was eſteem- 
ed one of the ableſt ſtateſmen of his time, and was in the higheſt confidence with that enterprizing 
prince. He had the honour of being appointed by that king, when prince of Orange, to ſolicit the 
hand of the princeſs Mary, daughter to James, then duke of York, afterwards James the ſecond, kin 
of England, in the year 1677, in which he ſucceeded. He was alſo ſent into England at the duke of 
Monmouth's invaſion, to offer troops and his perſonal ſervice to his then father-in-law James the 
ſecond, king of England. Upon the {ſucceſſion of William and Mary to the crown of England, he 
was appointed groom of the ſtable and gentleman of the horſe; and by letters patents, bearing date 
the gth of April 1689, the firſt of William and Mary, he was created baron of Cirenceſter, viſcount 
Woodſtock, and earl of Portland. His lordſhip ſerved under William the third with great reputation 
both in Ireland an in the Netherlands. In hog he was the principal plenipotentiary for the peace 
ofRyſwick,and afterwards ambaſſador extraordinary to the court of France, His integrity was proved 
relative to certain tranſactions about paſling an att for inſupporting the Eaſt India company, when 
he diſdainfully refuſed a bribe of 50,0001. The houſe of commons it ſeems, however, was not al- 
ways partial to him ; he like other favorites of the crown, at all times are looked upon with a jealous 
eye. In 1696, when William was about to beſtow ſome lordſhips in Wales, on his favourite for his 
many and eminent ſervices, the houſe of commons addreſſed the king in oppoſition to the intended 
grant, In 1701, after being plenipotentiary for the ſecond treaty of partitions, he, with lord Somers, 
the earl of Oxford and lord Rae, were impeached for adviſing and negociating that treaty. Upon 
the death of king William he retired from public buſineſs, and died 23d of November 1709.— 
His firſt marriage was in the family of Villiers by whom he had iſſue three ſons and five daughters. — 
By his ſecond marriage with Jane, daughter of Sir John Temple, of Eaſt Sheen, in the county of Surry, 
he had iſſue two ſons and three daughters. William, by the firſt adventure, died young, in Holland, 
belore the revolution. Henry the — ſon by that marriage ſucceeded him: the other iſſue ſormed 
honourable alliances. 

Henry, ſecond earl of Portland, married Elizabeth, daughter of Wriſtheſley Baptiſt, ſecond earl of 

Gainſborough, by whom he acquired large poſſeſſions and the moiety of the lordſhip of Tichfield, in 
the county of Southampton. This nobleman by the favour of his ſovereign, George the firſt, was 
created marquis of Tichfield and duke of Portland, July 6, 1716, and was ſent out governor of the 
valuable iſland of Jamaica, where he died July 4, 1726. He was ſucceeded in titles and eſtate by 
his ſon 

William, ſecond duke of Portland, who married lady Margaret Cavendiſh, daughter and heireſs of 
Edward ſecond earl of Oxford, and died May 1. 1762, by which lady he had iſſue two ſons and two 
daughters, viz. Elizabeth born in 1735, and married to Thomas viſcount Weymouth. Heneretta born 
in 1736, and married to George Henry earl of Stamford. William Henry Cavendiſh preſent duke of 
Portland; and Edward Charles Cavendiſh born in 1744, who married a daughter of Richard Cum- 
berland, eſq. and is a repreſentative for the county of Nottingham. This duke's lady died July 7,1783. 

William Henry Cavendiſh Bentnick, duke of Portland, marquis of Tichficld, earl of Portland, 
viſcount Woodſtock and baron Cirenceſter, is one of his Majeſty's privy council and ſecretary of 
ſtate. High ſteward of the city of Briſtol, recorder of Nottingham, a truſtee of the Britiſh muleum, 
| rang 19a of the Britiſh lying-in hoſpital, doctor of laws, and fellow of the royal ſociety. He was 

orn April 14, 1738. In 17635, he was appointed lord Chamberlain of his Majeſty's houſhold, which 
office he reſigned in 1766, He was made lord lieutenant of Ireland April 8, 1782, which office he 
held only till the 15th of September following. He was appointed April 5, 1783, firſt lord of the 
treaſurv, which he reſigned in December the ſame year. 

The preſent duke married November 8, 1766, lady Dorothy, daughter of William fourth duke of 
Devenſhire, by whom he has ifſuc William Henry Cavendliſh, marquis of Tichfield, lately married, 
born in 1763. Willam Edward Cavendiſh born in 1774, appointed in 1783, clerk of the pipe office 
for life. | ady Charlet born in 1775, 1,ady Marv born in 1778. William Charles Auguſtus Caven- 
diſh born in 1780. William Frederic Cavendiſh born in 1781, and lady ———— born in 1786, 
Chief ſeats: Bulſtrode in the county of Bucks; and Welbec in the county of Nottingham. 
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metropolis. The times, a little back, called forth the illuſtrious owner of Welbec, his 
father, with almoſt all the rank, abilities, and fortune of the kingdom to the ſeat of the 
legiſlator, to form a phalanx round the throne ; firmly to oppoſe the ſpirit ot inuova- 
tion that pervaded the ignorant, the diſobedient and the plunderers: there may he 
{till be uſeful while his ſon enjoys the calm comforts of the peaceful retirement of 
Welbec Abbey.

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LSI before the Norman invaſion had two manors in Werchefope, which paid to the 
geld as three car. The land being then ſufficient for eight plows or eight car.— 
a: There afterwards Roger de Buſli (whoſe ſee the conquerour made it) had one 
car. in demeſne, and twenty-two ſochm. on twelve bovats of this land, and twenty -!our 
villains, and eight bord. having twenty-two car. and eight acres of meadow, paſture 
wood two leu. long, three quar. broad. In the time of Edward the confeſſour this was 
valued at 81. when the ſurvey was taken in the conquerours at 71. In Rolneton (nigh 
Wirkeſop) alſo of Roger de Buſlies fee were two manors before the conqueſt, which VIII 
and Alchill had, and paid the geld for one car. The land two car. There afterwards 
Roger the man (or tenant) of Roger de Buſli had one car. and four ſochm. on two boy. 
of this land, and one bord. with one plow or one car. There were two acres of mea- 
dow, paſture wood ſix qu. long, and three qu. broad. In king Edward the confe ſſours 
time 20s. value, in the latter part of the conquerours 10s. There was one bov. ad 
geld. ſoc, and then waſte. 

This Elſi was one of thoſe who were noted in the bock of Doomſday to have ſoc, 
and fac, and toll, and thaim, and the kings cuſtoms of 2d. and particularly upon Wer- 
cheſoppe, and he is there called Elſi, ſon of Caitbin, but the third penny of the earl was 
not his. 

This Roger the man of Roger de Buſli held verv many manors of him in this county, 
in all which in the time of H. 1, b: ſucceeded William de Luvetot who had She, 
aud Halumſhire in the county of York, (as in Carcolſton may be ſeen) and was a principal 
man i Huntingtonſkire, where he left a barony to his ſecond ſon Nigellus de Lovetot, as 
in Hiſtou is noted. 

c: Here the third of the Ides of May in the third year of king Henry the firſt, he 
ſounded a monaſtery for canons of the order of St. Auſtin, in the church of St. Cuth— 
bert of Wirkeſop, to which he afterwards by the conceſſion and confideration of Emme 
his wife, and of ſons (or children,) granted and confirmed by his [ breve] writing, his 
gift which he had made to God and the holy church, and the canons of St. Cuthbert of 
Wirkeſop in perpetual alms. Firſt the whole chapelry of his whole houſe with the tythes

thermore all the tythes of the pence of all his ſet rents as well in Normandy as in Fg. 
land. In the field of Wirke/op one carucat of land, at Inwar, and the meadow of 
Catala. And all his churches of his demeſne of the honour of Blith, viz. the churches 
of Gringelai, of Maſlerton, of Walcringham, of Normanton, of Coleſton, of Wylgeby, of 
Vy/hou. and his part of the church of Tyreſwalle, with all lands, tythes, and things 
belonging to the ſaid churches. And likewiſe the tythe of his paunage, and of ho. 
ney, and of veniſon, and of fiſh, and of fowl, and of malt, and of his mills, and of all 
things of which tythes were wont or ought to be given. This was directed to T. 
arch-biſhop of York. 

Thurſton arch-biſhop of York, Alexander biſhop of Lincoln, and Walter Eſpec, 
and Alan de Perci, and others were witneſſes to king Henry the fiſts confirmation 
of this gift, which William de Luvetot made. 

d: William de Luvetot in the pipe roll of the fifth of k. Steph. is ſaid to give ac. 
count of the half year of the farm of Blith, and of 236]. of the pleas of G. de Clinton, 
and for the land which Robert de Calz had with his mother, and of two hundred 
marks of ſilver, that the king ſhould pardon him the pleas whereof he was impleaded 
at Blil i. 

e: His ſon Richard de Lovetot 2 H: 2, gave account of twenty marks for the 
marriage of his wife, whereof ten were in the treaſury, and ten he then ought, and 
one norroy-hawk and one gerfalcon; her name was Cecilia, and ſhe gave the church 
of Dini/ley (in Hertford/h.) f. to this covent, which amongſt the gifts of her huſ- 
bands father, and of others was confirmed by pope Alexander the third in the ſecond 
year of his pontificate, Anno Dom.

hk: His ſaid ſon William de Luvetot, on the day of his fathers burial, gave and 
confirmed to God, ſaint Mary, and ſaint Cuthbert, and the canons of Radeford, 
the tvthe of all his rents, which he then had, or ever ſhould have, and wherefoever on 
thi- ſide or beyond the ſea. He ſurvived not very long, for Raph Murdac the ſheriff, 
27 H. 2, i: gave account of 421. 128. 10d. of the iſſues of the land of William de

k: Matilda de Luvetot who was daughter of Walter Fitz-Robert, and wife of

m: Girard de Furnivall 2 Joh. gave the king four hundred marks, that he ſhould 
take the homage of Gerard his ſon, concerning the barony, which was William de 
Luvetots, father of his ſaid ſons wife, and that he might hold in peace his land, ſo 
as he then did, and the land whereof his ſaid wifes father was leiſed in his demeſne 
as of fee, on the day upon which he was alive and dead.

1: Thomas de Furnivall, ſenior, 6 E. 3, held this manor, with the appurtenances, 
and Greſthorp, as in that place is noted. 
| &: The jury, 28 E. 3, ſaid that Elizabeth de Monteacuto held the manor of Wyrk- 
fop of the endowment of Thomas de Furnivall her quondam h::\ſband, and of the in- 
heritance of Thomas de Furnivall, who then was couſin and heir of her ſa:d huſband, 
viz. ſon and heir of Thomas de Furnivall, ſon and heir of Thomas her huſband. — 
She was daughter of Peter de Mentford, and widow of William, ſon of Simon de 
Montacute, {: and mother of William de Montacute, earl of Sal:ſbury : there is a 
Monument of marble for her yet ſtanding on the north fide of the quire of Chriſts 
Church in Oxford. 

Thomas de Furnivall, junior, was above forty years old at the death of his father, 
which was the day after the Purification 1332. He married ]oane, the eldelt daugh- 
ter and co-heir of Theobald de Verdun lord of Alveton caſtle in Staffordſhire, baron 
of Webley in the county of Hereford, the relict of William de Mountague. m: This 
Tho. de Furnivall lord of Alveton in Staffordſhire died at Sheffeld the day before the 
Ides (it ſhould be Nones) of October 1339, the inquiſition ſaith the Thurſday next 
before the feaſt of St. Dionis, 13 E. g, which is on October g. leaving then his ſon 
and heir Thomas de Furnivall about ſeventeen years old, whole brother William de 
Furnivall u. (which afterwards was his heir, and did his homage, 39 E. g,) was 
born at Alveton Caſtle the tenth of the Kalends of September 1326. Their father 
who died about 14 Octob. Anno Dom. 1339, was buried the Monday within the Vtas 
of the Aſcenſion of our lord next following, in the abby of Beauchief by the abbat 
of Crokeſden : his ſaid wife Joane, the lady of Alveton, died in child bed 6 of the 
Nones of Octob. 1334, of the age of thirty years and two months, and was honour- 
ably buried the ſeventh of the Ides of January following at Croke/den, amongſt her 
anceſtors of the family of Verdun founders of that place.

r: William de Furnivall chr. dyed the twelfth of April, 6 R. 2, ſeiſed of this 
mannor, &c. Thomaſina his wife held the mannor of Coggeſhalis in Elmedone in Eſſex, 
and the mannor of Dagworth in Suffolk. Joane, the daughter of the ſaid William, 
wife of Thomas de Nevill was then found his heir, and above fourteen years old. 

s: This Thomas Nevill was brother to Raph firſt earl of Weftmerland, He was 
treaſurer of England (but is not in Mr. Dugdales catalogue, which makes theſe chro- 
nicles of //irkſop more doubtful) and in right of his wife, lord Furnivall ; he was buri- 
ed here molt magnificently, and lieth in the middle above the quire. He died the 
Monday next before Palmſunday, 8 H. 4, t. leaving behind him another wife, who 
was Ankaretta, daughter of John le Strange of Blackmere, and widow of Richard, ſon 
of Gilbert Talebot, and mother of the famous John Talbot; ſhe and he in her right 
held the mannor of Swynden in MWiltſtire, and the third part of the mannor and hundred 
Shryvenham in Barkſhire of the dotation of Richard Talbot chr. her former huſband: the 
heirs of the ſaid Thomas de Nevill where then found to be Matilda and Joane his 
daughters. | 

u. Thomaſia, who had been wiſe of William Furnivall chr. died on the feaſt of 
St. Margaret the virgin being Saturday, 10 H. 4, Matilda was found couſin and heir, 
and aged ſeventeen years, viz. the daughter and heir of Joane, the daughter and heir 
ofthe ſaid William and Thomaſia, and the ſaid John Talbot had then taken her to wife. 

This John was brother of Gilbert lord Talbot, and after the death of Ankaretta, 
his ſaid brothers daughter, his heir. He was in his ſaid wifes right lord Furnivall, 
and had reſpite of homage 7 H. 5, v: Febr. 12, He was created by king Henry 
the ſixth at Windſor, May 20, 19 H. 6, earl of Skrow/bury. He was earl of Weiſſ ford in 
Ireland by inheritance, and created earl of Waterford 17 July, 24 H. 6, and ſteward of 
that kingdom, and afterwards Marſhal of France moſt worthily, where he wan ſo many 
battles, and was ſo formidable to the French during the twenty four years of his moſt 
glorious warfare there. He was ſlain at the ſiege of Chaſtilion the fourth of the Ides of 
July, Anno 1453, as alſo was his ſon John Talbot viſcount Liſle, whom he had by his 
| ſecond wife Margaret, the daughter of the famous Richard Beauchamp earl of Warwick. 

The body of our noble earl was brought over and buried at #hitchurch ; after whoſe 
death Burdeaux was preſently taken by the French, and an end made of that war, and 
the civil wars begun here by the dukes of York and Somerſet. 

John the ſecond earl of Shrowſbury (his ſon by his firſt wife the forenamed Matilda,) 
was a moſt excellent young man and moſt like his anceſtors, he fell in the battle of 
Northampton the ſixth of the Ides of July 1460, fighting on the part of king Henry the 
ſixth, who was then taken captive by his adverſaries. Elizabeth, daughter of James 
Botiller earl of Ormond, was his wife, and fir Humfr. and fir Chriſtopher Talbot his 
brothers, He was buried here and had inſcriptions upon his tomb proſe and verſe, 
Nc. He and his father were both knights of the garter, as theſe earls uſually were, 
and he, 35 H. 6, was lord treaſurer. He had ſons John, James, Gilbert of Grafton, 
knight of the garter and banneret, father of John, father of John, &c. of whom the

who was arch-deacon of Cheſter, and rector of Whitchurch nigh Blackmere, and George. —

His ſaid ſon John Talbot, the third earl of Skrowſbury, Weiſhford, and Waterford, was 
born on the eve of St. Luke the fourth hour aſter midnight 1448, he married Catherin, 
daughter of Henry Stafford, duke of Buckingham, and died in the city of Coventry the 
fourth of the kalends [ it ſhould be ides] of July 1473, and was buried in the chapel of 
St. Mary at this Wirkſop. The inquiſition faith his death was on the Saturday next 
after the feaſt of the nativity of St. John Baptiſt, 13 E. 4, w: otherwiſe 28 of June 
(which is 4 of the Ides of July)-and that George his ſon and heir was then above three 

ears old. | = 
: This George, the fourth earl, was alſo knight of the garter, and a great man with 
king Henry the eighth. His firſt wife was Anne, the daughter of William lord Haſt- 
ings, chamberlain to king Edward the fourth, by whom he had his eldeſt ſon Francis, 
and many children; his ſecond wife was Elizabeth, daughter and heir of fir Richard 
Walden of Kent, by whom he had a daughter Anne, the heir of her mother, married to 
Peter, ſon of fir William Compton, to whom ſhe brought Henry lord Compton (an- 
ceſtor of the earl of Northampton) and was after married. to William Herbert earl of 
Pembroke. This earl George died twenty-ſixth of July 1538, and was buried at Sheffeild, 

x: To his ſon Francis earl of Shrowſbury did king Henry the eighth, 22 November, 
33 H: 8, grant the whole ſcite and precinct of the monaſtery or priory of Worłſop, and

This earl Francis was alſo knight of the garter, as was alſo his ſon and heir George, 
whoſe firſt wife was Gertrude, daughter of Thomas lord Ros and earl of Rutland, by 
whom he had Francis, Gilbert, Edward, and Henry, Katherin, the wife of Edward, 
ſon and heir of William Herbert earl of Pembroke, Mary, the wife of fir George Savile, 
anceſtor of the lord Halyfax, and Grace, married to Henry Cavendiſh, eldeſt ſon of 
fir William Cavendiſh, whoſe widow this earl George took to his ſecond wife : ſhe was 


Elizabeth, the daughter of John Hardwick of Hardwick in the county of Derby, eſquire, 


and firſt married to —— Barlow of that county; next to fir William . Cavendiſh, by 
whom only ſhe had iſſue; then to fir William St. Low; and laſtly to this great earl: 
ſhe adorned theſe counties with the magnificent houſes of Chatteſworth, Hardwick, Old- 
cotes, and this Workſop Mannor, and with her illuſtrious off-ſpring the families of the

WORKS OP and RA DFORD. 


A4 HIS lordſhip, or manor, is owned chiefly by the duke of Norfolk. The duke 
of Portland has the great tythes. The open fields, commons, and waſte grounds 


lying within the townſhips or liberties of Workſop, Radford, Kilton, Cateford, and 
Shireoakes, within this pariſh, are about to be encloſed. 'This pariſh is ſuppoſed to

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Of this place. its religious retreat, and the ancient things in the church Thoroton 
has been ſufficiently elaborate. Of the preſent ſtate of things here, I {hall therefore 
take a curſorary review, after Leland and Tanner's account. | 

% Werkenſop a pretty market town of two ſtreets, and metely well builded. There 
is a fair park hard by it, and the beginnings of a fair manger place of ſquarid ſtone in 
the ſame. The old caſtle on a hill by the town 1s clene down and ſcant known 
where it was This town, caſtle, and large park, longid lirſt to the Lovetotes, then 
as ſome ſay to one of the Neviles. Then were the Furnivaulx of certainty owners 
thereof, and after the 'Valbotes. The priory of the black canons there was a thing 
of great, building and a place of ſepulture to the aforeſaid noblemen. * A great 
wood, called Room wood, longid to this abbey.” “ Wyrkelop is calied in ſome old 
writings Radeford, Wilhelmus Lovetoft was the firſt founder of it in the time of 
Anſelm biſhop of Canterbury and Gerard biſhop of York in Henry's days. His 
blood and inheritance came to a daughter that married one Furnivall. After Fur- 
nivalle's inheritance came to a daughter, the which was married to one Nevile, and 
he had a daughter by her, the which married to Talbot the firſt carl of Salop, and 
among other children he had Talbot of her called Du's de Lile. This Nevile haih 
a govdly tomb in the middis of the quire. Many of the Lovetofis, Furnivalles, 
and Ta;bottes buried at Wirkſop. It is a market town, and there is a place now 
invironed with trees called the caſtle hill, where the Lovetofts had ſometime a caſtle. 
The ſtones of it were fetched as ſome ſay to make the fair lodge in Wyrkloppe park 
not yet finiſhed, The earl of Shrewſbyris' father was about to have finiſhed it as 
appearith by much hewyd ſtone lying there. But I am of opinion that the canons 
had the ruins of the caſtle to make the cloſure of their large walls. There is at the 
ſouth fide of the priory court a very fair great gate of hewn ſtone. & 

The high town, Workſop, is in general well built, has good accommodating inns, 
Fas a market on Wedneſdays ; and fairs in October and March. The market-place 
is but ſmall ; but the ſtreet that leads thence to Radford church, gives it the appear- 
ance of ſpace. Worklop is a very conſiderable market for barley. Liquorice is 
grown plentifully in this neighbourhood. 

Radford below nearly joins Workſop above, for, ſrom the former to the latter you 
paſs over deſcending ground. Here allo are ſome decent dwellings. 

The church of Radford, which is dedicated to St. Cuthbert, has two towers 
and is not of the ordinary kind, It has fix bells. The church has ſuff-red 
little or no alteration in appearance fince Thoroton's time ; but the ruin, near, has 
ſuffered ſomewhat confiderably. The ruined gate-way annexed was done by Chap- 
man about the middle of the preſent century; as was alſo the Abbey gate-houle.— 
That which is called the church now ſtanding, was the weſt end of the priory church. 

The weſt entrance into the church is grand; it is modelled partly after the zig-zag 
Saxon architecture. The roof of the nave is ſupported by eight columns, alternate! 
round and ſquare: ſtepping I judged it to be about 135 feet long. The prin- 
cipal things I ſaw here, are three mutilated figures, which it is apparent have been re- 
moved from the decayed part of the church to their preſent reſting place : very pro- 
bzble thoſe mentioned above by Thoroton, the Lovetots and Furnivalls. The old 
{cxton told me (for there is no inſcription to give information) that the heure on the 

2 2 2 | right 
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right, page 264, fig. 1, was Sir William de Lovetot, founder of the church of St.Cuth- 
bert near Workſop, (ſee page 280.) That in the centre a Nevile, and that on the left 
Sir John Furnaval, probable Thomas. The figure in the centre I apprehend was 
Joan the lady of Thomas Nevil, as Thoroton has mentioned above. When I copied 
them I found them fo fine with whitewaſh,that no one could tell whether the figures were 
out of marble, freeſtone, or alabaſter. They are now placed upon pedeſtals no ways 
correſponding, againſt a wall of the inſide of the church. 

A tablet, in the ſouth aifle remembers Dame Mary Laſſells who died in 1615, aged 
79. Several old ſtones are much defaced. The pulpit is a curious piece of ancient 
light carving, ſuch an one as I have ſcarcely ever ſeen, and remains to this day in the 
higheſt preſervation. The altar piece, I can only ſay, is a repreſentation of Moſes and 
Aaron. Many ſtone cothns, I have been informed, have been taken from the earth 


where a part of the ruin ſtands. 


Robert de Workſop who died in 1360, ſuppoſed to have been a titular biſhop in 
ſome foreign country was born at Workſop. He was bred (Dr. Fuller tells Wy an 
Auguſtin monk, in the convent of Tikill not ſar from Doncaſter. He, it appears, was 
a learned man and wrote much.

WORKSOP MANOR HOUSE, 


THE feat of his grace the duke of Norfolk, * ſtands at the diſtance of little better 
than a mile from Workſop town. The view ſubjoined, is from the dwelling whicl: 
was begun to be built by George earl of Shrewſbury, (whoſe family pedigree is ſub- 
ſtantially related above by Thoroton) but finiſhed by Elizabeth his wife, known by the 
name of Beſſey Hardwick, who married four huſbands, and poſſeſſed all their eſtates. 
It was at length burnt down.

„ The family of Howard ſtands high in the Engliſh peerage, deſcended from the earl of Paſſy in 
Normandy, Sir William Douglas begins with William Howard, a learned judge, in the latter part 
of the reign of Edward the iſt, and the beginning of Edward the ad's reign. This reverend judge, 
amongſt others, had ſummons to parliament in the reign of Edward the 1ſt, To him ſucceeded John 
his ſon and heir, who was ſheriff of the countics of Norfolk and Suffolk from the 11th to the 16th of 
Edward the ad excluſively. He was one of the bedchamber to that prince, and ſerved him in his 
wars againſt the French and Scots, He died the gth of Edward the gd, and left a ſon and heir of 
his own name | 

This * was knight and a renowned admiral, and the 1oth of Edward the gd was appointed ad- 
miral of the fleet, from the mouth of the. Thames northward. To this Sir John ſucceeded Sir Robert 
Howard, who in the ſecond of Richard the ad, was committed to the tower, for detaining Marger 
de Narford, from her grandmother, Alice lady Nevil. Sir Robert dying the 12th of Richard the ad, 
was ſucceeded by his ond ſon, Robert. (John his eldeſt died in the father's life-time.) 

Robert married Margaret, daughter and coheir to Thomas de Mowbray, firſt duke of Norfolk, and 
had iſſue by that lady, whoſe anceſtors were allied to Edward 1. 

John, who in the wars with France, early diſtinguiſhed himſelf, the latter part of Henry the 6th's 
reign. In the ſecond of Edward the 4th, he had the joint command, with lords Arp; and Clin- 
ton, of the king's flect, He was made treaſurer of the kings houſhold during this reign, ſucceſſively 
| ey captain 
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Of the fire above noticed, I received rather varying accounts, reſpeRing time: one 
ſays it happened on holy Thurſday, 1759. In Gough's Additions to Camden, 1761. 
Another account ſays in 1762; another I have ſeen May 5, 1762. Be theſe as they 
may, it was ſuppoſed to have been burning two days before it was diſcovered, and 
that it was occaſioned by airing one of the rooms where a fire was left burning, and 
not attended to. However, the ravages of the flames were ſuch, that very little of the 
ſplendid furniture and fixtures were ſaved ; happening during a very high wind, the 
whole building was foon in a general blaze after it broke forth. f 

The preſent building, although only about a third of the original plan, is a magni- 
ficent ſtructure, and was begun to be rebuilt on a plan with a front upwards of three 
hundred feet in length. Ihe grand drawing-room is 53 by 31 feet, hung with gobelin 
tapeſtry ; the family pictures were brought from other ſeats. Some of its beautiful parts 
may be attributed to the taſte and ſkill in architecture, of the late ducheſs of Norfolk, 
who, it ſeems, ſuperintended its erection. The plan is light and airy. The north 
front, which 1s built of a white freeſtone, got about 3 miles from the houſe, is rich in 
decorations; but every thing near looks rather cold and comfortleſs, it has no member- 
like field embelliſhments in high cultivation. The preſent duke ſeldom ſees this prin- 
cely edifice, conſequently there are only two or three rooms occupied. 'The elegant

captain general of the king's forces at ſea, deputy governor of Calais, ſummoned to parliament among 
the barons, conſtable of the Tower of London, —. inſtalled knight of the garter. For his fidelity to 
that prince, he was rewarded with a grant in ſpecial tail of divers lands and manors. 

In the ſucceeding reign that of Richard the 3d, he was made earl Marſhall of England, and advanced 
to the dignity of duke of Norfolk, (Thomas his ſon being nearly at the ſame time created earl of Surrey.) 
Preccding the coronation of Richard the gd, he was conſtituted high ſteward of England for the day, 
alſo lord high admiral of England, Ireland, and Aquitain for life, and at the ſame time obtained a 
grant of certain manors and lordſhips, The next year he was ſlain in the ſervice of Richard the gd, 
at the front of the army, at Sutton, or as it is called Boſworth fight, Auguſt 22, 1483. He with his 
ſon was attainted in the firſt parliament of Henry the 7th. This nobleman had to wife Catherine, 
daughter of William lord Molins, by whom he had iſſue Thomas his heir, the earl of Surrey, and four 
daughters, and to his ſecond wife Margaret, daughter of Sir John Chadworth, by whom he had iſſue 
only a daughter, 

Thomas, his heir, who was taken priſoner and attainted with his father, was ſoon after taken into 
favour by Henry the 7th, who made him a privy councellor ; and in the fourth year of his reign was 
reſtored to the title of earl of Surrey. He did the king eſſential ſervice in ſuppreſſing the northern 
inſurreftion, The 15th of Henry the 7th he attended the king and queen to Calais, and was ſoon 
after made carl marſhall of England, In the 4th of Henry the 8th, he was with the king at the tak- 
ing of Therrouenna and Tournay, He afterwards routed the Scots at Flodden field, where James the 
4th of Scotland was lain, for which great ſervices h®had an augmentation of his atms and made duke 
of Norfolk. In the 13th of Henry the 8th, he was made lord high ſteward on the trial of Edward 
duke of Buckingham, and while giving ſentence of death he ſhed a manly tear. He married two 
wives, firſt Elizabeth, daughter and ſole heireſs of SirFredericTilney, by whom he had iſſue eight ſons, 
three of which ſurvived him, To his ſecond wife he had Agnes, daughter of Sir Philip Tilney, by 
whom he had William afterwards created baron Howard of Effingham. | 

Thomas, by the firſt marriage, ſucceeded, who was created earl of Surrey in his father's life-time. 
He was lord high admiral under Henry the 8th, and in the 12th of that king's reign went deputy to 
Ireland, For his ſignal ſervice ſome few years afterwards he was made lord treaſurer and general of

+ October 1761, Workſop manor, near the town of Workſop, a ſeat belonging to the duke of 


Norfolk, and one of the fineſt in England, containing about 500 rooms, was burnt down to the ground, 


together with a fine library, a curious colle&ion of pictures, and other valuable furniture: The loſs 


is computed at 100,000l.——New Torr of England, 
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tapeſiry is in a ſtate of decay; and ſeveral of the beſt pictures are removed to 
Arundal Caſtle, a favorite feat of the preſent noble owner. The extenſive park 
belonging to Workſop Manor, in ſome parts has much apparent good timber, or- 
namental and uſeful. The lawns and extenſive pleaſure grounds, ſinking in ſome 
places and in others riſing to your view, managed as they would be, if the family 
reſided here, would make this a ſcene delightful. The hand of nature, without art, 
has been bountiful in filvan embelliſhments; and here is enough of nature's chief 
effuſions, moulded into forms to make this domain ſplendid, pictureſque and beau- 
tiful. The park is about eight miles round, bounded by delightful hanging woods 
over the fence or park pails, and the clumps within are agreeably diverſified, with 
different ſhades of foliage; thoſe patches which ſtand in that part of the park which 
is now farmed and divided and ſubdivided with right line fences, look not ſo cap- 
tivating. 

A > of the preſent building, rebuilt by the late duke Edward, was exhibited 
by Hodges, R. A. in 1772. A view of the Manergeri as deſigned by the late ducheſs, 
painted by P. Sanby, R. A. was exhibited at Spring Gardens in 1764. Thoroton's 
old view of Workſop Manor-houſle is eſteemed a miſerable one,

the kings whole army, all before his father's death: Ile went afterwards ambaſſador to France and 
conſulted with the pope touching the King's divorce, But after being conſtituted carl Marſhal of 
England, viceroy of Ireland and performing many great ſervices to that king, he was by his order 
impriſoned in the tower, his goods ſeized, attainted with his ſon who loſt his head January 19, 1547. 
This young nobleman was one of the molt accompliſhed ſcholars of his time. The father died in 1554, 
after being reſtored to blood by queen Mary. His then eldeſt fon | 

Thomas, became duke of Norfolk, by Elizabeth his ſecond wife, daughter of Edward duke of Buck- 
ingham. His firſt wife was Ann, daughter of king Edward the 4th. This Thomas 4th duke of Nor- 
folk, was in conſiderable favour with queen Elizabeth, but taking part with Mary queen of Scots, he 
was betrayed by a pretended friend, was attainted in parliament and beheaded June 2, 1572. This 
Thomas married three wives, by the firſt of whom, Mary daughter of Henry Fitz-Alan earl of Arun- 
dal, he had Philip his heir, | | 

Philip, earl of Arundal, was reſtored in blood ſome years after; but in the 23d of Elizabeth he was 
found guilty of high treaſon, and died in the tower fix years afterwards, He married Ann, daughter 
of Thomas, ſiſter and coheir to George lord Dacres, by whom he left an only child; 

Thomas, earl of Arundal, was in favour with king James the firſt, and Charles the firſt, The for- 
mer made him earl Marſhal for life. The latter, after a miſunderſtanding, declared him ambaſſador to 
the emperor of Germany, A D. 1636, and in 1638, gave him the command againſt the Scots. In 1640, 
he was conſtituted lord ſteward of the houſhold, and preſided as high ſteward of England at the trial 
of the carl of Strafford, He was created earl of Norfolk, but 3 part in the ſubſequent troubles 
he retired to Italy where he died in 1646. The world are under obligations to this nobleman for the 
celebrated Marmora Arundeliana. He had iſſue by lady Alethea, daughter to Gilbert earl of Shrewſ- 
bury, Henry Frederic, who was father of Thomas fifth duke of Norfolk. This Henry the father, 
married Elizabeth, daughter to Eſme Steward, duke of Lenox, by whom he had iſſue Thomas above 
named, and eight others. 

Thomas, fifth duke of Norfolk, was in the 1gth of Charles the 2d, reſtored to the title of duke of 
Norfolk, but dying without iſſue the honours deſcended to Henry his next brother who had been 
created lord Howard of Caſtleriſing, by the ſame king. 

This Henry, the fixth duke, married lady Ann, daughter to Somerſet, marquis of Worceſter, by 
whom he had iſſue two ſons and three daughters. 

Henry, called earl of Arundal, the ſeventh duke, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded him in honours, he 
was made governor of Windſor caſtle upon the death of prince Rupert, and inſtalled knight of the 
garter the firſt of James the 2d. But upon the landing of the prince of Orange, he became a zealous 
ſupporter of the revolution, which took place, and raiſed a regiment for the ſervice of that prince.—

This noble family of Howard, has progreſſively had its ſhare of political ſtate ſuf. 
ferings; their great honours and eminent ſervices have been blended at times, with 
the gall of bitterneſs, as the pedigree below will ſufficiently teſtify. The three latter 
dukes, being Roman catholics, were excluded from the ſervices of the ate; but 
one of them, in particular, Edward the ninth duke of Norfolk, lived becoming his 
rank and fortune in retirement, chiefly - at Workſop Manor, diſpeniing bleſſings to 
| the needy, and keeping up the ancient ſpirit of hoſpitality in its primitive greatneſs. 

I may juſt remark, before I leave this ſubje&, from the appearance of the preced- 
ing view of this manſion, that notwithſtanding the eye is bounded with right lined 
fences, ſo offenſive to the preſent taſte of beauty, yet all, it muſt be allowed, in this 
view is in harmony.

CLUMBER PARK. 


THE duke of Neweaftle's dwelling in this place is truly magnificent, al:hough the 
building is neither lofty nor very extenfive. From the new bridge, which ſpans the 
apparent endlefs ſtream which waters Clumber, there appears an harmonious whole 
of granduer: the proud cheſted ſwans which ſail gently in numbers to and fro in the 
ſpace between the bridge and the houſe, happily correſponding in complexion with 
every thing of art in view, blended with the various natural tints of foliage which fur- 
round you (if I may be allowed the expreſſion) paradiſes the mind. 

W hen I firſt viſited Clumber, I entered the park from Workſop through an en- 
trance more than two miles from the houſe, creſent formed, and rich in effec, topped 
with the arms of the family. Within the park the country opens upon you with 
ſplendour, rich in effect and delightful to the eye. The fir and woody ſcenery 
around, in May, were warmed with patches of broom and gorſe, then in golde:1 hue,

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beautifully cloathed with woody ſcenery, the Jawns are as ſmooth, on the ſurface, 
as a calm water ſcene; but the ſolemn ſilence around and the ſable eſcutcheon, em- 
blem of lately departed dignity, which came in view as we approached the dwelling, 
checked the roving mind in the contemplation of this rich and lovely abode, F Here 
and in our travel within Clumber park, for two hours, we ſaw not a human form ; 
but there was enough to admire; for the walks are every where adorned with rich 
plantations ſeated in the happieſt ſucceſſion. At an age when men in general are 
not enamoured with a looking back on their youthful years, I could not help in- 
dulging an innocent thought, that theſe were the ſweeteſt love walks I had ever 
ſeen: here youth, beauty and innocence might ſolace in a reciprocal exchange of 
vows and ſentiments, in uninterrupted retirement; ſilent as the grave, except from 


the melody of the little warbling foreſters, and the bleating, at intervals, of the 
playful lambkins. X 


Clumber is a modern building, built about 25 years ago, and ſtands, we are told, 


on the ſite of an old rabbit warren, This reſidence is ſplendidly fitted up and rich- 
ly furniſhed, * 


I cannot help remarking here, that, in 7hzs park, the ſtranger is accommodated at 
every croſs-road with an excellent direction-poſt; in Thoreſby park ſuch poſts ap- 
pear, but for ſome reaſon they have lately had boards nailed over the inſcriptions, 
they therefore are as intelligent as a dumb man; in Welbec park you may get into a

+ Two dukes of Newcaſtle have died while I have been publiſhing this hiſtory. 

The family of Clinton ſettled in England, from Normandy, at the Conquett; 'but before we notice 
the Clinton family it may be ſomewhat neceſſary to ſlightly touch upon that of the Holles' ſee Hough- 
ton, or Haughton, page 359, Sir William Hollis, lord mayor of London in the time of Hen- 
ry the 8th. died Anno Dom. 1342. His eldeſt ſon Thomas, ſpent a large fortune left him by his fa- 
ther, and died in priſon ; and his deſcendants, in conſequence, became wretched, William, ano- 
ther ſon of the lord mayor, was a prudent man and enjoyed, from his father, the manor of Haughton 
(where he reſided,) with other eſtates in Nottinghamſhire & other counties. This gentleman lived a 
knight near forty years, and was a member in parliament for the county, and twice high ſheriff, He 

was called the good Sir William Holles, He lived in the true old Engliſh ſtile of hoſpitality. Twelve 
days at Chriſtmas he ſerved up a fat ox every day, ſheep, &c. in proportion. His retinue was an- 
ſwerable to his hoſpitality, He was at the coronation of Edward the 6th, with fifty followers in blue 
coats and badges. He died 1590, at the age of 8g, 

John Holles, his deſcendant, in the time of James the firſt, lived alſo at Haughton and was created 
baron Haughton of Haughton, and earl of Clare, by that prince. It is ſaid he paid 10, oool. for the

John, his ſon, ſecond earl of Clare, was born at Haughton in 15953 and lived during all the troubles 
of the laſt century without taking an active part on either ſides, He left iſſue by Elizabeth, daughter 
of general fir Horatio Vere, Gilbert, his ſucceſſor and others.

CARLETON 


Gilbert was a ſtrong revolutzoniſt, & died in London, in 1689; but was buried at Haughton, He 
left iſſue by Grace, daughter of the hon. William Pierrepont, John, fourth earl of Clare, created 
duke of Newcaſtle. Tikjo, youn duke of Newcaſtle, was born in 1663, He married when earl of 
Clare, Margaret third daughter of Henry Cavendiſh, ſecond duke of Newcaſtle. By his family con- 
nections and marriage, he became one of the richeſt men in the kingdom, and was created duke of 
Newcaſtle in 1694, three years after the death of his father-in-law. His grace, who was famed for his 
delight in ſtag-hunting, had the misfortune to fall from his horſe in taking that diverſion, and died at 
Thoreſby in 1711. He left an only child, lady Heneretta Cavendiſh Holles, married to Edward ſon 
and heir of Robert firſt earl of Ox ſord. 

His grace died feized of eſtates of about 40,0001. per ann. a part of which went to his daughter, 
and the reſt, which was at kis diſpoſal, he deviſed to his nephew the hon. ThomasPelham, afterwards 
created duke of Newcaſtle, with remainder to the hon. Henry Pelham, &c. 

The family of Clinton, as has been obſerved, is of Norman origin. They took their name from the 
lordſhip of Climpton, in Oxfordſhire, Renebald Climpton or Clinton, had iſſue Geoffry, who was 
a favorite of Henry the third, under whom he enjoyed ſome high poſts of honour, and Oſbert, whoſe 
ſon Roger was appointed biſhop of Coventry in 1228, and died in 1149. His grandſon Robert was 
in the liſt of barons who warred againſt Henry the third. 

ohn de Clinton, in the reign k Edward the firſt, was ſummoned to parliament by the title of baron 
Clinton of Maxtoch, in the firſt of Edward the firſt. He left iſſue John lord Clinton, by Ida, fiſter 
and heireſs of fir William de Odingſels, and William who was lord high admiral of England in 1333, 
and created earl of Huntingdon in 1337. | 
John, ſecond lord Clinton, and John third lord Clinton, diſtinguiſhed themſelves in the wars of 
Edward the third. William, fourth lord Clinton in the wars of Henry the fifth and ſixth: He bore 
the titles of lord Clinton and Say. His ſon | 

John, fifth lord Clinton, fought under Henry the ſixth in France and was a priſoner more than ſix 
years. He afterwards fought on the ſide of the Yorkiſts. Edward the ninth lord Clinton, his great 
grandſon, was a diſtinguiſhed commander at ſea, and lord high admiral of England in 1550. He was 
advanced to the title of earl of Lincoln and died in 1383. | 

Henry, ſecond earl of Lincoln, his ſon, by Urſula, daughter of William lord Stourton, was one of 
the commiſſioners on the trial of Mary queen of Scots, He left by his lady Catherine, daughter of 
Francis earl of Huntingdon, Thomas his heir and others. 

This Thomas — Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of fir Henry Knevet, in the county of Wilts, 
knight, and was ſucceeded at his death in 1618, by 

Theophilus, fourth earl who was made a knight of the bath in 1616. He married Bridget, daughter 
of William Viſcount Say and Seal, by whom he had Edward his ſon and heir, who died on his way 
to Paris, and left iſſue | 

Edward, who upon the death of Theophilus, his grandfather, ſucceeded him, He died without 
iſſue in 1692 We now come to fir Edward Clinton, knight, ſecond brother in blood, to Thomas 
earl of Lincoln. This-fir Edward ang wn, Waage the daughter of Thomas Dighton of Sturton Parva, 
in the county of Lincoln, was father, by her, of Francis Clinton, knight, of Sturton Parva aforeſaid ; 
which fir Francis, by his wife the daughter of Hill, eſq. had iſſue Francis his ſon and heir. 

Francis, fixth earl of Lincoln, on the death of earl Edward ſucceeded as earl of Lincoln, By his 
ſecond wiſe Suſanna, daughter of Anthony Peniſton, a. he had iſſue 

Henry ſeventh earl, who ſucceeded his father, at his death, in 1693. He adhered to the wig party 
in the reign of queen Ann. By George the firſt he was made conſtable of the tower and paymaſter 
of the forces. He married Lucy, daughter of Thomas Pelham Holles duke of Newcaltle, by which

That Turold the man of Roger I take to be Thorald de Liſoriis, brother of Fulc 
de Liſorlis, both witneſſes to Roger de Buſli's charter of foundation of the monaſtery 
of Blyth dated 1088. b: and both concerned in this place in which Fulco gave 
two bovats to that priory, and two which Roger Eſcoſſard held of him in Hodeſak. 
c: Pagan, fon of Coſſard, granted the lands of Hodeſac, which Fulco de Liſou- 
riis gave to St. Mary of Blyth as alms, which land Coffard held of the ſaid Fulco, 
&c. d: Raph Coſlard gave to that monaſtery ſix acres of his demeſne in Coſſard- 
thorp, which his grand-father Roger gave, and three acres and a toft, which Waiter 
Coſſard bis father gave. The ſheriff, 6 R. 1, e: accounted for 22s. 8d. of the 
chattels of Raph de Coflard-thorp ſold, being one of the kings enemies. Raph Co-

ry de Coſſardthorp (called alſo Henry Collard, ſon of Raph Coſſard) gave to the 
prior and monks of Bl:tk, Roger de Collarddiorp, ſon of Thorald, and Beatrix his 
mother, with her whole ſequel, and their whole land in Coffard Thorp, paying him 
and his heirs 2s. per ann. This is an hamlet of Hodſac now called Coſtrop.

The ſeat of Lord Galway, * before it was rebuilt, was the reſident manſion of Mrs. 
Sanderſon, of lord Caſtleton's family; from whom the earl of Scarborough obtained, 
by will, their eſtates in Lincolnſhire and Yorkſhire. On Mrs. Sanderſon's deceaſe, the 
eſtate, here, came to the Vincents, of Yorkſhire, as heirs, who ſold it to the firſt lord 
Galway, in 1727, ſoon after his marriage with lady Elizabeth Manners, daughter to 
the duke of Rutiand. He, from that time, continued to plant, improve and adorn 
this eſtate, and laid the foundation of a manſion houſe where the new one is now built. 
However that foundation was removed, and the houſe that Mr. Williams now or did 
occupy,. 1795, he was about to live in himſelf. I have recently heard it was built b 

ice meal, that is at different periods within this thirty years, by the late lord Gal- 
way, father of the preſent. | 

The old houſe was in the form of an H, one wing of which was pulled down, and 
the ſteward lived in the other. On the preſent lord removing to Allerton, in York- 
hire, an eſtate, which came to his father, from his aunt, lady Arundal, he let his new 
houſe. And on ſelling Allerton to the duke of York, he was prevented by his leaſe, to 
Mr: Williams, from occupying the new manſion, he therefore lately lived, when in this 
part of the country, in the old houſe, with his brother-in-law, Mr. Bennet. 

The preſent building is of brick and ſtone, built by Pain. The front, you approach 
by a ſpicious lawn. The building appears rather ſkulking as the offices are chiefly 
under grouud : the ſtables and out-buildings are on the eaſt fide of the houſe. With- 
in are rooms of elegance and convenience : the terrace is eſteemed beautiful. 
Some of the views from the terrace, over the little ſtream, are charming and delight- 
ful to the eye: they abound with extent, happily blended with the choiceſt requiſites 
of a landſcape. Here has been a large park well ſtocked with deer; but like many 
others it is uſed now for more ordinary, perhaps for more uſeful purpoſes. This is 
eſteemed a ſporting country. g

In this ſmall portion of the work, I have not confined myſelf to any very regular ar- 
rangement ; but have taken in the whole county, as it were, at one point of view, drop- 
ping here and there new matter, various in its complection and degree of worth. | 

Heng corn ar than, at one view, contains fertil plains embelliſhed with variety and 
beauty; abounding with wood, and water, hill and dale, ſplendid ſeats, with diverſity of 
village ſcenery, and with comforts of life to make men happy. Throughout this diſtrict 
the rigor of winter is ſoftened by the treaſures of. the earth, and its bowels afford 
alſo aid to the hand of induſtry, In the large towns live a people buſied in a variety of 
occupations; but in general, She ſheep, the cotton-tree and the filk-worm, afford the chief 
employment. In the villages, the inhabitants (many of which, in the ſouthern parts of 
the county, are alſo employed in the produce of theſe reſpectively) are, in general, ſocial, 
civilized, and courteous to ſtrangers. The county notwithſtanding the diſrobing of 
its once extenſive foreſt, affords ſtil] enough of field ſports for the pleaſure and health of 
thoſe who are placed by fortune above the ordinary level of mankind. 

On the Leiceſterſhire borders it is the moſt numerouſly inhabited. The Lincolnſhire 
is watered by the river trent, and partly ſeparated from it by that prolific and uſeful 
ſtream. On the Yorkſhire ſide of the county, the inhabitants are more thinly ſcattered, 
the ſoil and convenience of life being leſs bountiful, That portion alſo which borders 
on Derbyſhire is allo but thinly inhabited; but if population here has not extenced 
itſelf equal to other portions of the county, yet it has riches within its bowels unknown 


to any other quarter, 


On my paſſing over this county in various directions, while I was collecting the ad- 
ditions to T horoton, I could not help noticing /ome of the vulgariſms of the lower orders 
of the people, common, it muſt be acknowldeged, to thoſe in the neighbouring counties.

At Eaſt Bridgeford Ferry or Gunthorp Ferry, we paſſed the trent, that day, on horſe- 
back, where the late unfortunate Mr. Blagg, ſurgeon and apothecary of Carcolſton, 
lately was drowned. 

The following melancholy circumſtance befel Mr. Blagg, ſurgeon and apothecary, of 
Carcolſton, Nottinghamſhire :—About 11 o'clock at night, on the day of the accident as 
he was on his return from Nottingham, in company with Mr. G. Maltby, of Hovering- 
ham, Nottinghamſhire, and had arrived at Gunthorpe Ferry at the hour above-mention- 
ed, inſtead of taking the boat, he (Mr. Blagg) very imprudencly attempted to croſs 
the trent on horſeback at a ford below; but unhappily miſtaki:g the line of the ſhallows, 
his horſe plunged into a deep pit, and precipitated his rider therein. Mr. Maltby, who 
but a few minutes before had parted with his friend on the river's brink, hearing the 
horſe plunge, returned, and notwithſtanding the darkneſs of the night, fancied he ſaw 
the horſe croſſing the river alone, and immediately afterwards found his conjectures but 
too well founded, by hearing the unfortunate gentleman call out © halloo!” which he 
immediately anſwered—and well knowing Mr. Blagg to be an expert ſwimmer, gave him 
inſtructions to bear up againſt the ſtream : he twice .nore called as before, and was anſwer- 
ed in the ſame manner: at laſt he exclaimed, © for God's ſake get me ſome aſſiſtance, 
or I ſhall be drowned!” Mr. Malthy, upon this galloped to the Ferry-houſe, and the 
people being up, a boat was inſtantly put off to his relief, but too late, as, on its arrival 
at the place, Mr. Blagg had totally difappeared : his hat was found in the river, but 
although the moſt diligent ſearch was made the body remained undiſcovered for more 
then a week.
